CHILDREN. 


Y the difeafes of children we mean, 
t. Such as affect infancy in particular, 
and thefe we may properly call ‘its 
peculiar difeafes. Of this clafs, are the fymp- 
toms of dentition, which we feldom meet 
with in any age but in this. 2. The difeafes 
that children are more frequently liable to: 
than adults; fuch are worms, and their con- 
fequences. 3. The difeafes «infants “have 
in common with adults, and to which both 
are equally fubject; but require fome change 
in themethod of cure, with refpect to the 
tender age and conftitution of children; 
thefe are convulfions, epilepfy, &c, 
B The 
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The fubjects of thefe various ailments arey 
boys to the age of fourteen, and girls to that of 
twelve ; after which, their difeafes belong not 
to our prefent treatife, becaufe they then ceafe 
being children, and become liable to the 
fame diforders with adults, which in both 
fhould be treated after the fame manner, 
The three claffes,.of the diforders above- 
mentioned do not equally happen in the dif- 
ferent ftages of childhood ; _for the proper 
from the da y of their regia until oo ‘ae 
attained the age of three or four years, when 
they, infenfibly give -way to. the diforders of 
the fecond clafs, or to thofe which, eee 
common, are more frequent 3 inchildren, 
adults, and which chiefly _ affect this prise 
age, from the time of birth, to the age of; feven 
years, receding i in the fame proportion. with 
the former, until the difeates of the, third 
clafs come on, or thofe which children have 
in common with adults, and which become: 
more frequent than any of, the two former, 
about the age of twelve or fourteen. I. thall

Having thus premifed ageneral Idea of 
the following treatife, it will not be improper 
‘to divide the whole into fix. fections: the fir{t 
will comprehend. the cutaneous difeafes \of 
children: the fecond, dentition, and its con- 
fequences : : the third will explain the difor- 
ders which affect each region of the body, 
beginning firft with thofe of the head, 4s 
the epilepfy, hydrocephalus, &c. the fourth 
swill treat of the difeafes of the breaftin any _ 
of the three ‘clafles before-mentioned: the 
fifth will comprife the difeafes of the lower 
belly in the fame order: and the fixth, theuni- — 
verfal diforders of the body, or thofe which 
attack the extremities, the trunk, @&c. as 
‘the rickets, As to the {mall-pox and meafles, 
to which children are very fubject, I have 
explained them at length in my treatife of 
fevers; to which I refer you concerning thofe 
points,

How to tie and cut the navel-fring. 

a, S foon as the child is born; let-it be 
covered with a warm napkin, and 
carefully laid on the midwife’s knees, with 
its face towards hers, that it:‘may be’ the 
better fecured from the waters which then 
flow from the mother; and-on its fide, that 
it may be the lefs incommoded by the fpittle 
it throws up; and not upon its back, for 
fear that the humours running -to its mouth 
and nofe, may choak it for want of free evacu- 
vation. At the fame time, the mother’s parts 
are to be covered with a warm folded linen; 
to hinder the ingrefs of the cold air, obferv- 
ing the other cautions civen in my treatife 
of the difeafes of women, relating to mid- 
wifery: nor is-the infant to be kept long’ in’ 
the above-mentioned fituation, left it fhould 
catch: cold. Re EG he 4 
This being done, take four or five doubles 
of thread, about.a foot long; knot them at 
waa ; each 
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each end, to prevent their entangling ; and. 
tie the navel-ftring therewith, about two. 
fingers breadth of the child’s belly, making 
firfta double knot; then bringing the thread. 
round, let the midwife make a fecond on the 
oppofite fide, and afterwards a third, if re- 
 quifite, for the greater fecurity: this being 
done, let her cut .afunder the navel-ftring 
with {ciffars a fingers breadth below the 
ligature, fo that three fingers. breadth of it 
is. left hanging at the child’s belly. She mutt 
make ufe of pretty thick thread, and muft 
not tie the ligature too fireight,’ left it cut 
through the navel-ftring ; in which cafe, the 
remaining part thereof may prove too fhort 
for a fecond ligature, and a mortal hemorr- 
hage might thereby fupervene; neither muit 
it be too flack, left the child, which is wrapp’d 
up in {waddling cloths, bleed to death be- 
fore. it is difcovered, as hath happened to 
feveral children. \ Let her therefore carefully ° 
ebferve, after the operation is performed, 
whether the blood paffes through or not; if 
it.does, the navel-ftring muft be tied a new; 
to clofe it more exaétly. This being done, 
wrap up the end of the navel-ftring, three 
or, four times about with a fimall rag, dry, or 
B 3 dipp’d 
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dipp’d in oil of rofes; then having put ano- 
ther {mall comprefs of three or four doubles. 
on the child’s belly, above’ the navel, lay the 
- umbilical ftring fo wrapped up upon it, that 
it may not touch the naked belly, and by its 
cold, occafion gripes; on the top of all, put 
another {mall bolfter, and then fwathe it with 
a linen roller four fingers broad, to keep:it: 
fteady, left by rolling too much, or by being: 
continually ftirr’d, by the motion of the belly, 
it happens. to fall off, before the vefiels be: 
quite clofed up and healed. : 


"Tis very convenient, as we have faid, to: ° 


lay the remaining part of the navel-ftring on 
the upper part of the belly, that fo if by 
chance the vefiels be not fufficiently clofed, 
the blood, detained by its weight, may. have 
the lefs zmpetus againft the ligature, and not 
fo foon pafs through, as if. it were turned; 
downwards ; for we find fometimes the navel- 
‘firing to be fo great in fome: children, that 
although it were very clofe tied: at firft, com= 
ing afterwards to wither and: dry,:the ligature 
is rendered loofer, by means of which, an 
effufion of blood eafily enfues; if care be not 
taken to tie’ it ftreighter. Te 

. The 
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- The navel-ftring being thus treated, begins. 
daily to dry away,:and is commonly f{epa- 
rated from the belly about the 6th or 7th 
day; feldom fooner or later, But what is 
moft obfervable, in this. cafe, is, that the re- 
maining vefiels fall off here betwixt the 
ligature and the infant, .very clofe to the 
belly ; whilft sin the. ligature of the other 
parts of the body, it happens.quite the re- 
verfe; forthe. part on the outfide of the 
ligature falls off ; however, we mauit by no 
means meddle with it, but give it time to 
fall off of its own accord; left, if we pull 
it abruptly, before the. arteries are intirely 
elofed and healed up, a flux of blood follows, 
or left it may caufe an ulcer, and other dif- 
eafes hard to be.cured, of which hereafter, 
- There are fome good women who are a 
little fuperftitious in the tying of the navel- 
{tring longer or fhorter, according to the dif- 
ference of the fex, for fome pleafant reafons 
they affizn: but it is a mere abufe; for at, 
whatever diftance they tie the knot, either 
nearer or further, though half a foot from 
the belly, yet it will always be feparated in 
the very fame place, juft clofe to the belly; . 
- bécaufe the abdominal mufcles contract them- ,

/ 
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felves there, and form a kind of ligature : 
wherefore, whether boys or girls, let the. 
knot be made as we have already directed, — 
or at leaft an Inch from the belly, left it 
might pain and inflame the child’s navel. 

-* It will not be from the purpofe to mention 
here a bufinefs of great confequence, which 
is fometimes capable to kill the new-born 
babe, without almoft knowing the caufe of» 
it. ’Tis a bad cuftom fome midwives have, - 
before they make the knot, they drive all 
the blood out of the navel-ftring into the 
infant’s belly, believing, that by this means 
they ftrengthen the child when ’tis weak:. 
but ’tis no fuch thing; for as foon as thefe 
veffels are ever fo little cooled, the blood 
they contain quickly lofes its {pirits, and is 
half coagulated in an inftant; which is the 
reafon, that being driven back into the infant’s’ 
liver, is fufficient to caufe very great acci- 
dents; not becaufe of its abundance, but be- 
caufe having quite loft its natural heat, it is. 
afterwards foon corrupted, and changes and 
{poils the child’s blood, with which it comes . 
to mix. Wherefore, whether the child be 
ftrong or weak, if you will not put it in 
_ danger of its life, or at leaft caufe it to have’ 
| great 
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great oppreffions, pains and gripes, forbear 
driving the blood thus out of the navel-ftring 
into the infant’s body. 

When the midwife hath ordered the child’ § 
navel, as we have directed, let her prefently 
wrap the child up in a linen bed, warm’d for 
that purpofe, and carry it without delay to 
the fire, before it is fwaddled’; for the im- 
preffion this heat. makes on the child, occa- 
fions it to difcharge urine immediately, and 
frequently fome of the. meconium : moreover 
being thus kept loofe for a. while, and ex- 
pofed to the action of the fire, the organs 
of refpiration which were confined and_ in- 
active, are by this means expanded. 


How to cleanfe a new-born babe. 


URING the nine months the child is 

in the womb, it gathers a thick and 
whitifh matter, with which it is covered 
when born, and which mixing with the blood 
that is fhed in labour, makes the child look 
fomewhat difagreeable: let her therefore 
wath the infant all over with milk, ale, or 
fome wine and water a little warm’d ; begin- 
ing firft with the head, where these is moft 
impurity, 
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impurity, becaufe of the hair ; which having 
cleanfed let a woollen-cap be inftantly put ’ 
upon it, to prevent the child’s catching 
cold; and then let her proceed to wath the 
reft ar the body; as principally the armi-” 
pits, groins, Gc. which parts muft be gently 
cleanfed with a foft linen-rag, or fpunge 
dipped in this lukewarm liquor. If the flimy 
matter fticks fo clofe, that it will not be eafily | 
wafhed off from thefe places, it may be 
fetched away with oil of fweet almonds, or 
alittle frefh butter melted in the wine, and 
afterwards well dried off. This cuftom is 
neceflary, in order to clear the infant’s fkin» 
from this kind of milky mucus, which is. 
the fediment depofited thereon from the 
waters in which the child fwam during the 
time of pregnancy; and proceeds not as 
fome will have it, from the diet of the 
mother, neque a femine utriufque fexus, 
which cannot reach the child’s body, being 
_envelopped’ in’ its integuments. The co- 
lour is various, according as this lymphatic 
humour is more or lefs impregnated with: 
milk. One muft alfo cleanfe and unftop” 
with tents of fine rags, wet ma proper li- 
guour, the ears and noftrils. A's for the 
, es “eyes, 
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eyes, they may be wiped with a foft dry 
rag, not dipped in this wine, that it may 
not pain them, and make them {mart. The 
mouth, tongue, and jaws, may be cleanfed 
by the finger. Thefe things being all very 
carefully and tenderly performed; we mutt 
diligently examine, whether the infant has 
any defect, or if there be not a diflocation ; 
whether the nofe be ftrait, or if it be not 
tongue-tied ; whether there be no bruife or 
tumour of the head; whether the mold be 
not over-fhotten; or if the ferotum be not 
fwelled ; in fhort, whether it fuffered any 
violence in any part of its body im the birth, 
or otherwife, that prefent remedies may, 
according to the nature of the circumftances, 
be ufed; and efpecially if the conduits of 
the urine and ftool be opened; fince it 
fometimes falls out, that thefe are not per- 
forated, and confequently, thatthe meconium 
and urine cannot be voided, which inevitably 
proves fatal, unlefs timely care be taken.

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How to fwaddle a new-born infant. 


F TER the midwife hath wathed and, | 
cleanfed the child; according to di- 
rections, and that fhe hath viewed every 
part of its body, let her then fwaddle. it, 
beginning with the head, which muft be. 
well covered; firft, taking a comprefs three, 
four, or five times doubled, Jet her pin it: 
to the cuftomary cap, and apply it to the 
mold of the head, which is very thin, fen- 
fible, and extremely fufceptible of cold, and_ 
expofed to other injuries, it not being as 
yet formed into a bone, Therefore .fhe 
ought to be very careful not to prefs hard. 
on that part, which may be of great detri- 
ment to the infant. She ought likewife to | 
be very cautious, that whatever is wrapped. 
about the child’s head, defigned either. for 
ufe or ornament, be not too ftreight bound, 
leaft it might hinder the {cull from yielding 
to the action of the brain, whence head-_ 
achs, and other ailments often arife. In the 
next place, let there be thin and foft com- |

upon the breaft, in the arm-pits, the groins, 
&c, after which the babe’ is to be wrapped 
up in warm blankets, and fwaddled as ufual. 
It is not neceflary to give a particular di- 
rection how this ought to be done, becaufe 
it is fo common, there is fcarce a wornan 
but knows it: but we'll only’ fay in general, 
‘that a child muft not be fwathed too ftreight, 
efpecially about the breaft and ftomach, that 
fo it may breathe with more freedom, and 
not be forcéd‘to vomit up the milk it fucks, 
becaufe the ftomach cannot be ‘fufficiently 
extended to. contain ‘it; and fuch a practice 
may poffibly, m time, converting this vo- 
miting into an habit, prove a very great pre~ 
judice to the child. Por the fame reafon, | 
the lacing children too ticht, and the ‘pre- 
pofteroutfly bracing them up in fteel bodices, 
in order to give them a fine fhape, 2 are ¢ high- 
ly pernicious, 

As to the urine, all children render it as 
foon as they are born, or at leaft as foon as 
they feel the heat of the fire; and fometimes 
alfo part of the meconium, but ‘ufually a 
little after. If the infant fhould difcharge 
none of the meconium within twenty-four 
hours after its birth, that it may not remain 
oy too 
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too long in the inteftines, and caufe fits and 
painful gripes; a {mall fupofitory may be ufed, 
fuch asa little caftile foap rubbed over with’ 
 freth butter; asalfo, a little fyrup of violets, 
mixed with the oil of {weet-almonds cold 
drawn, may be given at the mouth, anoint- 
ing the belly with the fame oil, or with freth’ 
butter. In like manner a gentle glifter may 
be cautioufly ufed and: managed to purpofe, 
if occafion requires ; otherwife it would be 
cruel to torment a child with setae fo 
very carly. | 

It is not abfolutely neceflary, that the: mn- 
fant, when managed as above, fhouldim- 
mediately begin to fuck ; on. the contrary, 
it fhould be kept from the breaft for twelve 
hours.at leaft after its birth; nay, it would 
be better to hinder its fucking for twefity- 
four hours, which the moft ignorant mid- 
wives of themfelves commonly obferve; for 
the meconium, fo called from its likenefs to 
péxovos or Opium, ftill remaining in the int 
fant’s ftomach and inteftines, would coagulate 
the milk, and prevent its laudable coction, 
The origin of this matter, is derived, by fome 
from the nutritious lymph, or waters. in 
which. the infant f{wims, and which, they 


fay, 
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day, nourifhes. it by the mouth during, its 
continuance in the womb. But this, for fe- 
_.veral reafons too»tedious to: be mentioned, is 
amanifeftly. falfe ; ‘for it is rather nourifhed by 
the navel. Wherefore, I conclude with the 
majority of. phyficians, that. this matter ts 
nothing elfe but the feces. of; the bile, the 
pancreatic, ftomachic, and inteftinal juices, 
ce. which,,continuing in the prime vig. 
are: infpiffated. to. this confiftence, and foe 
to keep the inteftines open and dilated, that 
fo they may the better perform their functions 
after birth. Part of this matter, .as we. ter 
marked before, is evacuated by the infant, 
through the impreffion made on it by the 
fire, or otherwife ; yet, as fome.of it fora 
time remains, it fhould be purged off by 
other methods. The moft ufual is, to order 
the infant an, ounce or more.of the oil of 
tweet almonds, with the fyrup of maid- 
en-hair ;. or if this fhould not fucceed, 
though it commonly does, add half an ounce 
_ of the fyrup of peaches, or two ounces, ac- 
cording to the occafion. The common fyx up 
of, ogee alone,.. or with the oils, will 
have the: like effect, in much the fame.dofe: 
yet fome:are not fond. of this. prefcription, 
fi: : by

by reafon, they fay, it often makes the ot 
fick and vomit. 

II. Itis neceflary to obferve, whether is 
meconium is intirely evacuated or not. This 
may be known, when the ftools change 
‘from black, and become yellow, which is . 
about the 2d or 3d day, lofing by degrees 
this tincture, in proportion as the new feces 
of the milk mix with the meconium. ‘Yet 
this is not enough ; for the child hath alfoa 
certain phlegm remaining in its ftomach, 
which it pukes up fome few days after it 1s 
born. ‘To remedy this, you muft give the 
child a fmall {poonful of fugar’d wine, twice 
or thrice a day, and by no means give it 
fuck, until it be evacuated, left the milk, 
mixing with the vifcous humour, fhould cor- 
rupt, as it would, if you gave the child pre- 
fent fuck. The jews are accuftomed to give 
their children a little butter and honey, which 
doth almoft produce the fame effect ; and 
this they do, to follow what is faid in J/azab 
vii. 14, 15. Bebold, a virgin fhall conceive, 
and bear a fon, and fhall call bis name E- 
manuel, Butter and honey fhall he eat, that 
he may know to refufe the evil, and chufe the 
good, But wine is ‘much better, becaufe it 

doth 
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doth better incide and loofen the phlegm, 
and helps to concoé and digeft that which 
remains, ‘The fugar fweetens its acrimony, 
and helps to purge it off, as alfo to deterge 
and corroborate the ftomach. Thus the 
' Paffages are evacuated, and difpofed to digeft 
the milk when the child begins to fuck. 

The child being thus dreffed and prepared, 
muft be quietly laid afleep ; for by the efforts 
it had made, and the fatigue of being cleanf- 
_ edand fwaddled, it ftands greatly in need 
of reft. We muft not lay it on its back, 
but on its fide, with its head a little raifed, — 
that the faliva may run out the freer: and 
that the infant may breathe with more eafe, 
and fafety, care muft alfo be taken, that the 
blankets do not too clofely cover the mouth 
and nofe, 


Mathers ought to fuckle their children, 


AM. fenfible, that it is no cafy matter to 
perfuade mothers to fuckle their children : 
however, it is incumbent on us to ufe our 
endeavours to induce them to perform this 
important duty, fince the child with the milk 
it fucks, imbibes the manners and difpofitions, 
C. as 
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as well as the peculiar qualities of the nur fe’ $ 
humours. This appears plainly in -animals 
Which fuck a ftrange dam for they always 
partake fomething of the creature they fuck, 
being accordingly either of a milder or flercer 
nature, or of a ftronger or weaker body ; 
which may be noted in young Lions tamed 
by fucking a domeftic animal, as a cow, 
goat, Sc. as on the contrary, a dog will be- 
come more furious, if it fucks a wolf; and 
a lamb fucking a goat, changes not only its 
nature, but even its wool into the goat-kind ; 
fo it is alfo among rational creatures’: 
hence we have juftly the old proverb, 
touching an ill-natured perfon, that Sime 
brute or other has been bis nurfe. 

Daily’ experience may {ufficiently con- 
vince us, that children really fuck in the 
vicious inclinations, and depraved paflions of 
their nurfes, which honeft” parents perceiv- 
ing in their children, are amazed at fuch de- 
generacies, not knowing after whom. the 
child can take thofe propenfities: where- 
fore, the mother, though~ perhaps ‘not the. 
beft nurfe in. other refpects, and where it is 
not inconfiftent with fome prefent diforder, is 
always preferable to a ftranger ; which if peo- 
pleot honourand probity would more obferve, 

IT am 
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I am apt to believe, admitting a proper edu- 
cation, that there would not be fo many 
gracelefs, difobedient, and degenerate chil- 
dren of our age. What madnefs isit then to 
fuffer an infant, formed upon noble and ge- 
nerous principles, to be thus pernicioufly cor- 
rupted bya ftranger’s milk? . 

Tis alfo obfervable, that there is af. 
ten neither parental love, nor good un- 
derftanding amongft brethren; that they 
are of very different tempers, becaufe they 
have fuck’d different breafts ;- whereas, had 
they been nurfed by their mothers; it might 
be the means to, prevent diflenfions in 
families too frequently obfervable. More- 
over, it is cruel and unnatural in a mother, 
either out of felf-love or indolence, to de- 
fraud her new-born babe (tender and help- 
lefs) of that milk which nature has provided 
for it, and which by inftinét, it eagerly 
fearches for, though not offered. 

But, if natural affection, and the innu- 
merable inconveniencies, to which the mo- 
” ther expofes her child, by refufing to fuckle 
it, are not fufficient to perfuade her to do this 
indifpenfable duty, let her but confider, that 
by changing the natural courfe of her milk, 
the draws upon herfelf many difeafes, fuch

as abfceffes, {chirrhous, and cancerous tu+ 


mours, which are worfe than any thing that 
can poffibly happen to her by fuckling her 
children ; and the following words of the pro- 
phet, is a {tanding inftance how much God 
himfelf was difpleafed with this barbarity a- 
mong the Jews: The fea-monfters draw out the 
breaft ; they give fuck to their young ones: the 
daughter of my people is become cruel, like the 
oftrich in the wildernefs, which 1s hardened a= 
gainft her young ones, as tho’ they were not sie 
Lam. iv. 3. Job xxxix. 16. 

III. Infants fhould not be eh oath 
pap in the firft months; which turns to'a 


crude indigeftible chyle; it will fuffice to 

give it them moderately twice a day 3 nor — 
fhould they be {et on their feet too early, as _ 
fome nurfes imprudently are aptto do. Nor . 


fhould children be weaned until they are 
eighteen months, or two years old, for the 
longer they fuck the better, as ‘good breaft 
_ milk not only prevents many ailments, foftens 


and cools the gums when inflamed, forwards _ 


dentition, and prevents its fatal confequences, 
but even lays a lafting foundation fora robuft 
and healthy conftitution, and would prevent 


our having a diminutive generation, of 


which our age is too productive. After they 
are 


, 
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are weaned, they fhould be purged now and 
then with a little rhubarb, or manna, in or- 
der to evacuate the fordes of the prime via.

“Ei now cometto'the diforders of ‘abita 

dren, properly {peaking, beginning with 
thofe’ of the Cutis, which are the firft and 
Mmoft common that affect children. 

The names of thefe cutaneous diforders 
-are various and confounded, as well among 
the Latins as the Greeks, for they agree in no 
‘refpect ; fo that the fame names are em- 
ployed to exprefs different diforders: this 
caufes fuch a confufion, that we are at a 
lofs to know what diforders thefe names de- 
‘note, as modern Botanifts are with regard to 
the names of plants in Theopbrafius and Di- 
‘afcorides, 

This diforder is called Crujfa Latte, 
Lactumen, Lactumina, in Latin ; xq‘ in 
Greek Acor and Favus, and by fome Tinea. 
‘But the laft is a different diforder with 
which the names Kerza, Acor and Favus 
C 3 agree

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agree better than-with the prefent evil, of 
which the firft three names ate more ex- 
preflive. 

It may be~deferibed a ee or it 
cruft, of moré or lefs extent, affeCting only 
fucking children; isfometimes of a grey or 
blackith colour, dented moft commonly on | 
the hairy-f{calp, extended fometimes on the 
forehead, or other parts of the face ; ‘is’ fres 
quently pendulous,’ moveable, and tranfa- 
ding athin-ferous humour,’ To..render the 
idea of this» diférder the, more ,.intelligibley 
add, that it: feldom happenis to any. but well 
nourifhed ., infants}. who fuck. much. .It 
ficft: manifefts itfelf by fmall,tumours, like 
veficles, interfperfed with .fmall, infenfible 
* pores, from, which _ flows.,or , tranfudes 
a {piftid humour, . much. like » pomatum, 
which is dried by. degrees,. and forms a 
coruft, -daily,, encreafing, “and,: of different 
colours, _fometimes grey, black, or of a 
deep yellow. The different quantity of 
blood; mixt with the humour of this cruft, 
from feratching the part by the reftlefs infant 
occafions this diverfity of colours. : 

It -fhould be. now examined what the feat 
and ‘nature of this evil is, "The feat i is the 
febaceous glands, for it srarely appears any 

where 
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where. but’ in them. Moreover, if the dit 
order had been feated in any other patt of 
thé fkin; it would’ give room to ‘Very large 
cicatrices, which never appear: in this ; on 
the conttary, thé fkih® is very fmooth, fo 
that women defire thei children fhould have 
the Crifta lactea, inorder to render them the 
more beautiful. As for the exiftence of the 
febaceous glands, ‘I fhall not pretend to prove 
a thing fo univerfally allowed; nor fhall I 
- {peak oF their ftructure,» but’ ears -obferve, 
that ‘they are extremely fmall; andcare very 
numerous in the’ haity-fcalp, the eye-brows, 

eye-lids,« Gc, They are’ alfo febaceous 
glands, ‘which ‘fecern’ the wax of the ears, 

eyes, core This diforder is never’obferved i in 
‘emaciated and ill-nourithed children; onthe 
contrary, fach milk asis ver ry thin aa ferous, 

makes i it difappear, whence we may: conclude, 

that the caufe of this diforder is owing toa 
gteat, quantity, of oily and rich milk,’ which 
“is blended with the febaceous humiour, ob- — 
_ftrudts the glands, and raifes: the vei icule, OF 
“ {mall tumours ‘which’ give rifé to’ the. evil, 
“Thee “elevations happen at the extremities 
“of the excretory duéts of the febaceous glands, 


Which at length being acted upon, emit .a 
ne 4 yellow 
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yellow or blackith humour; but as it is benign 
and balfamic from the mixture of the milk, it 
does not excoriate or ulcerate the part, as 
we fee in a lippitude or fpurious gonorrhea, 
wherein, though the febaceous glands are 


obftructed by a vifcid humour in the parts 


of generation, and diforders of the eyes, yet 
no excoriation happens. The cruft is more 
commonly feen on the head and face than 
elfewhere, both becaufe a great number of 
febaceous glands is feated in thefe parts, and 
moreover, are very much expofed to the 
cold, and other injuries of the air, whence 
the Hatred is the more infpiffated and dif- 
pofed to fettle in them, whilft the febaceous 
glands of the reft of the body, are neither fo 
numerous nor expofed to thefe inconvenien- 
cies, being kept warm by the clothes which 
cover Us, ehetice the ftagnant humours are 
diffipated. Next to the theory. of this dif- 
order, we are to anfwer fome queftions 
relating to it,’ as, 

1. Why the fymptoms of the Cruffa Lac- 
-tea have periodical returns ; for the patient 


may find himfelf well during fifteen days, 


and as many more the cruft augments ; the 
‘part becomes more fenfible ‘and plentifully 
difcharges

difcharges a ferous humour, &c. this fome 
attribute to the various changes of the moon, 
but it fhould be rather deduced from the 
nurfe’s menftruation, whereby her milk be- 
comes more acrid and attive, than ufual, 
which produces fuch a commotionand change 
in the infant’s body, that its effect is foon 
manifeft in the tender affected part, though 
the change is in itfelf very imperceptible, as 
we fee with regard to feveral other cafes of 
the fame kind in the human body ; ; that the © 
changes of the part affected {pring from this 
fource, is proved alfo, from this, that they 
always appear in the time of menftruation, 
and rarely at any other. ~~ 
~ 2. How comes it to pafs, that after this 
cruft, the {kin is always the whiter, fofter, 


and more beautiful? this'I am apt to’ at- 


tribute to the great afflux of the humours, 
which are attracted by the part affected, 
whereby its fibres are relaxed,-and become 
more {oft and pliable ; what’ ig hard or coarfe 
being thus carried off, whilft the heat and 


‘dirt dry up and harden the fkin of fuch as 
have no Crujta Lactea. 


3. It may be demanded, whether this evil 


may be communicated by contagion. The

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nurfes always apprehend this effect, nor can, 
I blame. them, fo it: be, not carried too far.

The Latins have treated: of it more 
exactly : they gave it the name Tinea, from 
its likenefs to the moth-holes in cloth ; 
Favus from its refemblance to a honey- 
_ comb, being full of fmall holes, (which is 
alfo the import of the Greek xygiov) and 
Acores from the accrimony of the humours, 
which flow from the affected part. The 
Arabians, \ike the Greeks, confounded this 
with the foregoing diforder; they indif- 
_ criminately called them Saphati and Afa- 
phati ; they only added the epithets of dry 
and moift to thefe names, to diftinguifh, 
as it were, the different {pecies of the fame 
diforder.

It always affects the hairy-fcalp, feldom 
or never the parts deftitute of hair: the

DIFFERENCES, The Tineais either dry 
or moift; the firft has no flux of humour, 
but the fecond an abundant one, of a ferous, 
acrid humour, which cannot be dried. It is — 
called Tinea favina, when it is like an honey- | 

comb, Tinea ficofa, or cdxwais in Greek, when 
the tumours are like {mall figs. It is alfo 
called Tznea ulcerofa, when ulcers fenfibly 
appear; but thefe differences are of little mo+ 
ment. The Tinea miliaris, from its likenefs 
to millet; is the firft degree of the difor- 
der; the nextis the fpecies called Tinea fa- 
wvina, which ts full of ulcerated holes, like 
honey-combs, flowing with a yellow honey- 
like humour. ‘The third degree is called 
cducciz, or Tinea ficofa, wherein the tumours 
are larger, and are interfperfed with feveral 
red points like fig-grains. The laft degree 
of the diforder is reated Tinea lupinofa, from 
the refemblance of the ulcerated tumours to 
lupins. 

Causes. As moft authors who have 
‘treated as well of the diforders of children, 
as of thofe of adults, have given no fatis- 
factory account of their genuine feat; fo

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others have been at a lofS for the feat of a

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other parts of the body. That the evil is 
feated in thefe capfule, or at the root of 
the hair, is plain from the gradation of the _ 
diforder, firft manifefting itfelf by fmall tu- 
mours, or pimples, at the root of every hair, 
then by the fmall pores or iffues of the fame; 
the fhedding of the hair, till ulcers appear ; 
and, finally, by the fcab. But what pro- 
duces all thefe effects ? Nothing certainly, . 
but an acrid_ nutritious lymph, which cor- 
rodes the capfule and roots of the hair; 
wherefore, all things which are capable of 
rendering the blood or lymph acrid, may 
be efteemed caufes of this diforder; to — 
which, add the local difpofition of the part 
which fhould concur with the former caufes _ 
to produce the evil, and the greater and 
more intenfe thefe difpofitions are, the great- 
er the diforder will be, whether it be 
communicated by contagion, by the child’s 
linnen, cap, or otherwife, which is very 
common, as the itch, &c. are communi-

DiacnosTics. What cr been already. 
faid of the fymptoms of the fzvea, is fufh- 
cient to difcover its exiftence; for it can hardly_ 
be confounded with any other diforder ; if 
with any, its only with the Crufta lactea, ane 
a kind of /cadzes, or itch of the hand : but 
the latt is tranfitory, void of danger, attended 
with very fmall tumours, or fuperficial 
fcab, rarely affecting any children but fuch 
as have too delicate and tender heads, too 
often expofed to the cold air ; it is eafily 
cured, and frequéntly difappears of itfelf. 
As te en x¢ Crufia lactea, it is diftinguifhable 
frou. te Tinea, inafuch as the former com= 
monly ge} only very young. children, fax, 
ten, or fourteen months old, or thereabout, 
and fach as are well nourifhed, and i in good 
habit of body: itis alfo as apt to invade the 

face 
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face as the head. It is attended with an en- 
tire cruft without any perforations, but dif 
charges much ferum. * 
~ The Tinea, on the contrary, rarely affects 
children before the 3d, ath, or sth year, 
and fuch only as are very thin and ill-fed : 
it never pafles the hairy-{calp, nor does it 
appear on the face; it is likewifé full of 
holes, or {mall Sheds 


PRocnostics. The obftinacy, great dah- 


ger and difficulty of cure of the Tinea, require 
abfolutely, that it be diftinguifhed from the 
Crujia lactea, which is eafily removed, and 
without any danger, though it continues, 
fo it be left to nature. This diftinétion we 
have already made. Nor is the Tinea fo 
very dangerous, if not repelled ; “if it be, 
it may be attended by the worft of confe- 
quences, as epilepfy, blindnefs, deafnefs, 
palfy, obftinate rheums, and fluxions of the 
breaft, flow fever, and its confequences, 
which commonly terminate indeath. 
~ Cure. As this diforder is very painful, 
tad hard of cure, phyficians feldom under- 
take to cure it before the 4th or sth year of 
the child’s age, though it appears much ear- 
lier, The moft common and beft method of 
12 ye treating 


° 
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treating it by the ableft PYRE is as 
follows. 

{The general remedies are to be pre- 
mifed, as well in this as in all other difor- 
ders, to prepare the patient, and purify his 
blood; wherefore the phyfician fhould be- 
gin with bleeding, afterwards purging, then: 
cooling broths, and afterwards proceed to 
the ufe of aperitive remedies, prepared from 
iron’and mercury, which may be exhibited 
either by themfelves, or in the above broths. 
A decoétion of the woods, nay viper’s broth, 
may be ordered, if the infant be fat, bloat- 
ed, or phlegmatic: if not, let him be con- 
fined to a milk diet. But all thefe internal’ 
remedies are ufelefs, without the external. 
ones, on which we are moftly to depend, 
in order to cleanfe and confolidate the part 
affected. 

_ The principal indications for thefe reme- 
dies are to foften and carry off the fcab, and 
to diminifh the heat and pain of the affect-. 
_ ed part. To anfwer thefe intentions, let 
the part be fomented with a fimple de- 
coction. of althea and barley;, or if this is. 
inefie@tual, employ a decoction of litharge, 
tutty,, of bericl cai wild-dock, and red- 

cabbage ; ; 
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cabbage; to which is added, occafionally, 
the roots of elicampane, or the like: but | 
the patient’s head fhould be fhaved before 
their ufe. If thefe remedies are infufficient 
to correct the evil, extract the mucilage of 
the feed of fenugreek and of flax, by boil- 
ing them in water to the confiftence of 
a gelly: to this may be added, fome frefh 
lard ; with all which the patient’s head is to 
be rubbed, or in its ftead, may be applied | 
in by way of cataplafm, your fine. frefh 
cream or butter, which powerfully foftens. 
and diffolves the fcab. If all thefe are un-- 
fuccefsful, boil a fmall quantity of muftard- 
feed in frefh lard, of which make a poma- 
tum, therewith to rub the affected part. 
The lard relaxes, and the muftard is de+ 
terfive; therefore ’tis a proper remedy in 
this cafe. You may alfo boil foap in water, 
and it will be ferviceable for the fame intent. 
If the fcab falls by thefe methods, you will 
foon difcoyer of what fpecies the Tinea is. 
If any hair remains on the part, it muftbe . 
extracted by the roots. Some authors re- 
commend pincers for this purpofe ; but the 
Operation is too long and troublefome, where- 
fore I would prefer the ufe of an adhefive 
: D 2 »  plaifter, 
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plaifter, as a plaifter of Burgundy pitch). 
which fhould be clofely applied to the Tz~ 
nea, and there left till it adheres very exaclly, 
to the hair ; then it fhould be raifed by de- 
grees, and at different intervals, to create 
the lefs pain by the extraction of the hair; 
and in the fame proportion as it is, raifed, 
apply .a:fine piece of linen covered with 
Galen’s cerate, betwixt the elevated part of 
the plaifter and the patient’s head, in order 
to prevent their re-union. This operation iis ; 
lefs painful than the former, fo that the 
found parts of the head be not covered with 
the plaifter, which fhould be always avoided, 
and the feat only of the evil attack’d: 
When all this is done, employ. gentle | cor 
rofive or catheretic remedies, to carry off 
all the bad flefh, and clear the part, as fome do 
in other cafes with the Lap. Infernal. But you 
‘are to order more gentle corrofives here, asthe 
juice of the root Lady-feal, which is a little 
corroterfive, or oil of tartar per delequium,. or 
if it be neceflary, order the phagedenic water 
of the gentleft kind, with which you wafh 
the ulcer, efpecially the moft fordid parts. 
Thus the ulcer is fo mundified, that pure 
red fieth will foon rife, which ought to be 
‘ . drefled 
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dreffed with the common digeftive, or the 
fimple linimentum arcei, if the preceding 
catharetics are incapable of bringing the ulcer 
to a laudable ftate, employ your calcin’d 
alum, the infernal or cauftic ftone, and then 
return to your common digeftive, and treat 
the diforder like a common wound. ~ In fe- 
veral hofpitals in France, the following po- 
matum is in great vogue with experienced 
furgeons.

Though this is hichty edominended by fe- 
veral, yet I think the forementioned remedies 
are preferable.

CHAP. I. 


Of the PuHTuHIRIASIS, or MoRBUS 


PEDICULARIS, 


. HOUGH this fabjacts is very naufeous _ 

: way | difagreeable to the phyfician, yet 
he fhould not be ignorant thereof, nor ne- 
- glect its treatment, being -very troublefome, 
and even dangerous, to children. It may 
happen to all, but it is more frequently ob- | 
fervable in dirty, neglected infants. Some 


authors report, that they have {een infinite. 


numbers of lice on all parts of the body; 
that they not only appeared on its furface, 
_ but alfo betwixt thecutscula and cutis, form- 
ing whitith fuperficial tumours. This kind 
of Ptbiriafis I never obferved: but have, 
frequently {een it in the head, .efpecially of 
thofe who are infected with a fcab/es, tinea, 


or ¢7 ufta lattea, of that part. 
The 
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-'The better to underftand the nature of 
thefe vermin, we fhall diftinguith them in- 
to three fpecies, wiz. thofe of the head, 
thofe of the trunck, and thofe of the parts 
of generation. Though the Greeks ‘have 
given them no particular names nor defcrip- 
tions, yet it iscertain, that they are of three 
diftinét f{pecies, and are different by their 
figure, nature, and feat. I can atteft, from 
feveral obfervations made by the help of 
microfcopes, that the vermin of the trunck 
differ in nature, figure, and feat, from both 
the other fpecies, as the vertuofivalfo af- 

firm. : ei: 
The origin of Pedicult the moderns juftly 
derive from eggs; for the axiom, ommue ani- — 
mal ex ovo, is truein this cafe. Thefe egos 
in the head are fmall, round, and whitith 
tumours or vefcles, fixed to the roots of 
the hair. This vermin have diftiné males 
and * females, and are not hermophrodites, 
as feveral authors have imagined. The 
males have four tefticles, “This difcovery 
we chiefly owe to Lewenboek, who from 
his experiments thereon, merits to be read 
on this fubject. Valifneri, who wrote in par- 
ticular of infects, hasmadea great many eX 
: | bears periments

periments on the fame fubje@. They both 
evince, that the generation of thefe vermin, 
“as well as that of all ‘imperfect: animals, is 
infinitely numerous ; for they have com- 
puted, that one male and female loufe,  fo- 
‘mented betwixt the cutis and fearf-fkin, in 
two months time, engender’d ten thoufand 
more, which Lewenboek in particular has alfo 
attefted; and the ancients, with fome moderns, 
were of opinion, that the generation of thefe 
as well as of other animals, was owing to pu- 
trefaction: but repeated experience and rea- 
foning have demonftrated the contrary. 
Before we proceed any farther to this 
theory, it will be neceflary to anfwer the 
following queftions, 1. Whence fpring the 
vermin of the head, particularly in fuch as 
have had none before? 2. Why fome are 
more fubje& to them than others, whilft 
their femina may be equally in both? 3; 
Why the vermin of the head in fome thil- 
dren, fo obftinately refifts the force of all 
remedies, fo that they feem to be eradi- 
‘cable? 
As to the firft queftion, this vermin very 
probably {pring from adirty unclean nurfe; 
APRS 
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as well thofe of the head, asthe reft before- 
mentioned : for they never appear, if they 


be not communicated by a loufy infected 
perfon, to one that is not. 


II. Some are much more fubject to “ped 
than others, through their particular difpofi- 
tions, inafmuch as they foment better the pe- 
dicular /emzna, as we {ee that fome feeds grow 
better in certain lands, than they do in others, 
and that every country has its particular pro- 
ducts, according to the nature of the cli- 

‘mate and foil; all which is applicable to 
the generation of thefe vermin. rather in 
fome perfons than in others. The moft 
probable difpofition obfervations could as 
yet fuggeft, is a thick infipid humour, with 
a dirty uncombed head, &c. Hence we 
fee, that children of a cold phlegmatic con- 
{titution, full of a milky thick humour, are 
much more fubject to vermin, than thofe 
of a thin, bilious, and hot conftitution, 
whofe humours are thin and acrid; for 
which reafons, adults are not fo frequently 
troubled with thefe vermin, as children who 
have that quality in their blood, particularly 
fuch as have the crujta lacieca, tinea, or 
Sfeabies of the head, 

III. This 
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III. This fpecies of vermin is with diffi 
culty deftroyed, as often as they are plenti- 
fully fed and protected from the aétion of 
the remedies employed for their deftruétion. 
_ This is frequent ‘in the cruffa lactea, tinea, 
and fcabies, efpecially when the fcab has 
not fallen ; for the vermin then work them- 
felves under it, and feed upon the purulent, 
or rather. milky humour which flows from 
the affected part, where they are infinitely 
multiplied in fpight of all remedies. 

A fingular fa&, but no lefs true than any 
of the former, prefents itfelf here: its de- 
tail is fomewhat long: I have frequently 
obferved it. This is a pouch, or kind of 
veficular tumour, or large knob, without 
any orifice ot other iffue, full of vermin, 
which fwim ina {mall quantity of purulent 
fanies, moftly obfervable on the’ head of 
fome children. But how isthis formed ? I 
own it favours pretty much the opinion of 
thofe, who held that vermin are engender’d 
in the very body, without any foreign /2- 
mina; fecing we can perceive no paflage 
whereby they may enter externally. But we 


 fhall find this fyftem ill-grounded, if we 


confider, that this vermin have a ‘very fine 
* fharp 
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fharp roftrum and head, whence they en- 
ter by the. fmalleft aperture or excoria- 
tion, nay by the very pores of the fkin, like 
mercury. Now let us fuppofe, that a male 
and female loufe have got into one of thefe 
pafflages, and have lodged betwixt the cutis 
and cuticula at fome diftance, no paflage 
will appear to the naked eye. Thefe vermin 
will multiply, as we remarked before, and 
all their progeny will remain in the fame 
place, whence this tumour will arife, as 
Vahfnert has frequently obferved in paralel 
cafes ; for feeing a perfon, who by {feratch- 
ing a {mall tumour had extracted many ver- 
min out of it, the author remarked, and 
‘clofely obferved, that the feveral tumours of 
this kind, which the patient afterwards had, 

_ fprung from the ingrefs only of two lice 
into thofe parts betwixt the cuticula and 
cutis, Several inftances of the like diforders: 
in other animals may be cited. Into the: — 
fkin, for inftance, of cows, {mall flies enter 
in the fummer time, which ingender in it, 
and. appear the following feafon.

Symptroms. As the fymptoms of be on 
diforder are few and eafily difcovered, their 
detail will be fhort. The infant has a continual 
itching of the head, from the irritation pro- 
duced by the many feet of thefe animals 
when they creep, and from their pointed fharp 
mouths. Hence {pring perpetual agitation, 
uneafinefs, and “raifing the hand every in- 
{tant to fcratch the head; fo that the im- 
preffions may at laft become painful, efpe- 


elally if the parts.be excoriated, as in the 


Crujia lactea, &c. Thefe fymptoms being 
a little more intenfe, produce watchings, | 
and .at length a flight fever, which, by 
the obftinacy of the evil, and the exulce-— 
ration of the part, being thus fomented, 
may at laft degenerate into a flow fever, 
marafumus, and perhaps death, 
Dracnosrics. Nothing is eafier than to 
know the exiftence of a Phthiriafis from the 
defcription and fymptoms of the diforders a- 
bove explain’d, from the greater or lefler num- 
ber of vermin, the crujfa lactea, &c. which 
accompany it, and which by the conftant ir- 
Titation 
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ritation, punction, and acrid feces of thefe 
animals, produce a malignant and obftinate 
quality. 

_ PROGNoSTICS. ae be fhort, ve ie 
der is feldom mortal, if the irritation be not 
fo intenfe as to exafperate the tinea, crujia 
lactea, fcabies, or other excoriation, to fuch 
a degree as to produce a flow fever and 
marafmus. ) 
Cure. The remedies sie pele in this 
cure, are internal or external. ‘The internal re- 
medies fhould chiefly tend to correct the pec- 
cancy of digeftion, to create a laudable chyle, 
and prevent the {piffitude of the humours : 
for this intent, let the child be purged now 
and then, as once a month, by the fyrup 
of peach- bloffoms, white rofes, compound 
fuchory with rhubarb, and cathartic fyrup 
of apples, to an ounce or two of any of 
them ; and you may add, occafionally, 
two or three fpoonfuls of the infufion of 
rhubarb, or: of fenna the cathartic fyrup 
of apples, with the mine of fenna, are, 
employed for the ftronger fort of children, 
The fyrup of peach-bloffoms, or compound 
fuchory, as occafion requires, are the next.

Combing and wafhing the child’s head, 
and taking all the other pains of that kind 
are ufelefs, without the topical remedies < 
thefe. are lotions, fomentations, unctions, 
powders, fumigations. | 

1. The lotions are made with a decoétion 
of the roots of the round birth-wort, or 
elicampane, or briony; of each an ounce; — 
to which add the leaves of purflain, wild 
mercury, fopewort, of each a fufficient 
quantity, thefe you boil in two or three 
quarts of water, to the confumption of a. 
pint, and wafh the patients head therewith, 

dipping: 
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dipping a piece of linen in it, and applying 
the fame to the affeGted part. To render 
this lotion the more efficacious, if the patient 
can bear it, diffolve therein a {mall quantity 
‘of fea-falt, or falt-armoniac, or nitre ; for 
thefe falts not only cleanfe the head, but 
contribute to kill the vermine: and though 
they irritate much in the beginning, yet by 
degrees the child may become fo accuftom’d 
to them, as to bear them eafily. 

2. If the preceding remedies will not do, 
you may have recourfe to unctions, with 
proper liniments applied to the parts moit 
affected. Let them be thus made:

been called Herba pedicularis. Its dofe is 
half an ounce, the powder of the root of 
white hellebor to two drams, boil them in 
a fufficient quantity of Narbon-honey, frefh 
lard, or laurel-oil; make an ointment, 
which is to be ufed like the former : but 
we are feldom obliged to lr to 
this method. . 

a; The kainic powders are more in "iahes 
efpecially if there be a Crufla lactea, Tinea, 
or Scabtes. For inftance, the powder of the 
feed of Staphysagria. If this ts ineffectual 
alone, add a fourth part of the powder of 
white hellebor, or of aloes ; for thefe are the 
moft fpecific remedies in this difeafe. Where 
the fcab and matter in the above diforders 
are more abundant, apply chiefly the sci 
to that part.. 

..4. Perfumes to the part affected are em- 
ployed with fuccefs, They are made of 
the powder of the feed of Staves-aere, which 
is thrown on. the coals, and the fume re- 
ceived on the siected Pak alone, if poffable,, 

| - avoiding: 
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avoiding with care its influence on the nofe, 
eyes, Gc. If it be neceflary to render this 
powder ftronger, add white hellebor, or 
aloes. 

After the cure of the diforder, we may 
make the two following reflections thereon. 

I, Although mercury is the only fpe- 
cific and moft powerful remedy that can 
be employed in the Phthiriafs, either in 
lotions, unctions, powders, or fumigations ; 
yet we may as juftly apprehend its bad con- 
fequences here, being immediately applied 
to the head, as we do inthe treatment of 
venereal difeafes; wherefore, if it be ab- 
folutely requifite, the moft fimple prepa- 
ration I know of, 1s its dmalgama with gold 
or filver, wherewith the goldfmiths com- 
monly rub thefe metals to polifh them the 
better. ‘The linen cloth with which this 
is rubbed to the faid metals, may be alfo 
applied to the child’s head, and will be 
very ufeful ; its efficacy is owing to the mer- 
-eury Which it contains. 

Il. If the vermin ftill refift the power of 
all thefe remedies, and the patient has at 
the fame time a crufla laétea, tinea, of 
feabies of the head, it is in vain to attempt

of Impetigo, to which is alfo juftly applied 
the word Impetigo in exclufion to all the reft ; 
and fome of its fpecies they call Papule, 
adding benique or maligne, according to — 
their quality. As to the name Mentagra, it q 
belongs rather to a more violent. diforder, — 
of whofe qualities the prefent does not par- 
ticipate. It is called. zguzs volaticus or ful-. § 
vofiris, astome diiorders are {tiled igmis facer 
-and Perficus ; either becaufe of the heat that 
‘attends it, or becaufe it fuddenly appears and 
difappearsy:in) which fenfe the:name is very 
applicable to it. Some attribute thefe changes 
of the diforder toithe variations of the moon ;

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but -we have refuted this opinion, fpeaking: 
of another diforder before. _It'is moftly ob-) 
fervable in children from fix months old to: 
the.end of the fourth Year. In thefe it be-. 
gins to appear by fimall red  veficles, or 
papule, which .afterwards degenerate into: 
phlyétencides, having a whitith fpot in the 
center of each papula. 'Thefe are like a mi- 
liary eruption, appearing commonly on the 
chin alone, and thereabout.. At length thefe 
tumours emit a vifcid matter, which is dried, 
and turned to a fcab on their furface. This 
frequently falls off, and the diforder quite dif 
appears, without leaving the finalleft veftigia 
or cicatrice, which argues that the cutis is 
not affected, but the cuticula alone. Its _ 
origin, progrefs, and declenfion are very | ike 
to thofe of the Cru/fa lactea, from which 
it feems at firft to differ only i in its feat, and 
by. its obftinacy. 

_ The feat’ of the Impetigo ig in : the hae 
ceous glands, or in the cellule of the cor- 
pus. mucofum,, but more efpécially in. the 
former, and not profoundly feated in. the 
fkin, as fome'think; otherwife it would 
give occafion to proportional cicatrices 
whilft, on the contrary, no fuch ever fiat

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ceed the diforder. The febaceous humour, 
through its fpiffitude, fettles in thefe organs, 
obftructs them, and at length, by the acri- 
mony of the matter, they are perforated, 
and the included humour tranfudes. But 
why fhould the Impetigo more frequently 
appear on the chin, than any other part of 
the face, head, or body, fince the febaceous 
glands are very numerous in all thofe places? 
I know no other anfwer to this difficulty, 
but the two following, vz. 1. Thatasthis 
evil moft commonly affes newly-weaned 
children, the habit they then contra of 
conveying feveral fordid dirty things to their 
‘mouth, to amufe their fancies while they 
think of fucking, difpofes very much the 
chin to this diforder. 2. As infantsare very 
fubje& to drivel vaft quantities of faliva, 
thofe efpecially who are troubled with den- 
tition, they are for this reafon the more 
difpofed to an Impetigo on the chin; be- 
caufe the infpiffated faliva, like a plaifter, 
ftops the pores of the febaceous glands ; 
whence they are glutted and obftructed with 
their proper humours, which corrode them 
at length, and procure themfelves a i 
fage. ;

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~Symptroms, The fymptoms of an 
Impetigo are very few, and almoft confined 
to a little itching, which makes the infant 
uneafy, and obliged to raife his hands very 
frequently to the part affected, which he 
doth fometimes excoriate and draw a little 
blood. Nurfes imagine the diforder ta be 
contagious, therefore they take vaft painsto 
prevent its communication: but I don’t 
think that it is communicable, if the hu- 
mours be not very acrid. 
_Dracnostics. Nothing is more pal- 
pable, than the exiftence of an Impetigo ; 
for as often as you obferve the chin of a 
child, in the above circumftances, affected, 
with obftinate {mall tumours, and a fuc- 
eceding fcab frequently falling off, and ftill 
returning and multiplying, you. may con= 
clude the diforder is the zgnzs volaticus, 
-. Procnostics. This diforder is ab- 
folutely void of danger, if the patient be 
not very much neglected or ill-treated ; and

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mortar. If a more. powerful remedy is ftill 
requilite, ‘employ the oil of tartar per deli~ i 
quium. \\f the. infant be very young and | 
tender,.-let this: oi! be diluted with a fufie 
elent: quantity: of water. The. oil of paper 
or corn. is. alfo fuccefsfully employed on the. 
fame occafion; both are made by fetting. 
them-on fire; ‘and keeping them very clofely 
betwixt-two plates, or other veffels, whilft 
they burn. »;The oils .which: are exhaledy 
are.collected. in fmall drops onthe upper 
veflel. .Thefe oils, particularly that of pa= 
per; are very deéterfive and. deticcative. » If 
you are, {till obliged to have recourfe to 
more powerful remedies, you may take of 
common pomatum a fufficient quantity ; fo 
that'to every twenty grains of the pomatum; 
you addoone of red precipitate, you'll have ~ 
avery ‘ftrong remedy. I have made this 
gradation of remedies, from the weaker al-= _ 
ways proceeding to the ftronger, in order — 
to give youan idea of the phyfician’s con- 
du@, which -fhould be always fo prudent, 
as not to precipitate the cure, by having re- 
courfe, at firft fight, to the moft powerful re- 
medies, whilft more gentle ones may not only 
cure the patient, but do it without danger 

of 
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_ of which the moft powerful medicaments are 
“not always void. Moreover this Impetigo is 
like a natural iffue, intended to difburdenm 
the body of its fuperfluous noxious hu~ 
mours, which if fuddenly ftopped by the 
foregoing remedies, may isda very Fa con- 
fequences. 
~ Icannot make an eee of this cure sete 
out mentioning of a particular remedy, 
which, in the eyes of fome, may feem to 
be a very odd and prepofterous one; yet I 
have feen it produce furprizing effeéts in 
the cure of an Impetigo. It is very com- 
mon in Languedoc, where the good: wo~ 
men frequently make ufe of it. This con 
fifts in firiking fire by a fteel and flint, fo 
that the fparkles may fall. on the part: af- 
fected. From what to derive the effect of 
this remedy, I know not, if it be not owing 
to the conitriction of the fibres of the part 
through the impreflions made thereon by 
the fire, whereby the ftagnant humours are 
-exprefied, and the caufe of the evil removed ; 
juft as it happens by immerfing fuddenly-a 
ftrained member in cold water, which fo 
conftricts the fibres, that an inflammation, 
or other fwelling, is prevented. But I ima- 
gine, | 
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gine, that the firft-inftitution of this reme- 
dy is owing to the analogy, which thefe 
ignorant perfons thought to have been be- — 
twixt this fire and the diforder, which they 
called zguis volaticus: from whence we may 
conclude, that feveral of the moft efficaci- 
ous {pecific remedies, have and may owe 
their difcovery to meer chance. 


CHAP. IV. 
5 Of the INTERTRIGO, 


Ww? find neither name nor defcription of 

this diforder in the Greek writers. 

The Latins call it Infertrigo, as if it were 

a fuperficial rupture, or excoriation of me 
fkin from fcratching. 

~The Intertrigo owes its rife to ance 5 caul= 


re fes, 1, The fordid and foul treatment of the 


child by wallowing in his excrements, which 
at length excoriate him, efpecially when 
his cloths are rarely changed: this caufe is 
very common, 2. Though his cloths be 
frequently changed, yet if they be not put 
into a lie or lixivium, and well wathed, 
they will be fo hard and coarfe, being itll 
a im 
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impregnated with fome parts of the excre= 
ments, though otherwife carefully wafhed) 
that they. will.excoriate the infant. 3. The. 
acrimony alone of the infant’s feces, urine,’ 
&c, independant of the former caufes, will 
neverthelefs have the fame: effect. . This is 
proved by frequent diarrhzas, or acrid i 
which rarely. fail to excoriate children. + 13 
Though every one of thefe caufes is ca- 
pable Ae producing an Intertrigo, yet they 
do not equally act on all children ; nay, on 
fome they will have no effed, whilft on 
others they have their proper influence, all 
which depends on the particular poner 
of each infant, \efpecially on the nature of the 
kin; for a child whofe fkin.is hard and 
clenfe, will bear. dirt, acrid; feces, and urine, 
&c, without any excoriation ; whilt others 
of amore delicate, tender and:thin fkin; will 
fuffer confiderably thereby.» Moreover, fuch 
as are-very fat,or have feveral foldings\ in 
their fkin, will therein retain the faces fo 
long, till by their delay they corrode and: ex- 
coriate the: parts ; if fpecial care’ be not; ta- 
ken to wafhthem very frequently, and keep 
them clean; turning . by degrees: thefe folds, _ 
till no dirt is found in their interftices. ty 
SYMP= . 
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“Symptoms. “The fymptoms ‘of this 
diforder, are very few, and’ almoft confined 
to a little uneafinefs, ce ‘i fome- 
times a flight fever. ais 

“Diacnosrics, The thronthre! is eafily 
res by infpection, and hardly needs 
any:particular figns. For as often as we meet 
afat plump child, of a white and tender dkin, 
we may conclude, if he be excoriated in the 
groins, &c, that he has an.Jntertrigo. 

- ProcnostTics, The Intertrigo threat- 
ens the patient with no danger. ‘The only 
thing that may be apprehended is the rickets, 
to, which this diforder fometimes gives rife. 

Cure. The principal thing in the treat- 
ment of an Intertrigo is to change frequent- 
ly the child’s cloths, and to ets him clean, 
If this won't do, let his fores be fomented 
with plaintain-water, or a decoction of the 
root of mallows, warm red wine, or all to- 
gether, putting {mall pieces of fine linen on 
the. excoriated parts. If the diforder be more 
confiderable, and inveterate, an abforbent 
powder may be exhibited. Such particu- 
larly as is found in dry and worm eaten 

“wood ; which is a remedy well known to 
the good women, who daily ufe it to dry up 
thote 
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thofe excoriations ; for want of this, you 
may order them mill-duft. The meal, or 
flour on the furface of new-baked bread 
will have the fame effect, | 

If the Jntertrigo will not yield to thefe, 
we may have recourfe to more powerful 
remedies, which are to be fought for in 
the apothecarie’s fhop : thefe are the powder 
of cerufe, that of tutty, or the white oint- 
ment of rhazes. "7 

As to the diarrhea, acrid ects, or urine, 
fince nurfe’s milk commonly produces them 
in children, her temperament fhould be 
rectified, and the peccancy of the humours 
corrected : wherefore fhe is to take pullet- 
broths, in which are boiled cooling emol- 
lient plants, or other remedies proper to 
correct the acrimony of the juices, If this 
-cannot be eafily done, and the diarrhea, 
acrimony of the feces and urine, ftill con- 
tinue, it will be expedient to change the 
nurfe, for another whofe humours are more 
balfamic. If this does not meet with fac- 
cefs, order fome gentle aftringent nes 
for the patient. |

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CHAP, V. 
Of the CRINONES, 


'N children, are fometimes obferv’d be- 
- ™  twixt their fhoulders, or about their loins, 
a great Number of coarfe black hairs, called 
Crinones, from their. likenefs to the briftles 
of fwine. ‘The Greeks and Latins have not 
fpoken at all of them. The German writers, 
through a corruption ‘of the above name, 
call them Comedones, fome call them Sete 
for the fame reafon. In France, they are 
called Mouffaches, being fuppofed to affect 
none but male children, Thefe hairs are 
very coarfe and ftrong, whereas the hairs of 
children are commonly weak and pliable. 
They difappear in cold weather, and be- 
come more confpicuous by heat, fo that the 
fkin where they are lodg’d, is all black. By 
frictions, particularly of {weet fubftances, 
as breaft milk or honey, they grow longer. 
feveral fyftems have been framed about the 
Origin and nature of thefe hairs. The 
ancients imagined, that they were produced 

3 aes, 
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by the excrements of the third digeftion, 
Afterwards fome fufpected they were ani- 
mals; and at length,. this notion has been 
confirmed by the help of microfcopes, which 
difcovered :thefe hairs to’ be real Infects, ha- 
ving a diftinct head with a pair of eyes, and 
a tail divided into three parts.’ Their heads 
are inferted deeply in the fkin, which they 
retract, or extrude, more or lefs, according 
to the various degrees of heat or cold, or 
by the frictions of {weet fubftances, Et 
muller has accurately defcribed them in his 
practical works. 

We are now ‘to examine in what kind of 
pores thefe animals were lodged. I am of 
opinion they are implanted in the excretory 
ducts or pores of the febaceous glands; be- 
caufe the oily vifcid humour of thefe organs 
is very proper for the nutrition of fuch ani- 
mals. Moreover, the febaceous glands are 
very numerous betwixt the fhoulders, and in 
the loins, where thefe animals are common- 
ly obferved. But why are not they alfo met | 
with in the head, Gc. fince thefe parts are 
well furnifhed with fuch glands, as we ob- | 
ferved in treating the Crufla lactea? The 


reafon of this, I {uppote, is, becaufe the 
head 
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head and face are too much expofed to cold, 
which thefe animals avoid, whilft the other 
parts are warmer, and confequently better 
adapted to the nature of the Crznones. 

As to their origin, they do not fpring 
from putrefaction, nor am I acquainted with 
the caufe of their produétion, no more than 
I can determine into what they degenerate 
in the end. ‘They rarely affect any but 
_ very young, and well nourifhed children, 
whofe humours are copious and balfamic. 

Symptoms. Reftlefsnefs, agitation, and 
watchings, are caufed by thefe animals, pro- 
bably becaufe they irritate the patients, who 
likewife become very thin and lean, either 
for want of reft, or through the confump- 
tion of the nourifhment by thefe infects; and 
in confequence of this, a flow fever and 
rickets frequently fupervene. 

DraGnNostics. This Gierder if not 
manifeft of itfelf, will become fo, by ex- 
pofing the infant’s back to the fire, or rub- 
bing it with honey, milk, @c. It isuncom- 
. mon in Paris, and in countries moderately 
~ cold, but frequent in fuch as are hot. 
sy Procnostics, The Crinones are no 

way dangerous of themfelves; they are alfo 
EP eafily 
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. eafily cured, and commonly cuapacaba In 
procefs of time. 

'. Cure. Among the medicines employed 
in the treatment of this diforder, topics are 
the moft confiderable: yet the general re- 


medies fhould be always premifed, efpecially 


if the patient be fat, plethoric, or full of 
crudities. In which cafe, let him be pure= 


ed with compound fyrup of Rhubarb, or if | 


he be too. young, tender and unable to bear 
the immediate action of the cathartic, let it 
be given to his nurfe, whofe breaft-milk 
will fufficiently purge the infant. After- 
wards let him take this abforbent powder.

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be expofed to the fire, or a friction made 
with milk or honey. When the infects mani- 
feftly appear, ‘let them be rubbed hard with 
a warm linen cloth, and moft of them will” 
be extracted thereby. They may then be 
obferved by the help of a micrefcope on the 
cloth ; though by the friction, fome of them 
have been mangled. This method is com- 
monly fufficient to deftroy thefe infects; 
yet fome have invented another, which 
they borrow from the manner: of extract- 
ing the hairs or. briftles of fwine, viz. by 
tubbing the fkin very hard with a double 
linen cloth, in whofe folds are included 
fome hot afhes. Some fhave of thefe hairs, 
but the heads" of thefe animals {till remain 
implanted in the glands, and the operation 
is troublefome to the infant; fo that the 
firft method is preferable. If the infects ftill 
refit all your efforts, employ the fpecific , 
remedy, viz. a decoétion of ftaves-acre, or 
_ fharp pointed, or common dock, or a little 
_ mercurial ointment ; or, finally, the fkin em- 
ployed by Goldfmiths to burnifh their gold 
and filver work, for they commonly add a 
{mall quantity of mercury to it,

Of the HypRoA, or SUDAMINA\ | 


HE Greek writers call this diforde 
Udewoc, which fignifies Sudor ; the 
Latins call it Sudemina, for the fame rn 
It confifts in a prodigious number of {mall 
or miliary pimples, which fucceed confide- 
rable heat and: {weating.. They are very red, 
inflammatory, and pruriginous, till the heat 
begins to decline; and at length they dif 
appear without leaving any marks, only in 
thofe who have a very tender, delicate fkin, 
the cuticula fcales off like meal. 

Causes. As the feat of the Hydroa fe 
in the fudorific glands, it fprings very pro- 
bably from the a arid or acrimony of 
that humour, | The latter irritates and in- 
| 50: * flames 
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flames the glands, ‘the former diftends and 
obftruéts them. Their red. colour and in-: 
flamation is owing to the ftagnation of the 
blood, Their itching proceeds from the irri- 
tation or diftention of their nervous fibres, 
‘The tumours alfo preferve the conic figure 
of the glands. As to the fymptoms they 
are few; the fkin is hot, dry, farinaceous, 
and itching; whence the patient is reftlefs, 
fubject to watching, and fometimes to a flight 
fever. The Diagnoftics are eafy ; for by in- 
- {pection, and a little examination, the ex- 
iftence of the diforder is learned. As to the 
Prognoftics, the Hydroa is no way danger- 
ous, 

Cure. Let the patient be lightly covered 
and his cloths frequently changed ; let him 
' alfo be kept in a cool. place, and lye in clean 
linen in the afternoon, or during the heat ; 
thus the tumours: will vanifh at laft by the 
change of the feafon: but if they be too ob- 
ftinate, order a decoétion of marfh-mallows 
and milk, If they degenerate into a fort of 
impetigo, order Galen’s Cerat, which is 
made of wax and the oil of fweet-almonds, 
boiled to a proper confiftence. You: may 
add a little vinegar, or frog-{pawn water, 
; coe ae : or

or boil thefeé with wax, and anoint the tu 
- mours therewith ; the patient muft abftain 
_ from all falt and fpiced meats, wine, &c. and 
let him take for his ordinary drink, pullet 
broth, or mineral waters; he may alfo 
drink of barley-water, or water mixed with 
lemon-juice, and ufe moderate exercife. —

HIS evil rarely affects children till they 

are about the fourth year of their age. 
It is univerfally known: The Grecians call 
‘yEieoA ov OF yEsmeoAc, malumor ulcus hybernum, 
It is called in Latin Perniones, quafi ad finem 
pern@, or an ulcer about the heel, It com- 
monly happens in winter, and is confider- 
ably, fwelled, and fomewhat painful, red and 
hot in the cold; but extremely itching in 
the heat. Thefe tumours or ulcers remainoa 
long time before they fuppurate, and are | 
difficulty refolved, till by the rarefaction of 
the, blood, they. vanifh at the approach of 
fpring. . They frequently. become ulcerous, 
ane 
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through the burfting.of a tranfparent veficle, 
- which appears in them; foon after they 
corrode and deftroy the cutis only, if they 
be not malignant, or in a fcrophulous pa- 
tient ; in which cafes they extend themfelves 
very far, nay deftroy all. before them, till 
at length they render the very bones carious. 

The extremities of the body are the com- 
. mon feat of this evil, as being moftly ex- 
pofed to cold, fuch particularly as: the heels ; 
nor are the fingers of the hands, or ex 
tremity of the nofe, exempt from them. 
They are fomented the longer in the heels 
through their compreffion by the fhoes. 
Thefe ulcers are very. difficulty cured, and 
almoft never till the warm weather begins, 
if the patient does not conftantly keep his 
bed. 3 
~ Causes. Chilblains {pring from the in- 
farction of the lymphatic veffels in the af- 
fected parts, whereby a f{purious phlegmon, 
not a genuine inflamation, is produced at 
length ; for thofe tumours have not fufficis 
ent heat, pain, or rednefs to characterize 
them inflammations. The lymph thus ftag- 
nates through its fpiffitude from any in- 
tenfe cold, particularly in infants, all the 
| ay humours 
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humours of whom are naturally vifcid and 
oleaginous; whilft perfons who have a more 
- vigorous circulation, and confequently thin- 
er humours, are not fo fubject to this evil, 
as we obferve in adults and lively children: 
On the contrary, phlegmatic, cold perfons 
of all ages are very much difpofed to them. 
#rom this it appears, that in all parts, where 
the motion of the lymph is flower and 
weaker, thefe tumours will be more. fre- 
quent, as in the heels, &c. where they are 
fomented the more, through the. conftant 
 neceffity of walking, the compreffion of the | 

- thoes, and the parts being very much ex- 

pofed to the injuries of the weather. 
Symptoms. The fymptoms of Chz/blains 
hardly deferve any detail; but in fhort, the 
tumour is hot from the ftagnation of the 
blood in the capillary arteries, through the ° 
compreflion made by the lymphatic in- 
farction. The pain, @c. 1s augmented in 
the cold, through the conftriction and dif- 
traction of the fibres. The itching which 
happens when near the fire, Gc. is owing 
to the agitation and diftenfion produced by 
the rarefaction of the congealed lymph. 
As to the Diagnoftics, the diforder and -its 
various

various degrees are palpable. The Prognof- 
tics are not dangerous upon any account, if 
a caries does not fupervene; but this is an 
extraordinary cafe, and rarely. happens, except 
when the patient is {crophulous, in which 
-cafe the caries fhould be rather derived from 
that virulent quality of the humours than 
from the perniones, 

Cure. The treatment of Chilblains is 
prophylactic or curative ; the former is in- 
tended to prevent the evil in fuch as are ac- 
cuftomed to it; the latter to remove the dif- 
order after it appears. 

A prophylactic cure of Chilblains is very 
difficult, for they commonly return in the 
cold weather in fpight of all remedies, till 
time and age fortify the parts which were 
weakened by them. Nay, this natural pre- 
vention is alfo very flow: For the parts once . 
affected, are the more difpofed to this dif- 
order the following winter, and they com- 
monly remain tumified ; yet, to affift nature, 
the following precautions are to be obferved: 

1. Let the patient guard againft fudden 
cold; and if he thus expofes himfelf, let 
him immediately afterwards avoid fudden 
heat, for by fudden cold the lymph is in- 
| {piffated, 
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{piffated, and by the enfuing heat, fo rari 
‘fied, that as the ftagnant lymph is expanded, 
its receptacles are the more diftended, weak-_ 
ened and infarcted. Wherefore the heat 
proper in this cafe fhould be a gradual one, — 
excited by moderate exercife, 

2. Letthe parts fubject to this evil, which 
are mo{t commonly the feet or hands, be 
bathed every night, or thrice a weak, with 
a decoction of radifhes; for the volatil af- 
tringent parts of this plant, fortify the weak- — 
ened. members, 

3- Hot afhes applied wecwi cloaths to. 
the tumified parts, have fuccefsfully reduced 
feveral of thefe tumours, “el the igh 
falts they contain. | 

4. Simple vulnerary ees or campho- 
rated brandy, animate the languid circulation, 
and corroborate the affected part. The pa- 
tient’s ftockings may be alfo moiftened with 
any of thefe liquors at night, during which 
time they may be worn. Some recommend > 
the ftraw-berry bufh, or its fruit, to be 
_ufed in this cafe; but thefe are ufeleds. 

In order to the curative treatment, ‘a de- 
coction of radifhes may be likewife employ- 
- ved, or that of marth-mallow roots, in which 
you 
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_ you dip a linen cloth, and apply it to the part 
affected. The fame method may be ufed with 
warm, red wine, vulnerary water, or cam- 
phorated aqua vite; or make a liniment of 
equal parts of wax, oil, and venice turpen- 
tine; or, make it of bay-oil, honey, and 
turpentine, which is.an excellent ointment 
for Chilblains. If the inflammation be more 


confiderable, put fome oil of rofes into a - 


large raddifh, bake it under the afhes, and 
apply this pulpous matter afterwards to the 
tumour. If the part be ulcerated, apply 
the preceding remedies to the circumference 
of the ulcer, and the plaifter of ointment 
of tutty, the plaifter of cerufs, the mucilage 
plaifter, or that of diapalma to the ulcer, 
Let the patient walk little or none, wear 
no fhoes, and let him, as we have above- 
‘mentioned, induftrioufly avoid the cold. 


CHAP. VIII. 
Of the Tumirizp GLaNnps of CHILDREN. 


HILDREN are fubject to tumours of 
the conglobate lymphatic glands of the 
groins; but efpecially of the neck, &c. fo 
ae LeT0 ~ that

that the obftruéted glands of the groin fre- 
quently hinder them from walking, or ren- 
der it very painful ; and the obftruction of 
the axillary glands impedes very much the 
motion of their arms, | 
The common people, nay fome furgeons, 
are fo prejudiced, that they erroneoufly at- 
tribute thefe tumours to the infant’s growth, 
of which they affirm thefe obftru€tions to 
be ufual figns. But if this was true, thefe 
elands would augment and decreafe accord- 
ing to. the different ftages of growth; the 
infants alfo would grow whilft they are fub- 
ject to them, and they would have no other 
bad confequences. On the contrary, fuch 
children frequently remain.dwarfs all the days 
‘of their life, or their bulk and ftature is at leaft 
‘diminifhed, while they have fuch tumours; 
‘nay, the glands are fometimes obftructed to 
fuch a degree, as to become phlegmonous.. 
Wherefore, the moft genuine caufe of this 
evil is the fpiffitude of the lymph, which 
fo obftructs and diftends thefe glands, as to 
make them comprefs the capillory arteries, 
and by that ‘means induce inflamation. 
The. great. cold, to which.the feet »are 
more particularly expofed, infpiffates; the 
afcending lymph, and difpofes it to obftr uct 
the -

the glands of the groin ; the fame thing may 
be faid of the lymph of the head, Ge. 
when the lymphatic glands of the neck, or 
axillary glands, are obftructed. ‘That this 
fentiment is juft, appears manifeftly from 
the numerous obftructions of glands in the 
winter, efpecially if it be intenfely cold, as 
was the laft in 1740. Supperated Chi/b/ains 
likewife infpiffate the lymph, and render it 
more acrimonious by the mixture of the 
purulent matter which is abforbed. The 
purulent diforders of the head, for the fame 
reafons, give rife to the obftructions of the 
glands of the neck, &c. Too much exercite, 
particularly hard walking, through the con-— 
tinual expreffion and rapicicy of the circu- 
lation of the lymph, fo fills the glands, as 
to obftruct them, and for this reafon, we 
obferve, that children who over-walk them- 
felves, have the glands of the groin very 
much {welled the day following. 

Nothing confiderable is to be remarked 
in the fymptoms, diagnoftics, and prog- 
noftics of this diforder. 

Cure. Thefe glands are eafily diffipated 
by fufficient reft and tranquility. - If this 
proves .unfuccefsful, let them be rubbed 

: with

with oil of chamomile, and kept warm ; 
or let the patient receive on the affected parts 
the fume of rofemary, amber, or cotton per- 
fumed with the fame things. Let him 
drink plentifully of the infufion of tea, of 
vulneray plants, in order to dilute his lymph. 
If the evil be too obftinate and confiderable 
to yield to thefe methods, employ bleeding, 
_ the mucilage plaifter, or one prepared of 
the crumbs of bread.

‘T: HE two preceding diforders are inci- 

dent to children from four to fourteen 
years of age; but the prefent only while — 
they are in high fwadling cloths.

an acrid thin humour firft flows from the — 
excoriation. This gives room to Rhagades 
in the fame place; from thefe flows a cor- 
rofive purulent fanies.

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nifhed with a great number of {ebaceous

The evil is promoted the more, becaufe the 
infant cannot move his head, being ob- 
liged to keep it in the fame attitude by the 
feveral | bandages ans tees things ufed in dref- 
fing. him, 

_ Cure. Slight excoriations of this kind } 
hardly deferve to have their cure attempted ; 

on the contrary, they fhould. be encouraged 
to give free iffue to the infant’s acrid and 
faperfluous humours. But if they be con- 
fiderably inflamed, and the patient reftlefs, 
&c, foment them with the waters of balm — 
and marfh-mallows. If thefe are ineffectual, 


add powder of tutty, or lytharge; or make _ 


an ointment of one or other of thefe Pow- 
ders, with oil of fweet almonds. If the 
cavity of the ear be attacked with a burn- 
ing heat from the quantity and acrimony 
of the Cerumen, rub it off, and wath the 
part with the above waters. But if this 
be neglected, and the part is excoriated 
through thefe faults of the Cerumen, employ 
pune anodyne remedies,: as oil of {weet 
almonds, 


ee 
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almonds, a few drops of which are to be 
inftilled into the ear. The oil of eggs is 
ufeful for the fame intention. Let the ears 
be thus kept clean, and the evil will be pre- 
vented, or removed, if only fuperficial. But 
if it has degenerated into an ulcer, inject, by 
the help of a proper fyringe, a decoétion of 
barley, mixed with the oil of rofes; or if 
you want a more deterfive liquor, let it 
confit of a decoction of worm-wood, mix- 
ed with the commander’s balfam. If you 
want to render it {till more powerful, add 
to the above decottion fome drops of the © 
tincture of myrrh.

' The tongue is naturally connected with 
the fund of the mouth, by the help prin- 
cipally of the mufcles, called Geniobyozdez, 
which are inferted on the fore part, under 
the point of the tongue, where we meet a 
duplicature of the fkin which covers the 
mouth, forming the frenum lingue. This 
As fometimes fo advanced under the tongue, 
that the point of this organ cannot be fold- 
ed or turned back to perform it’s neceflary 
functions. Hence this is a diforder of vi- 
cious conformations. The midwives pru- 
dently anticipate the phyficians or furgeon’s 
advice in this cafe; for immediately after 
the child is born, whilft the ligament is 
ftill very foft and tender, they break it’s 
fuperfluous connection with the tongue by 
the help of their nail; which if it be not 
timely done, or if the bridle is too rigid 
and hard to yield to this method, the nurfe

It is difcovered by the touch; for it forne- 
times appears under the lower-jaw ; tho’ this 
is rare. It is generally manifeft to infpedti- 
on, and commonly fprings from fudden cold, 
to which the infant is expofed, or from in- 
digeftions, It is alfo more frequent in fpring, 
than in any other feafon. : 
Cures To refolve thefe tumified - 
glands, the child fhould be kept very warm,

Dracnostics, The exiftence of the’

The different caufes are more difficult to 
be accounted for, but we may impute the 
diforder in general to the nurfe; for let us 
fuppofe, that the infant is naturally thus dif.

If the infant’s mouth be wet 
hot and painful, he may be blooded; and 
if he be old or {trong enough, let him be 
purged with compound fyrup of fuccory, 
adding a little of the powder of rhubarb, ac- 
cording to his age and ftrength. | 
- After purgation, let him take the common 
remedy, or the abforbent powder of crabbs 
eyes, prepared hartshorn, diaphoretic mi- 
netal, the peruvian bark and the anthelmin- 
thic powder ; or, what I have frequently pre- 
feribed with great fuccefs in this cafe, the 
pulv, temperans of Doctor Stahl.

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tniddle of each tumour grows whitifh, a- 
tranfparent veficle is formed on it, and the 
extremity of the advancing tooth appears. 
At this time, the tumid jaw finks, but you 
are to obferve, that the greater and larger 
the tooth is, the more violent the pain will 
be. Hence the dentes molares caufe more 
pain than the dentes canint, and thefe than 
the dentes incifivi. This appearance of the 
teeth is frequently brought about by nature 
with but a few troublefome fymptoms, nay, 
fometimes without any at all; though at o- 
ther times the diforder is sieaath cia with 
thofe of the moft violent kind. 

To judge the better of the nature of this 
diforder, the ftru€ture of the teeth, and of 
the cavities in which they are lodg’d, is to 
be confider’d, In each jaw-bone fiers are 
as many cavities, called a/veol/, as there are 
teeth ; the cavity intended for each being 
dieeeceakd exactly to its dimenfions. fa’ 
tender infants there are germina, or buds, 
refembling almonds by their confiftence and 
colour, fometimes three or four in each 
focket, the one over the other, efpecially, 
in the cavities of the dentes canini and in- 
civifi, which provident nature has intended

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for the future teeth. Thefe grow hard; 
particularly the fuperior ones, till they ac= 
quire the ordinary confiftence of teeth ; the

5th SYMPTOMS. 
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Symptoms. Pain, heat ard rednefs of 
the gums, owing to their conftriGtion and in- 
flammation, firftappear. The gums alfo are 
large and thick about their bafis, but fharp 
and edged at the points of contact, and this 
form is more manifeft when the teeth be- 
gin to appear. If the gums be preffed with 
the finger, they whiten in the comprefied 
part, and, by removing the finger, they im- 
mediately grow red, through the fudden re- 
flux of the blood. The patient continual- 
ly {pits more or lefs abundantly, according 
to the intenfity of the pain, whereby the 
falivary glands are thrown into fympathetic 
contractions, as it happens from keeping a 
pepper-corn in the mouth. A diarrhea fre- 
quently fupervenes from the continual pain, 
watchings and other fymptoms of the difor- 
der, particularly, from the indigeftions and 
the vicious preparation of the breaft-milk in 
the patient’s {tomach: to which add, the 
deglutition of an acrid hot faliva. Convul- 
fions happen from the pain and divifion of 
the nervous fenfible parts by the teeth, A 
fever from all the preceding accidents is 
kindled, particularly, from a crude ill cor- 
ruppted chyle. In confequence of the fever, 
a 
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a droufinefs fometimes happens, efpecially, 
if the fever be confiderable. From the irrita- 
tion of the mouth, arife feveral {mall vefi- 
les, which degenerate into {mall ulcers, 
thrufhes, and fometimes into a’ gangrene, 
The patient is fometimes conftipated, which 
1S commonly the fore-runner of great danger. 

Diacnostics. Dentition is very €a~ 
fily difcovered by the infant’s age, infpecti- 
onof hismouth, and relation of the nurfe, 
who will inform you whether a part, or all 
of the jaw is fwelled, and whether the 
whitith points or extremities of the teeth 
begin to appear. 

Procnostits. Some children fuffer 
no pain by dentition, others very much, and 
fome die of it; whereforein order to make 
a juft prognoftic, the number of the grow- 
ing teeth, the ftate of the } jaws, the patient’s 
age and conftitution fhould be confider- 
ed; for many teeth appearing at once in 
a grown child of a hot conftitution, and 
in the fummer time, threaten more dan 
ger, than the contrary difpofitions. A fpit- 
ting is a falutory fign, becaufe it refrefhes the 
inflamed mouth, and relaxes the : gums, The. 
ties isalfo favourable; because it helps 

H ta 
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to prevent a fever, which if acute and ar- 
dent, the danger is great, as we commonly 
obferve in a confiderable conftipation. Con- 
vulfions, epilepfy, and drowfinefs, are- full 
worfe, if the teeth do notappear foon after. 
Cure. The medicines for this purpofe 
are twofold, internal and external, as the lat- 
ter are more numerous and effential, let us 
begin with them. When denéition is mild, 
accompanied only with a few fymptoms, 


which demand neverthelefs the phyfician’s 


attention, it will be fufficient to relax the 
gums with fome oleous remedies, as oil 
of fweet almonds, or oil of egos ; freth 
lard, the brains of fome animals, particu- 
larly of a hare. The gums now and then - 
fhould be preffed againft the advancing teeth, 
in the points where they begin to manifeft 
themfelves: this is done not only without 
any pain to the infant, but on the contrary, 
with great pleafure to him, which proceeds 
from a gentle titillation excited by this means. 
Moreover, fome fmooth or polithed fubftance 
fhould be given the infant to play with; asa 
{tick of wax or coral, which he won’t fail to 
put into his mouth , particularly, to the affected 
part, whereby the above-mentioned compref- 

fion 
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fion is gratefully performed. This method is 
fufficient, when the fymptoms are mode~ 
rate; but if they be. more intenfe, recourfe 
muft be had to miore efficacious remedies. 
Tn fuch cafes, the veficles that appear in the 
gums fhould be opened ; and if a mortifica- 
tion is threatned, the fmall ulcers fhould be 
fomented with fome drops of the fpirit of 
vitriol, intimately blended with honey, or a 
{mall quantity of Janfranc’s collyrium mixed 
with the fpiritof wine. But if the gangrene 
has begun, let the part be fcarified and then 
bathed, with the remedies mentioned i in the | 
article of the Thrujbes. » — 

If convulfions, acute fever, &c. Rios | 
vene, and the tooth is not quite bro- 
ken out by the means hitherto mentioned ; 
let an incifion be made of all the obftacles, 
in the white point over the tooth: but as 
this operation has no room, except when the 
tooth is far advanced, and almoft vifible, it 
is of little ufe. Nurfes commonly perform it

INTERNAL Remepies. If the in- 
fant be of a fufficient. age to bear blood- 

H 2 ing, | 
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ing, as nine, ten, or twelve months old, let 
a fufficient quantity of blood be drawn from 
him, for this practice is requifite in all in. 
flammorty cafes, fuch as the prefent is; he 
fhould be alfo kept foluble in body, and as 
his feces are commonly bilious, inject fome 
emolient clyfter, as a decoction of linfeed — 
with the yolk of an egg, or oil of fweet 
almonds, fuppofitories are not fo ufeful ; 
yet if the circumftances demand them, they 
may be ufed. Thus the fever will be dimi- 
nifhed, and ftill more by purging the pati- 
ent, when his age will bear it, as about nine, 
twelve, or fifteen months ; let it be done with 
compound fyrup of fuccory, or peaches, 
adding, according to the child’s age, the tinc- 
ture or powder of rhubarb, or an infufion 
of fenna. ‘To the phyfic you may alfo add 
an emetic, as ftibiated folubile tartar, or a 
dram of emetic wine. The dofe of the 
former cannot be fo well determined; be- 
caufe of the different procefles, whereby it. 
is made; for of fome emetic tartar, eight, 
nay, ten grains, are the dofe, whilft four 
make a great dofe of another; fothe phy- 
fician fhould always inform himfelf of the — 
apothecary of the common dofe of his tar- 
tar 
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tar emetic: but the manner of preparing the 
emetic wine, being much the fame in all 
places, it’s dofe is more fixed. The eme- 
tic has place, in particular, in convulfions, 
lethargy, &c, which attend, dentition, and 
it may be fafely given to children, nay, to 
the moft delicate: for the great quantity of 
thick and vifcid humours lodging in their 
ftomachs, greatly obtunds the activity of 
this remedy, and renders its action very gen-~ 
tle: after the ufe of thefe remedies, abfor- 
bent powders, may be called in to our affift- 
ance; fuch as prepared red coral, powder of 
' crabs-eyes, and the powder again{t the epi- 
lepfy ; for thefe are ufeful, particularly, in 
the convulfions of children ; atthe fametime 
the patient and nurfe may ufe cooling broths, 
of which they are to drink plentifully. Let 
the nurfe’s milk be thin, cooling and recent ; 
which qualities, if the milk of the prefent 
nurfe has not, let her be changed.

_ Though Watching, and want. of reft, is. 


very prejudicial.to perfons, of. all ages: ; yet 
it is fill more fo to children, than to others,’ 


both becaufe of. the tendernefs and fenfibi- 
lity of their brain, which fuffers the more by, 


this indifpofition; sand becaufe itis very. un- 
natural to children, to watch too long : for, 
we may fay, that they fleepall the time.dus, 
ring their infancy, the common computation, 
in general, being eighteen hours of fleep.in 
every twenty-four hours, efpecially, foon:af- 
ter their birth; confequently, Watching and 


its fymptoms are to be very much apprehend~ | 


ed in children: as fome children may have 
a continual and uninterrupted Watching, 


whilft, others fleep now-and-then; we may 


therefore make two fpecies of Watchings, 


In 
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In order to explain the nature of Watch- 
ings, it would be requifite to give an idea 
of fleep. But as the phyfiology of the laft 
is too long, and would lead us too far from 
our prefent purpofe, I fhall decline it, ob- 
ferving only in general, that during fleep, 
the mind does not exercife it’s functions; 
and that the animal {pirits intended for thefe 
actions reft likewife. In Watching onthe con- — 
trary, all thefe functions are put into action ; © 
the animal fpirits are abundantly fecerned, 
and violently agitated. As to the caufes of 
this abundant fecretion, as I don’t well know 
them, I fhall fay nothing of them with re- 
{pet to infants: for in adults, I may have 
more room to fpeak of the matter. As to 
the agitation of the {pirits, it may have ma- 
ny caufes; as the painful impreffions made 
on feveral parts of the body; for inftance, 
- fcholic pains, or thofe of j the ftomach 
from acrid breaft-milk, through the vi- 
cious regimen of .the nurfe, who puts 
herfelf into violent heat, drinks too much 
{pirituous liquors, or. commits other er- 
rors. The bad ftate of the inant’s fto- 
mach, his indigeftions, and other caufes 
H 4 , creating 
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creating wind, will produce painful dif 
tenfions, ec. of the ftomach. The fame 
thing may be underftood of wind pent up, 
or of acrid humours, worms, &c. in the 
guts. Excoriations, inflammations, &c. of 
the fkin will produce the fame effect; as 
will alfo lice, itch of the head, crinones,. 
thrufhes inthe mouth, ftone in the bladder ; 
in a word, all things which create pain, and 
rendér the infant reftlefs. B 
SympToms. From this defcription of 
the diforder, evidently appear it’s fymptoms. 
Watching produces the emaciation of the 
patient; for ftatical experiments made on 
tranfpiration, prove that this: excretion is 
much more plentiful the longer we watch ; 
to this effect the pain alfo eerie and 
the infant confequently pines away. Thefe 
fymptoms induce a fever proportional to their 
intenfity: a diarrhea frequently fupervenes 
through indigeftions and acrid crudities, 
Convulfions alfo arife, which are rather fymp- 
toms of the caufes, than of the diforder. 
Diacwnostrics. © The" Watching of 
children is manifeft of it felf} and may be’ 
farther known from its fymptoms: infants are 
always difpofed to fleep, if fome painful im- 
preffions 
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preffions made on their body do not hinder 
them, and confequently, as often as they do 
not fleep as they fhould, they are afflicted 
with Watcthings. 

Procnostics. Watching is not only 
very troublefome, but alfo a dangeronsdiforder 
in children ; yet it is more or lefs fo, according 
to it’s intenfity, for uninterrupted obftinate 
Watching, is more intollerable, than an in- 
termittent tranfitory one: an inveterate one 
threatens morethan arecent one, for the lat- | 
ter is eafily removed. : ‘The nature and in- 
tenfity of the caufes alfo produce fome vari- 
ety; for flight fuperficial ones, as‘an exco- 
riation, &c. of the body foon go off, 
whilft Watchings produced by a fever, cho- 
licks, &c. are difficultly removed. 

Cure. The firft bufinefs of the phyfici- 
an fhould be to difcover the caufe, which 
produces or foments the evil, and which be- 
fore the diforder is attacked, fhould be re- 
‘moved. In order to treat the diforder, the 
patient fhould have his body always kept fo- 
luble, for the principal fymptoms, as the fe- 
ver, &c. arethereby checked, For this pur- 
‘pofe may be employed emollient clyfters of 
the decoctions of plants of that clafs, into 

which. 
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which. fhould be put oil of fweet almonds, 
The glyfter pipes fhould be {mall, in pro- 
portion to the infant’s age and bulk. If he 
be very young or {fmall, inftead of the 
clyfters may be employed, a fuppofitory 
made of the bark with wax and oil. If 
the Watchings are not thus checked, let 
him be purged; the younger fort are 
purged with compound: fyrup of fuccory, 
or fyrup of peaches. If they be older, tinc- 
ture of rhubarb, or an infufion of fenna 
may be added, If worms produce the dif- 
order, bolufes of mercurius dulcis thould be 
exhibited. If the evil fprings, from the fto- 
mach, or firft paflages through indigeftions 
and their fubfequent crudities, whofe qua- 
lities you may difcover by the colour of 
the feces; which if green, the crudities are 
acid, and fo of the other colours: abfor- 
bents fhould be prefcribed, as prepared red 
coral, crabs eyes, and diaphoretic antimo- 
ny, of which you may form bolufes or elec- 
tuaries, without the theriaca, or confection 
of hyacinth. If the patient has convulfions, 
let him take the tincture of rhubarb, oil of 
fweet almonds, the white lohock, and pow- 
der of vipers. The nurfe’s diet fhould be 

flender 
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flender and cooling ; ; fhe is to abftain from 
wine, and any other thing that may heat 
her too much, wherefore fhe is not to lye 
with the infant, left by his reftlefsnefs, the 
through compaffion, tendernefs, &c, may 
bealfo obliged to watch, and have her health 
impaired ; to avoid this inconvenience, there ~ 
fhould be two nurfes to act by turns. If 
_ thé evil be very obftinate, naricoticks fhould 
be preferibed, though fome dread them, al- 
ledging that they intoxicate and ftupify thefe 
young patients ; which I own is true, as 
well with regard to thefe, as to adults, if the 
narcoticks be continued too long, or given 
in too great adofe; but in moderate dofes, 
they are extremely ufeful in this cafe. The 
one principally calculated for this intent, is 
the theriaca, efpecially if it be recent: this 
contains one grain of « opium in every dram; 
wherefore twenty grains of it may be exhi- 
bited without danger, to an infant of two 
years old, or feven grains only to one of two, 
or three months, and fo of the other ages. 
This remedy is not only ufeful as a narcotic, 
but alfoasa ftomachic: if a fimple narotic is 
mote convenient, fyrup of white poppies 
may be exhibited, from half a dram, to a 
Ve dram 
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dram and an half, or two drams in purflain 
water, to be taken at two different times. 
The powder againft the epilepfy, or the an- 
thelminthic powder, may be ordered at the 
fame time. Ifthe child be a little more 
crown, he may take two, three, or nine 
drops of the anodynetinéture. Let the in- 
fant be treated thus, and if thefe meafures 
do not entirely cure the diforder, they willat 
leaft enable the patient to fuftain it the more 
eafily, till it is removed by time. |

Of the FRiGuTs of CHILDREN 7m their 
Sleep. 


‘ui. HIS diforder is called by Latin wri- 
ters Pavor in fomno: fach children as 

are troubled with it, fuddenly raife them- 
felves, or ftart in their beds whilft they 
fleep, fometimes with a loud cry; fome- 
times with fudden terror or fear, with it’s 
confequences, as palenefs, trembling and cold 
{weats. Now let us endeavour toinveftigatethe 
caufe of this diforder: if the children then 
fuddenly ftart in bed, without any fymp- 
toms 
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toms of fear; it may proceed froma fud- 
den painful impreflion made on fome part 
of their body. If on the contrary, they © 
fuddenly cry out, tremble, and are capable 
of reflection, we may attribute the caufe of 
the evil to their imagination, which is {truck 
with fome frightfuldream. But infants who 
through their great youth are incapable of 
reflection, are rarely fubje& to this kind of 
terror, which depends on the imagination. 
The caufes of the former, or the painful im- 
preffions are, fudden pain which {prings from 
all the caufes mentioned in the preceding 
chapter ; indigeftions,worms for want of nou- 
rifhment, lice, crinones, thrufhes, {tone in the 
bladder, and an infinity of other fuch like 
caufes, which muft aét fuddenly to have 
this effect. But the moft common and real 
caufes are convulfions and cramps, to which 
infants are very’ fubject ; though adults are 
not exempted from them. The caufes of 
the fecond clafs, or a ftartled imagination, 
are frightful tales, related to the infant by 
day, to check and correct him, as the 
good women do, by repeating frightful ito- 
ries, | } 

SyMPptToms. 
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- Symptoms, Ifthe pavir in fomno be 
violent and obftinate, it may degeherate in- 
to watchings, fever, and what is much worfe, 
into epilepfy and convulfions. 

Diacnostics. The diforder is ‘dif 
covered by the nurfe’s relation; and provi- 
ded the phyfician fufficiently attends to it, he 
may alfo learn its fpecies. | 
- Procnostics, Thefe I have ‘aba 
in the fymptoms, by obferving that this pa- 
vor may degenerate into watching, fever, 
epilepfy, &c. all which are very bad confe- 
quences: yet the diforder is more or lefs 
dangerous, according to the ‘degree and in- 
tenfity of its caufes and fymptoms. 

Cure. The treatment of this diforder, 
particularly of the firft fpecies, may be 
found in the chapter of watching. But when 
it proceeds from cramps and convulfions, . 
the remedies to be hereafter mentioned in 
the cure of the epilepfy, are to be employ- 
éd. As to the fecond {pecies, or frightened 
imagination, the only cure of it is, to avoid 
thote| ‘ terrifying abfurd relations, to footh 
and amufe the infants, with gentle and more 
pleafing tales; for it is a very bad and dan- 


gerous cuftom to treat children with fuch — 


abfurdities,

-abfurdities, ‘becaufe they may throw an in- 
fant’s brain into fuch a habit, that the evil. 
may at length degenerate into an epilepfy. 
If any other remedies are requifite through 
the obftinacy of the diforder, they are prin- 
‘cipally narcotics, which not only relax and 
unbrace the fibres of the brain; but produce 
grateful and pleafant dreams, inftead of the 
‘frightful ones above-mentioned. 
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Of th. Hy DROCEPHALUS of CHIL- 
DREN. 


AN Hydrocephalus in general fishin’ a 
collection- of water in the head, of 
which there are four forts, according to fe- 
veral obfervations. Of thefe, two are con- 
tained in the cavity of the cranium, andtwo 
on the outfide. The firft diforder of the 
latter of thefe, is immediately under the 
fkin; the other is betwixt the pericranium 
and bones of the head, the pericranium be- 
- ing feparated and lifted up. This fpecies is 
: 7 | fo 
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fo rare, that I never obferved it. Of the in- 
ternal dropfies of the head, the firft is feat- 
ed betwixt the cranium and dura mater. The 
fecond is, betwixt the dura and pia mater, 
or in the circumvolutions of the brain, or 
in its ventricles, which laft is the moft fre- 
quent of all. | . 
Causes. Though all dropfies in gene- 
ral, {pring from the extravafation of a fe- 
rons or lymphatic humour ; yet they have 
various caufes according to their different 
feats. This is in particular, with regard to 
the dropfy of the ventricles of the brain. , 
I. The caufes of the cutaneous dropfy of 
the head, are chiefly owing to the fchirrous, 
or obftructed ftate of the glands of the neck, 
and about the bafis of the head,. which in 
their natural {tate receive the lymph of the 
head, but in this diforder it {tagnates in. the 
teguments, &c. and tranfudes, or is extravafa- 
ted. This dropfy may proceed ; /econdly, 
from the too great compreffion of the head, 
by the infant’s caps, bands, &c.. thirdly, 
_ the evil may arife from pundtion, which ~ 
may happen here through the number of 
pins employed ; fo that if they prick pro- — 
foundly.an abfcefs may be formed, and af- — 
terwards 


g 
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‘terwards a large collection of purulent fe- 
rous matter. Lafily, the moft frequent caufe 
is a contufion or ftroke on the head, to 
which infants are fubject by falls and play- — 
ing. — | 
If. The caufes of the fecond external {pe- 
cies of dropfy, or of that betwixt the cra- 
nium and pericranium, are a pocky exofto- 
fis of the external lamina of the cranium, 
whereby the pericranium is feparated from 
the bones, .and the vefiels compreffed ; ca- 
ries from the pox, king’s-evil, @c, where- 
by the fame effects are produced. But the 
‘more common caufes are ftrokes and con- 
tufions of the head; whereby the pliable 
bones are fuddenly depreffed, and reftored 
again’by their elafticity, by which ation 
the pericranium is detached from the bones, 
jut like two pieces of parchment, joined by 
fome intermediate fubftance to each other, 
which are eafily feparated by this method. 
An the feparated parts the ferum is depofited. 

_- The two internal dropfies of the head, 
the one betwixt the dura mater and crani- 
um, the other betwixt the dura and the pia 
mater, fpring from the obfrudtion of the 
fmall glands, placed at each fide of the 
fey 7 Sinus

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jinus longitudinalis, through fome ‘{crophu- 
lous or pocky diforder, Gc. Both thefe 


. “may alfo proceed from the fudden and re- 


peated contractions of the dura matef, as 
is obferved in the epilepfy of children. 
Finally the Hydrocephalus of the ventri- 
cles of the brain, is owing to the obftructi- 
on of the fmall glands in the plexus or /a- 
qucus chorotdeus, for thefe organs are inter- 
{perfed with a great number of blood-vet 
fels, which form that .net-work. This ac- 
cident arifes more frequently from the ob- 
ftruction of the glandula pituitaria. To 
underftand this the better, you are to ob- 
ferve that the {mall glands, in the plexus 
chorotdzus, or thefe of the plexus vermi- 
jormis, &c. in the anterior ventricles of the — 
brain, feparate a ferous humour, intended 
to lubricate and moiften thofe ventricles, 
from which it afterwards paffes into the third — 


ventricle and into the cerebellum. If the ~ 


fecretions of this humour be intercepted, it & 


will {oon be accumulated in its veflels, tran- 


fude or be extravafated and give rife to the 


prefent evil. The fame thing may be faid — 


of the glandula pituitaria, which the anci- _ 
ents falfly imagined to have a communica- — 
tion 
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tion with the nofe, and to difcharge its fe- 
rum into it, becaufe they obferved a fmall 
hole to run from the feat of this gland, or 
the ephippium, into the nofe, But thro’ 
this hole pafles nothing but a blood veflel, 
which ftops it exactly. This gland on the 
contrary is deftined to abforb the ftagnant 
and fuperfluous humours of the anterior ven. 
tricles of the brain, and to convey them by 
fome lateral excretory ducts into the finufes 
of the jugular veins, fituated at the bafis of 
the head, and this in order to dilute the vit 
cid blood which returns from -the brain, 
where it was divefted of its moft {pirituous, 
volatile and exalted particles; for being thus 
diluted, it will afterwards be the more eafi- 
ly tranfmitted through the heart, to the other 
parts of the body. Now the glandula pi- 
tuitaria being obftructed, the humours which 
it fhould abforb through its pores for want 
of fecretory veflels, ftagnate in the ventricles 
of the brain, and produce this fpecies of 

Hydrocephalus. 

Symptoms. The cutaneous Hydrocephalus 
is attended with no violent fymptoms, nor is 
any pain excited in it by a confiderable com-_ 
_preffion. It is ungyen through the different in-

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terftices, which it takes up, and very foft, 


the parts being relaxed by the ftagnant fe-

The f{pecies betwixt the pericranium and 
cranium 1s more circumfcribed and even, be- 


ing fo deeply feated, and the fkins being e- | 


qually raifed, it is fenfible and painful, be- 
caufe the pericranium is very nervous and 
tender. The futures of the head, preferve 
their natural fituation in both thefe 
dropfies ; nor are the animal functions, €c. 
impaired, as in the following fpecies of 


dropfies, becaufe the brain is not injured. — 


In the internal dropfies of the head, on the 
contrary all the functions are more or lefs af- 
fected; efpecially if the evil be feated in 
the ventricles of the brain. The firft thing 
that prefents itfelf in this cafe, is a fepara- 
tion of the futures .of the head, from the 
impuilfion and diftenfion of the parts, by 
the included water. ‘The bones are foftened 
by this means, fo that the head becomes as 
big as that ofan adult of twenty years of age. 
Nor is the head round, but onthe contrary, 
the feparation of the bones gives it almoft a 
quadrangular form, like an apple cut into 


four parts. The infant is very weak for 
want 
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‘want of animal fpirits, whofe fecretion is in- 
tercepted by the compreffion, or becaufe they 
are too ferous. The head alfo is very heavy and 
inclines to one fide. Through the internal 
compreffion of the brain, the blood runs 
the more abundantly to the external parts of 
the head; whence they are frequently ceda- 
matous in this cafe. But the moft particular 
characterifticks of thefe dropfies are weak- 
nefs of the fight, and a great dilation of the 
pupil of the eye. 
|, Thefe fymptoms are principally owing to 
the compreffion of the thalami nervorum 
opticorum, by the ftagnant water, and_ their 
relaxation by the fame; whence they be- 
come inactive for want of {pirits, and thro’ 
the relaxation of the nerves. | This is chiefly 
obfervable in the dropfy of the anterior ven- 
tricles of the brain. 

- The pulfe.and refpiration are flow aaa

If the dropfy be feated betwixt the pertcra- 
nium and cranium, the tumour is even Cif 
cumfcribed, makes a greater refiftance to 
the touch, and is very painful, The: inter- 
nal Hydrocephalus in general caufes a fepara- 
tion of the futures, according to the quan- 
tity of the water. ’ If the ferum be betwixt 
the dura mater and cranium, the ‘waters 
commonly penetrate through the futures, 
and raife longitudinal tumours, which “are 
fenfible. If the waters lie betwixt the dura 
and pia mater, no inequalities at all “are 
then obferved. As to the dropfy of the 
ventricles, it is shinee characterifed by 
the 
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the debility of the fight, and dilatation of 
. the pupil of the: eye. — 

ProcnostTics. The Hydrocephalus is 
commonly mortal, particularly that {pecies 
which arifes from the obftruction of the 
glandula pituitaria, asalfo the other fpecies 
in the plexus chorordeus, becaufe thefe parts 
are too remote from the action of proper re- 
medies. Nay, it can hardly be expected, 
that fuch a great collection of water betwixt 
the membranes can be abforbed.’ 'The fame 
may be underftood of the water betwixt the — 
pericramum and cranium, efpecially becaufe 
by its ftagnation it aflumes a feptic quality» 
whereby the bones cf the head are affected, 
and this is a diforder which cannot be well 
removed, through the difficult exfoliation 
of thefé bones; nay, ’tis almoft impoflible 
to produce a cure. The moft eafily re- 
moveableofallisthe cutaneous Hydrocephalus; 
becaufe the noble parts are not immediately 
affeGted thereby, and it is expofed to the ac+ 
tion of proper remedies, But I may fay in 
general, that I never faw any infant recover 
of this evil, efpecially when it is inveterate, 
and the patient of a bad conftitution. Yet

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young fubjects of a good habi and a recent 
dropfy, may afford fome hopes. 
Cure. The cure is twofold, the one to 
prevent it in the infants of fome: families, 
which are very fubject to this diforder. And 
the other to remove or diminith theevil when 
prefent.. In both thefe intentions the  fol+ 
lowing remedies may be employed; let the 
patient be purged with fome cathartic fyrup, 
to which add according to the infant’s age | 
an infufion of fenna, or tincture of rhubarb; 
If the infant be very young, let the cathar- 
tic be exhibited in his pap. _ Let. him after=_ 
wards take fome diuretic, aperitive decoc- 
tion, as decc&tiom of china or farfaparillas 
rhubarb-water, infufion of rufiy tron-natls; 
powers of mars, aethiops mineral, powder of 
niullepedes or vipers; four grams of any of 
the powdersmaybe addedtobis flummeryor other 
aliments. 'Thefe are to be. continued ‘or in- 
termitted according to the intenfity of the | 
diforder., If the patient’s-age can bear: 
it, you may order him factitious cinnabat, 
inftead of zthiops, mineral, for it sis’ savy 
active and void of danger. If the infant be 
three or four years old, prefcribe powder of 
jalap,. cornachin’s powder, or diagrydium, 
and. 
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and the following fimples to make a decoc- 
tion, being more diuretic than the former, 
viz. candy-carrot, roots of reft-barrow, and 
ftellated carduus, to which add arcanum du- 
plicatum, or mineral chryfial; but the for- 
mer heats and incommodes the breaft more 
than the later. Thefe are the internal re- 
medies. | 

The external or topical remedies are chie- 
fly employed, when the diforder is external, 
and more particularly, when it is under the 
fkin; of this kind are 1, Cataplafms of 
contufed fails, included betwixt two linen 
cloths.’ Sevéral authors mightily extol thefe. 
remédies. Some‘boil themina decoétion of 
the laft named plants. ‘They are to be re- 
newed before they dry, left they adhere too 
ftrongly to the patient’s head, efpecially if 
they immediately touch the fkin. The em- 
plaftrum diabotanicum, is more commonly 
employed, and with almoft the fame fuccet§ 
in this cafe ; but with the above precaution 
in’ the. application, “2. Some authors re- 
commend a vulnerary water, mixed with 
lime-water, with which the patient’s head is 
to be fomented by a fpunge, and° afterwards 
applying a piece of linen or brown paper, 
: i. dipped 
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dipped in the fame mixture’to the affected 
part, which maybe alfo embrocated twice’a 
day, with oil of chamomile, covering: it 
at the fame time with a brown paper. 
.Finazny,,: if all thefesmethods faily.the 
operation of the puncture fhould be per- 
formed in the moft depending part, of»the 
tumour. This method will not certainly 
fail of {uccefs in the cutaneous dropfy of the 
head, and perhaps it, may fucceed, when 
the water. lies betwixt the. pericranium and 
cranium, .efpecially if, the evil be recent ; 
but it is entirely ufelefs in the. internal uate 
fies of the head: yet.if you intend to. pre- 
ferve the infant’s life a little longer, and if 
the waters are fuperficial, or betwixt! the 
dura mater and cranium, you may, attempt 
the puncture, nor will the bones of the head 
make any great. refiftance. in this cafe); for 
they are extremely foft and thin. .In the 
operation you are to avoid the futures, par- 
ticularly the longitudinal one, and the perfora-. 
tion may be made near the futura fagittalis; 
but the waters are to be evacuated gradually, 
not all at once, for fear of a fudden collap- 
fion of the brain, which may fpeedily. ~

TI T.H_thefe diforders; ibe differ 
_o) only in degree, I thall put an end to 
the difeafes of the head. Though they are 
incident as well to adults as children; yet 
they deferve.a place among the areaes of 
the latter, feeing they are more frequently ob- 
ferved.in children, than in adults,» This in- 
duces fome writers to call the epileply mor 
bus puertlis, 

. The epilepfy has three thet character- 
ifticks. sds The lofs of all fenfation and 
perception, in part or intirely, which gives 
rife to two. {pecies of this diforder, vz. per- 
feet and imperfect. 2. Convulfive motions 
of various parts, during the paroxy{m, efpe- 
cially thofe.of the head, as diftortion of the 
mouth, gnafhing of the teeth, protrufion of 
»the. tongue, rolling of the eyes, fudden 
_whirling round, ftanding erect and rigid, or 
shoe’ | falling 
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falling down, accordingly as the mufcles are 
contracted, inflammation and° twiftings~ of 
the inteftines, interrupted - refpiration, and 
fometimes a convulfive erection of the pe- 
nis, particularly in adults, with an involun2 
tary emiflion of the femen, urine, and ex- 
crements. Some beat their breafts and ‘tear 
their hair violently, while others ftretch out 
their legs and ‘arms with great force. Ag. 
More or lefs frothing of the mouth, to- 
wards the end of the fit, which fometimes 
begins a-new; it is almoft imperceptible’ in 
fome, but very manifeft in habitual’ invete- 
rate epilepfies. ‘The tongue being frequent 
ly taken betwixt the teeth, alfo makes the 
froth bloody. 

The infant inftead of an epilepfy may 
have only fimple. convulfions. “Thefe con- 
fit in a tonick, rigid, and ‘uninterrupted 
contraction of fome parts of the body, as 
the extremities, neck, and back, which either 
immediately become rigid,or are twifted here 

and there with various contorfions, | T he 
convulfive motions differ from thefé laft by 
their {maller intenfity, being milder, and 
returning at certain intervals, or ina the 
pave only now and then. . 


Both 
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Both thefe laft are deftitute. particularly of 
one of the effential fymptoms of an epilep- 
fy, viz. a privation of all fenfation and under- 
ftanding, befides the other differences already 
remarked; yet both, if habitual, may at 
length degenerate into a confirmed epilepfy. 
The convulfive motions caufe alfo diftortion 
of the mouth and eyes, but efpecially fome 
preter-natural motions of fome of the extre- 
mities, as a fudden elevation of the hand or 
foot, Ge. | | 
_ Children are moft fubje@ to. convulfions 
within the firft and fecond months after they 
are born, and again about the time of teeth- 
ing; though they are frequently liable to 
them at other periods. Thofe convulfive 
fymptoms which frequently. attack infants 
foon after they are born, are diftortion of 
the eyes, tremulous motions of the cheeks 
and lips, contraction of the tendons, ftart- 
ings and fudden fhaking of the limbs; 
nay, they affect the very trunk ; and even the 
vifcerad are not exempted from the dif- 
eale, 
Causes. As I do not intend at pre- 
fent to give a particular account of the dif- 


_eafes of the head, you are not to expect an 
exact 
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exact theory, or minute detail of the caufes. 
of the prefent diforder ; yet I hall fay fome> 
thing of them curforily, in order to an iilut 
tration. In general the primary, or imme- 
diaté caufe of the fore-mentioned difeate, 
confifts in the unequal and violent’ influx 
of the animal fpirits. This violent and un- 
equal influx proceeds from two caufes, vz: 
t. The irregular impulfe of the fpirits, by 
the impreffions made on fome parts of the 
body, or 2. by their irregular reflux by the 
ofcilattons of the arteries of the brain, or 
the irregular ‘contractions of the dura ma- 
ter; both which caufes may be accounted 
one and the fame, only they a& alternately s 
for during the contraction of the arteries, 
the dura mater is dilated; juit like the al- 
ternate a@tion of the heart and arteries. The 
contraction of the dura mater may be more 
violent, conftant and irregular, either entire- 
ly, or in part only, by an irritation in the 
proper fubftance of the dura mater from its 
inflammation, waters lying under it, wounds 
contufions, and abfceffes; excrefcenes alfo, 
and venerial nodes, a corruption of the me- 
ninges, or vefiels of the brain, may caufe the 
fame. Sometimes too it feems to be here- 

ditary 
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ditary proceeding from a fright of the mo- 
ther, upon feeing epileptic perfons: or this 
may arife from fudden fear, joy, or other 
patiions of that kind. 

The next. caufe is the irregular reflux of 
the {pirits, by the impreflions-made on the 
parts which fympathize with the dura ma- 
ter. The ftomach particularly is of that 
clafs.. Thus we find that in vomiting, the 
contractions of the dura mater are violently 
provoked, juft as the contraction of the muf- 
cles of refpiration, is excited by the irritation 

of the membrana pituitaria. 

Asto the caufes of the violent irregular 
ofcillations of the arteries of the brain whe- 
ther partly or entirely, they may be owing 
to an inflammation, abfcefies, various fevers, 
or hydrocephalus,and in general all things that 
produce an infarction of the brain, will alfo 
caufe an Epilepfy, Convulfions, and Convul- 
five Motions. 

The fecond general caufe above-mention- 
ed, isthe impetuous, irregular reflux of the 
{pirits into various parts, from the impref- 
fions made on them by external or fecondary 
caufes. Thisis caufe fympathetical, feeing itacts 
on the brain by the intermediation of thofe 

parts, | 
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parts. The caufes of this clafs, are crudi- 
ties or other fubftances of the ftomach, from 
indigeftion, tough, hard, or vifcid aliments, 
&c. the milk curdling or growing acid in 
‘the {tomach and inteftines; whence Syivzus 
concludes the caufe to be a volatile, fowre 
‘vapour raifed to the brain; which ftimulates 
and irritates the origin of the nerves, . by 
which means the animal fpirits are hurried 
inordinately and ‘involuntarily through the 
mufcles and brain. ‘The fame may be: alfo 
owing to the irritation of the inteftines from 
{harp acrid humours, worms vellicating the 
-f{tomach and inteftines; from a * calculus ei- 
ther inthe urinary or gall-bladder ; from den- 
tition, when the teeth difficultly breaking 
through the periofteum and gums, occafion 
exquifite pain and reftlefsnefs; from cuta- 
neous acute eruptions, as the {mall-pox, 
meafels, €c. for the fenfibility of the fkin 
in thefe cafes may produce .convultions, 
Hence we rarely find a fmall-pox in chil-

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dren without epilepfey, or convulfions, EF, 
by the impreffions of Crinones before-men- 
tioned ; nurfe frckly, or pregnant, and the

As the theory, of thefe caufes may feem 
‘to indicate that adults fhould be as fubject to 
the effects of thefe caufes, as children, we 
_jare to explain how they produce their effects 
-more frequently in the latter; wherefore, 
1. Infants are more commonly attacked with 
-epilepfy, convulfions, Gc. from the preced- 
-ing .caufes, than adults, becaufe the heads 
of Infants are more fubject to infarctions ; 
_for.they are proportionally greater, lefs firm, 
elaftic and compact, nay fofter than thefe of 
_the former, confequently they yeild the more 
.eafily to the general caufes of the diforder ; 
for this reafon we rarely obferve  feverith 
children without convulfions. | : 

2. Infants heads are very fubject to all 
.external impreflions; becaufe their futures _ 
-areé wide open, and the fountains of their: 
“heads fo expofe their brain, that it is fufcep- 
tible of the leaft impreffion. : 

3. Their nerves are very tender, fenfible, 
‘and more fubje& to vibrations; wherefore 
they BCR ioe eafier all dinpite Gionist e~ 
vis . KS: pees 
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{pecially if they are capable of caufing pain, 
-whilft the hard compat, and if I may fay, 
indolent nature of the nerves in adults, are. 
in fome meafure incapable of thefe difeafes, 
efpecially of giving rife to an epilepfy from 
the moft painful impreffions; for how often 
do we fee adults troubled with the gout, 
rheumatifm, and a thoufand other painful 
diforders, without epilepfy, or other convul- 
fions. It is this propenfity to vibration and 
-fenfibility of the nerves, that renders hypith 
‘perfons fo fufceptible of anxiety, and coal 
violent’ fymptoms. 

Symptoms, The Dura mater, or‘ar- 
teries of the brain, may be in part, or in- 
tirely, fubject to the irregular contractions 
-and. ofcillations above-mentioned. If they 
a conjointly, the epilepfy is perfe@, and 
there is then an entire lofs of all fenfation 
and perception from the general compreffion 
of all’ the brain by the faid two caufes: 
whilft, at the fame time, the animal /{pirits 
are exprefled into the nerves, and — 
to the convulfed parts. 

The patient is commonly fubject to a 
bloody frothing of the mouth; the froth 
happens from the great quantity of faliva 
| now 
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now fecerned through the compreffion of 
the brain, which makes the blood run more 
abundantly to the falivary glands, and the - 
difficult refpiration contributes to blend the 
air with the faliva ; fo that foam neceffarily 
enfues, which is bloody ; becaufe the tongue 
is commonly bit by the patient’s teeth, du- 
ting the epileptic paroxyfm; whence the 
- blood difcharged from the tongue is mixt 
with the faliva. 
_ If the ation of the Dura mater and ar- 
teries of the brain be particular, or confined 
to fome portions only of zho/e parts, but are 
conftant and uninterrupted, convulfions will 
enfue with a tonic continued contraCtion. 
But, if the action of the Dura mater and 
arteries returns, and intermits now and then, 
the influx of the fpirits will be irregular ; fo 
that inftead of a tonic conftant contraction, 
-as in the epilepfy, and convulfion, convulfive 
motions only will happen in various parts, 
according to the determination of the fpirits. 
The refpiration in all the preceding cafes 
more or lefs difficult and laborious ; this isow7 
ing to the irregular contraction of the mufcles 
 fabfervient to refpiration, whereby the chetft 
K 2 Se ah 
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as it were, bound and compreffed ; or it 
proceeds from the great quantity ‘of blood 
which neceffarily lodges in the lungs, which 
eafily yield from a fmaller degree of elafti- 
city; for the heart, through the refiftance it 
meets in the contraéted parts cannot dif 
charge itfelf as ufually ; whereby it ‘puts 
a {top to the blood in the above organs. 
This rigidity and contra@ion of the folids 
with the defect of a fufficient quantity of 
blood, which fhould be propelled into the 
aorta by the‘ heart, give occafion to an ir- 
regular low dang and likewife to palpita- 
tions. | 
The figns which precede the fit are, great 
pain and weight in the head, drowfinefs, 
ftupidity, and heavinefs about the loins and 
joints ; forgetfulnefs and broken fleep, twitch- 
ings of the nerves, tingling in the ears, flafh- 
ing of the eyes, and rolling of the tongue, 
frequent yawning and fneezing ; the urine 
being thin and crude. | 
After the fit, there remains a “pain in the 
‘head, with a torpor and dulnefs of the fen- 
fes, and frequently a {wimming of the head, 
and dimnefs of fight, with a eee igno- 
rance of all that pafled during the paroxy{m, 
though 
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though the patient fhould be burnt to the 
very bone. 

The epileptic paroxyf{ms commonly re- 
turn; fometimes at ftated times of the day, 
month, or year ; but for the moft part, they 
are worft about the changes of the feafons. 
Sometimes the attacs are uncertain and vary- 
ing, according to the return of fome certain 
caufe, upon which they depend. The pa- 
roxyfms are fometimes milder, and foon 
over, and fometimes they are violent and 
lafting. 

DraGNnostTics. ‘The tonic, or inter- 
mittent contraction of various parts of the 
body, is eafily difcovered by the touch and in- 
fpeCtion, whether it be epilepfy, convulfion, 
or convulfive motions. But the caufes of 
thefe diforders are more obfcure: If the 
caufe, as before obferved, be general, the effe& 
will be fo too, and an epilepfy will happen. 
Thus the generality of the caufe is learned. 
The convulfions, or convulfive motions de- 
note the caufe to be particular, and that the 
tonic contraction of thedura mater, the ofcilla- 
tions or infarctions of the arteries of the brain, 
€c, are confined to certain particular portions; 
as to the fympathetic motions excited by the 

ey im 
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impreffions made on feveral parts of the 
body, from indigeftions, : {mall-pox, worms, 
&c. they are foon learned from the patients 
ftate; in a word, by a ftrid examination, 
you #4) difcover as well the caufe, as the 
characteriftic of the diforder. 
Procnostics. All the three explain- 
ed diforders are commonly fatal to children, 
efpecially, if the fymptoms be violent, and 
the caufe idiopathic, or in the brain, as in- 
flammation, abfcefs, hydrocephalus, @e, _ 
If the infant is ftrong, or pretty far ad- - 
vanced in age, the epilepfy imperfett, and 
depending on a flight tranfitory caufe, as 
fever, meafles, fmall-pox, &c. and if it rifes 
by fympathy from the irritation of fome 
parts, by removing the irritating caufe, the 
difeafe ceafes, fo that in neither of thefe cafes _ 
is the danger fo great as when idiopathical. 
- ‘The epilepfy of children ceafes commonly 
about the age of fourteen, becaufe the parts 
have acquired a firmer and more denfe text- 
ure, nor are they fufceptible of fo violent _ 
impreflions as before. But if the difeafe 
fublifts to the age of twenty-four or twenty- 
five years, the folids having atrived at their 
full growth and folidity, are incapable of - 
any 
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any change; fo that they preferve the ha- 
bitual difpofitions they had before acquired ; 
whence the epilepfy after that term, either 
immediately terminates in death, or is chang- 
ed into fome other difeafe for the moft part 
incurable, v7z. the palfy, privation of {peech, 
‘melancholy, or phreniizs, If hereditary, it 
is reckoned incurable. A violent fit fome- 
times becomes apoplectic, and proves mortal. . 
When it happens about the firft appearance 
of the menfes, they ufually cure it. 

Cure. Itis very difficult to cure thefe 
convulfions, and the more, becaufe young 
children rarely take the proper remedies, 
efpecially when they are continued a long 
time. But if the cure be pra(ticable, the 
following method is to be taken. 

The cure in general during the paroxy{m ; 
if the patient is plethoric, or continues long 
in the fit, bleed, which may be done either 
by leeches, the lancet, or {carifications. If the 
difeafe be idiopathical, take blood from the 
foot, but from the arm or jugular, if fympto- 
matical ; and refift the convulfion by forcibly 
keeping the hands open, and the limbs ex- 
tended.: Apply volatiles to the noftrils, as 
fal volatile oleofum, volatile fpirit of fal 

K 4 ammoniac 
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ammoniac, hatfhorn, tincture of caftor, afla- 
foetida, or the like ; fternutatories, as helle- 
bor, euphorbium, leaves of rue, betony, &c.~ 
are ufeful, Let the temples, head, and neck» 
be rnbbed with {pirituous cephalic mixtures, 
as hungary-water, compound ‘fpirits of ‘la- 
vender, oil of caftor, or the clear oil of 
amber ; or, blow into the noftrils and mouth 
the fumes of ‘Tobacco; and, as foon as” 
_poffible, give an emetic, purge, or glyfter.' 
If the epzlepfy proceeds from a fever, 
meailes, or finall-pox, thefe being once cured, 
that will be alfo removed ; but if it be too vio- 
lent and inveterate to expect its removal by 
fuch means, order the following remedies,’ 
tz, the powder, or the volatile falts of vipers,’ 
hartfhorn, 6c. the powder againft the epzlep/y,: 
of sutteta, as defcribed by Reverzus, that of the 
roots or flowers of male-peony ; confection of 
alkermes, or of hyacinth; the antiepileptic: 
elixir or volatile falt of tartar ; one or more 
of thefe medicines at a time, may be given 
in fome proper diftilled water, as that 
of hyflop, rue, peony, black cherry, or 
balm-water ; and if you intend a julap, add 
the furrup of peony, or that of corals, Ge.’ 
When 
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When the epilep/y is produc’d by any pain- 
ful impreffions, as teething, 6c. prefcribe 
anodyn diluting remedies, nay narcotics, as 
the fyrrup or decoction of popies, or the 
theriaca, and we are fometimes obliged to 
have recourfe to the anodyn. tin@ture. If 
the irritation proceeds from worms, order 
ethiops mineral, mercurius dulcis, rhubarb, 
pulvis de tribus, &c. if it is caufed by aci- 
dity or acrimony in the firft organs of di- 
geftion the teftaceous' medicines with a little’ 
caftor added to them, are excellent. 

‘Ifthe epzlepfy be complete, and produced 
by idiopathic caufes, let the patient be thus 
treated in the fit. Order a {trong purgative 
glyfter of whey, or a decoction of linfeed, 
to which let be added, a proper quantity of 
univerfal purgative electuary, or of the tur- 
bid emetic wine. The former to children 
from fix to twenty months is given in glyfters 
to two drams, and much the fame dofe of 
the emetic wine. 
~ If the paroxy{m ftill continues, purge the 
patient, or what is better, give him a catharic 
emetic remedy, as the cathartic fyrup, of 
an infufion of rhubarb, with the foluble 
ftibiated tartar. Halfa grain of the emetic 

is 
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is a fufficient dofe for children before they are. 
two years old; to thofe of a more advanced. 
age, we give an intire grain. The common 
emetic in fome places, is fair water, in which 
is diflolved a large quantity of common falt, 
which, I own, acts pretty well, and incides 
the vifcid crudities of the ftomach; but it 
heats too much: therefore where you have 
an indication to attenuate and vomit at the 
fame time, as in thofe indigeftions which 
produce an epilepfy, &c. prefcribe the ipe- 
cacuanha, to five or fix grains, 

When the fit is over, order the antiepi- 
leptic remedies, which may be boiled in 
the infant’s ufual diet. The following pow-. 
ders may be exhibited in the child’s flum- 
mery, or other nourifhment, v7z. the powder 
againft the epilepfy and that of wild valerian, 
which is excellent, factitious cinnabar rather 
than that of the native fort, crocus metallo- 
rum, bezoar mineral, the powder of vipers,, 
that of worms, that of a wolf’s liver, amber, 
peony, mifeltoe of the oak, and human {eul. 


_- Thefe in general are given from ten to fifteen 


grains, feparately; but if combined, their 
dofe fhould be proportionally leffened. One 
or two grains of the cinnabar is equivalent 

to 
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to the above mentioned dofe of the other 
- powders. Thefe remedies may be continued 
occafionally two or three months. ‘The patient 
fhould ufe at the fame time, a ptifan of the 
following plants; as the roots of male-pe- 
ony two drams, of valeriam half a dram, 
mifeltoe of the oak one dram, farfaparilla 
and china root of each two drams. Any one 
of thefe plants in the above mentioned dofe 
is to boiled in a quart of water, and con- 
tinued as above. After the ufe of thefe Me- 
dicines, the patient fhould be purged again. 
If a new Infarction of the brain difcovers 
itfelf, and the blood is vifcid, after a due 
preparation by the general remedies, you 
may order more powerful aperitives, fuch as 
the flowers of mars to fix grains. Croc. 
mart. aperit. to feven or eight grains. mercur. 
dulc, to three or four grains. 

To thefe remedies may be added occa- 
fionally, troches of myrrh, the peruvian 
bark, the oil of guaiacum rectified, the chy- 
mical oil of rofemary, obferving to order the 
dofe proportionably to the child’s age, 
ftrength, and degree of the difeafe. 3 

Cephalic wines, and the fteam of cephalic 
detoctions received by the mouth and nofe, 
are 
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are ferviceable, as are alfo warm baths-and. 
{weating, A courfe of chalybeate waters is 
advifeable. A gentle falivation often fucceeds ; 

and ought therefore to be recommended, 

provided the intervals of the fits are neither 

fhort nor uncertain ; for fhould a paroxy{m 

happen in the idl of a falivation, ’twould. 
greatly hazard the patient’s life. <A dit 
charge at the mouth fhould be promoted, . 
either by a proper gargarifm, or by chewing 
a little pellitory of fpain, cloves, or the like, 

Flower of muftard feed, horfe-radith {crap- 
ed, and fome warm vinegar applied to the 
foles of the feet, is good, but care muft be 

taken that they inflame not the Part too 

much. If the child fucks, antifpafmodic 

medicines fhould be likewife given to its 

nurfe, either in broth, whey, ptifan, electu- 

aries, Sc. If thefe fail of fuccefs, the next 

- moft effectual method is an iffue in the neck, 

fetons alfo, or blifters may be applied either 

to the {calp, neck, or behind the ears. 

The idiopathic differences between an apo- 
plexy, paraplexy, carus, cataphora, elilepty, 
and fyncope, and the charactereftics of the 
pulfe in each difeafe may in fome meafure be 
aradie from what has been already faid. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP, XVII, 
Of the Cutn-Coucu. 


A J E come in the next place to the 
diforders of the breaft, of which 

none is peculiar to children, but this Cough ; 
the Greeks and Arabians make no men- 
tion of it. The Latin writers call it Tufiis, 
adding one or other of thefe epithets, 
Serina, perennis, convulfiva, fuffocativa, pu- 
ertlis, All catarrhs commonly affect only 
the head or neck, and are all, when epi- 
demic, called Chin-cough; though not al- 
ways of that nature, The Chin-cough has 
the following effential characteriftics ; in par- 
ticular, a continual: violent cough, the infant 
being almoft incapable to infpire, but. feems 
conftantly to expire. But when neceffity 
‘obliges him to infpire, it is cum fibzlo, cum 
ftertore, clangore. Though violent as this 
‘cough is, yet the patient expectorates nothing, 
-but at length may {pit up a little lymph of 
no bad quality, or may vomit. his milk, or 
other ailments, or a vifcid matter difengag’d 
from 
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from the ftomach. This cough commonly 
begins without fever ; but in fifteen or twenty 
days, it fupervenes; nay a phthifis, and 
fometimes death itfelf terminates the diforder, 

I know but two authors, who have faid 
any thing worth remark of this diforder, as 
Willis in his pharmaceutica; but he. ee 
its feat in the breaft. 

The fecond is Harvey, who nib 
nearer the truth, by placing its feat in the 
ftomach. As for my part, I may pofitively 
affirm, that it principally confifts in the in- 
flammation of the fuperior part of the larynx, - 
and pharynx, and more particularly of the 
latter, which is fometimes ulcerated with a 
_ conftriction of the glottis, as diffeCtions prove, 

Cavuszs. This inflammation of the 
pharynx, &c. 1. May depend on external 
caufes, as cold, and other viciffitudes of the 
weather. a 

2. On internal caufes, as indigeftions, 
which by the acrid exhalations and eructa- 
tions they emit, irrirate the above-mention- 
ed parts; fo that this caufe is more infallible 
than any other. As to cold, it does not pro- 
perly produce the chin-cough; for it may 
be efteemed only an auxiliary caufe; at moft — 

it 
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it would produce but an ordinary rheum: 
but here we meet with fomething more, as 
may be obferved in the effential character- 
iftics above fpecified. Befides, this cough 
happens in fair as well as in foul weather, 
in fummer as well as in winter ; confequent- 
ly it does not {pring from cold. Neverthe- 
lefs, there are fome modern phyficians, who 
take it for a diforder of the breaft: but if . 
the lungs be affected, this misfortune is 
xather the effect, than caufe of the diforder; 
for we find, that the lungs of infants who 
fuddenly die of this cough before it makes 
‘any great progrefs, are not in the leaft af- 
fected ; but when it continues a long time, 
the coughing and difficult refpiration, mutt 
-have fome effect on thefe organs, 

. From all this we may conclude, that the 
-genuine caufe of the diforder is in’the fto- 
-mach, and this confifts principally in the in- 
‘digeftions of that organ which produce acid 
eructations, and fometimes vomiting, where- 
‘by the pharynx.and the larynx are irritated, 
_ -as is alfo the glottis, which is thrown into 
-a-conftriGtion. From this irritation fprings 
“the inflammation and ulcers, whether difting: | 
yer confluent of thefe parts, the inflammation 

having | 
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having degenerated into fuppuration. The 
caufes of thefe indigeftions are the fuperflu- 
‘ous quantity, or peccant quality, of the: ail- 
ments, to which the cold may alfo contribute. 
Children are the more fubje&t to thefe in- 
digeftions by their irregular way: of living, 
‘eating without any rule or meafure, and:very 
frequently of hardly digeftible aliments; as 
‘crude and raw fruit, @c. wherefore they 
‘are to abftain from fuch, as alfo from’ a‘fu- 
perfluous quantity of milk, fummery, Ge. 
‘and avoid cold as much as poffible. | 
But it may be faid, that! the breaft feemis 
‘to be really affected in this cafe; otherwife, 
whence could proceed the obftinate cough? 
though the’breaft is not realy affected, ‘yet 
by the laws of {ympathy through the irrita- 
tion of the pharynx and larynx, the cough 
4s induced, as we fee all the organs of ire- 
{piration put into action by the fimple irri- 
tation of the pitituary membrane. “But as jit 
is caufed by no morbid matter in the lungs, 
the patient expectorates little-or nothing, at 
all. The cough is obftinate, becaufe the in- 
digeftions, &c. which produce it, are like- 
wife fo, nor are they eafily removed..,: The 
patient 4 is in ddnger of fuffocations at.every 
in{piration ; 
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infpiration ; becaufe, fince he expires almoft 
every inftant, he has occafion for a grea 
quantity of air, which endeavours to enter 
by the’ contracted glottis with precipitation 
and fuddenly ; for it is probable, that the 
fame caufe, which irritates the cefophagus, 
produces alfoa convulfive contraction in the 
glottis; becaufe we find, that by contracting 
the latter voluntarily when in good health, 
we may mimick thofe Dene who have 
the chin-cough. Vomiting. commonly attends 
this fpecies of cough, and why fhould it not, 
fince it attends ordinary coughs ? ‘This fymp- 
tom proceeds from the compreffion of the 
ftomach, by the abdominal mufcles; more- 
over it is affected by the diforder of the cefo- 
phagus, whereby its contraction is augmented. 
The humours thus difcharged, are mucilagi- 
nous and vifcid, or acrid, as the fmell and tafte 
perceived by the patient demonftrate, This is 7 
the effect of indigeftions and intenfe of heat 
of the ftomach, whereby the gaftric juice, and 
other liquors, are more Spundbntly fecerned 
and infpiflated, as we obferve in the hu- 
qnours of the eye, in confequence of an 
ophthalmy, or in the ftone of the bladder, 
whereby this organ is irritated, and inflam’d; 
whence the urine is fometimes mixed with 

1 
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a vilcid whitifh matter, like the. infpiffated 
white of an egg. Thefe fymptoms.at length 
degenerate into a fever. The lungs by de- 
grees begin to fuffer, and become weaker 
by the violence of the cough, . till they are at 
laft ulcerated, and the above fever degene- 
rates into one of the flow and phthifical kind, 
the pus being abforbed. Hence thefe pa- 
tients commonly dye by one or another of 
the following caufes, uzz. by a phthifis, or. 
gangrene of the pharynx or larynx. 
Diacnostics.. To hear the patient. 
cough, is fufficient to difcover the diforder. 
The caufe is alfo learned by what we have. 
faid above. If the lungs be affected, we. 
learn it from the nature of the fpittles, 
whether bloody or purulent, @c. The fymp- 
toms indicate the degree of the diforder. 
PR ocnostics. If this diforder be re- 
cularly treated in the beginning, it is flight, 
fee foon removed; but if it be ‘neglected, 


and the patient {till continues his irregu- 


larities, it may become mortal, through the 
contiderable alterations of the lungs, the flow 


fever, gangrene, &c. whilft in the begin-. 


ning, by a ftri&t regimen, which is the prin- 
cipal remedy, it may be removed, or at 


leaft 
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leaft by ftomachics, in conjunction with 
pectorals, : 

Curs. When the chin-cough is violent, 
we fhould have recourfe’ to bleeding ; for 
though the lungs are not inflamed, the 
cefophagus, &c. are. A child of eight or 
nine months old, may be blooded once ; if 
he exceeds two years, twice. In the next 
place, he fhould take an emetic, or the Ipe- 
cacuana, if the vifcid matter in his ftomach 
be abundant; nay, an infant of fix months 
may take thefe medicines without danger, 
on account of the redundance of vifcid hu- 
mours children commonly have in their 
ftomachs. Ipecacuana is a {pecific in thefe 
cafes, as well as in dyfenteries, where we fee 
by ocular demonttration, the effects of its 
atenuating quality in the exclufion of the mor- 
bid humour, after which the diforder ceafes, 
The third part of the common dofe is given 
inthe chin-cough. The foluble ftibiated tar- 
tar is exhibited to one-third of a grain to 
children who are not yet a year old. To thole 
who exceed this age, it may be given to 
one grain; but divided and diffolved in three 
different veffels, all of which, or only two 
are to be ufed, as the occafion requires. 
7 Li 2 With 
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With refpe to Ipecacuana, which we al- 
ready obferved, befides vomiting, altenuates 
powerfully, as the matter which was before 
vifcid and tenaceous, after its ufe becoming 
thin and ferous, evidently proves; it may be 
given to two, three, or four grains, to chil- 
dren under a year old; but to feven or eight 
to thofe above that age; though four may 
fometimes -terve, ah oportioning the dofe to 
the flate and fivength of the patient. After 
vomiting, the watient fhouid be purged with 
a purgative fyrup to which add, if necef- 
fary, an infufion of rhubarb, or fenna, which 
may alfo be ufed alone. Afterwards. order 
a {trict regimen, and exhibit remedies which 
_ promote a good digeftion, as ftomachics 
and abforbents, fuch as red coral prepar- 
ed, prepared crab’s eyes, chalk, or above 
all, the pulvis temperans of /2ba//. Of any 
of thefe, five or fix grains ina dofe may be 
ordered in the patient’s broth, pap, &e, 
They fhould be exhibited twice a. day, 
morning and evening, purging now and then, . 
If the abforbent powders’ are ineffeCtual, 
| you may have recourfe to ftomachics, and 
cfpecially the theriaca, to fifteen .grains, 
which calnis and ftrengthens at the fame 
; time. 
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time. Elixir proprietatis four drops, con- 
fection of hyacinth one fcruple, falt of worm- 
wood, powder againft the epilepfy, or pow- 
der. of vipers, and the water or tinéture of 
rhubarb may be given; nor {hould purgatives 
now and then prefcribed, be forgotten. If the 
violence of the cough ftill fubfitts, it thould 
be checked with narcotics. The theriaca for 
_ the above-mentioned reafons, is excellent, 
given from five to fifteen grains; the fyrup, 
of diacodium from one to two drams, and. 
the patient’s regimen fhould be fill very 
exact, by tick means the diforder is at 
length removed. 

As to pectorals, if the lungs be not as en 
affected, they fhould not be ufed ; for as thet 
are oleaginous and relaxing oe tie they 
confiderably prejudife the ftomach, whofe 
diforder we fhould always propofe to cor- 
rect in this cafe; but pectorals weaken it 
more, and augment Its indigeftions, A 6s 
if the phyfician is importuned to order 
them, he may in complaifance to the BOO 
women, prefcribe the moft temperate of 
this clafs, as white lohoc, or oil of fweet 
almonds made into a lohoc, with fyrrup — 
of marfh-mallows; decoction of turneps in 

| Oe eee broth 
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broth, prepared with calf’s lungs, or narbon 
honey, is alfo excellent. In the height of the’ 
paroxyfm, you may order your antiafthmatic 
remedies, or thofe ufed in convulfions, or the 
following, fyrrup of hedge-muftard, or that 
of hyfop. A decoction of figs, or equal parts 
of flowers of fulphur and fugar-candy reduced 
to a powder; or fyrup of apples, or the 
white lohoc, may be put. into every cup 
of the patient’s ptifan, &c. according as the 
occafion requires. But the principal remedy on 
which we fhould depend, is a ftrict regimen, — 
retrenching what was fuperfluous and indi- 
geftible, giving lefs panada, or pap, Gc. 
than before. If he does not digeft the breaft- 
milk well, let the nurfe be changed, and 
let him avoid all acid and acrid meats, &e. 
Before I put an end to this fubject, I can- — 
not pafs over in filence two famous {pecifics 
very: much in vogue, particularly in our owh 
country. : 
- The firftis made mention of, and recom- 
mended by Dr. Willis, as the moft effica- 
cious remiedy i in the chinc-ough, as he ex- 
perienced very frequently, in the courfe 
of his practice. It is the plant called cup- 
mofs ; and may be given in fubftance or pow- 
| der 
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der, with a little fugar-candy, to eighteen 
grains. Its abforbent juft like crabs-eyes, or 
any other teftacious fubftance. It may be 
alfo exhibited in a decoétion, broth, ptifan, 
or apozem; or thirdly, it may be made in- 
to a fyrup, by making a ftrong decoction 
of it, reducing the fame to the confiftence 
of a fyrup, with a fufficient quantity of 
fugar. It may be given in this form with- 
out danger, totwo drams, or half an ounce. 
- The fecond remedy recommended by Mr. 
Boyle, is much preferable, which is alfo ex- 
tolled by Mr. Rawly. Yet it is no infallible 
‘medicine in this cafe. It is the Juice of 
penny-royal exprefied, adding to each {poon- 
ful fome fugar-candy.

As to the nature. of, the. evacuations, a 
Diarrhea is of four fpecies...1. Stercoral, 

2, Celiac. 3. Lienteric. And, 4. Dy/enteric. 
~T, The Stercoral Diarrhea is that wherein 
the. feces have almoft the {ame confiftence, 
‘as ina natural: {tate ; but with fome-change 
in their other qualities. This change of the 
foeces is fourfold ; 1. argillacious, or of a 
erey or whitifh Bion 2. greenifh, almoft 
like leeks. 3. yellowifh, or bilious. and, A. 
vifcid, without any mixture. of blood. 

Il. The celiac Diarhea is that wherein 
the patient. difcharges by ftool, a milky, 
whitifth humour, which is nothing elfe buta 
-chyle which could not enter, the laCteals, » 

Itt. The. Lienteric. Diarrhea, is that 
whe rein the aliments are evacuated. juft as 
taken, almott without any. alteration ; itds 
perfect when the. aliments undergo no alte-

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IV. The Dyfentéric. Diarrhaa is that 
wherein’ a bloody vifcid matter is difcharged;

'As to the quality of the fymptoms of 
thefe fluxes in’ general, whence fome dif 
ferences may be deduced, they are, 1. with 
or without colic pains, &c. 2.:they are colli- 
quative, or not. ‘They are attended: with 
colliquation, when ‘inveterate, and when a 
flow fever fupervenes, or is the caufe of the 
flux, as in the phthifis, but not’ colliqua= 
tive, when there. is no. fever, as in the be- 
ginning, when the fever docs not produce 
them: 

Causes, The general caufes of thefe 
fluxes are, as we remarked. 1, the too fre- 
‘quent ‘evacuations of. the different fubftances 
contained in the inteftines. 2. their too great 
fluidity. | 

The caufes of the frequent evacuations are 
not, as the vulgar imagine, the too great te- 
laxations of the inteftines, &c. whereby they 
are incapable to retain their contents; and 
confequently let them flip out as faft as they

at 
a 
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prefent themfelves,. . This I own would 
have a plaufible foundation, if the inteftinal 
canal was ftrait and perpendicular, like a 
cylindriacl tube. But anotamy teaches ws 
the contrary ; for we find that the inteftines 
are varioufly folded, and complicated; fo 
that their contents fhould lodge the longer in 
them in confequence of their relaxation. Be- 
fides the foeces having a tendency to defcend 
by their proper weight, could never in this 
cafe do fo, for want of fiifficient force in the 
inteftines ; confequently this relaxation is chi- 
merical; wherefore we mutt feek for a more | 
adequate caufe of the frequent ftools, which 
T imagine confifts in the too ftrong and ac- 
celerated. contractions of the inteftines. This 
depends, 1. on the acrimony of their cons 
tents, whereby they are irritated, and thrown 
into this contraction, in conjunction with 
the fympathetic contraction of the ‘other 
organs. intended to exclude: the. foeces, &e, 
2. The too great fenfibiltity of thefe organs 
which has the fame effect, though the con- 
tents of the inteftines be as in the natural 
ftate. 3... The concurrence of both thefe 
caufes. Before we enter into a detail of 


thefe caufes, we fhall examine the nature of 
the 
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‘the foeces, chyle, &c. and enquire how they 
become fo acrimonious as to produce thefe 
fluxes. The fceces then are nothing elfe, 
but the remainder of the digefted aliments, 
which by their coarfenefs, could not enter . 
the lacteals, or to fpeak more diftinétly, they 
are’ the dregs of the digefted aliments, mix- 
ed with the excrementious parts of the bile, 
gaftric, pancreatic, and inteftinal juices. ‘The 
chyle, on the contrary, is the moft fluid 
elaborated part, and.if I may fay, the quin- 
teffence of all thefe, which enters the lacteals, 
quitting the above-mentioned remainder. 
Now the foeces may become acrid. 1. By 
the acrimony of the bile, pancreatic, gaftric, 
and inteftinal juices, and the degree of this 
acrimony, will be in proportion to that of 
the blood, whence thefe juices are fupplied. 
Thus in flow fevers, €?c. the foeces are acri- 
monious, becaufe the blood is fo. 2. The acri- 
mony of the foeces, &c. may be produced by 
indigeftions. 3. The two great fenfibility of 
the digeftive organs may depend on their in- 
tenfe heat or beginnging inflamation. This is 
the effect, 1. Of the acrimony of the indigeft- 
ed humours, &c, which by the conftrition it 

produces 
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produces in the inteftines, ftops or retards 
the courfe of the blood in thefe. organs, fo 
that the. effect of one fimple caufe of this 
flux; may in its turn, become.a._ real caufe 
of it. 2. The various viciffitudes of the airy 
as fudden and frequent changes from heat to 
cold; or the contrary ; whence‘our blood is 


as frequently rarified and condenfed, juft as 


it happens ih the liquor of a thermometer, 
which mounts and falls according to the de- 
grées of heat and cold.

if it be too delicate, they will be the more

though fhe be healthy, and found; yet, af -

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the infant will be immediately injured, be- 
caufe her milk is changed by thefe irregu- 
larities. Befides the pains, watchings, fever, 
&c. of the infant, will produce the fame 
effect. Thefe caufes are tranfitory. The moft 
common and permanent are, 1. Too new 
or recent breaft milk, which by its acefcent 
quality, and too great fluidity, difpofes the 
infant to this flux. 2. Too old milk, by its 
{piffitude and difficulty of digeftion, will 
produce the flux. 3. If the nurfe be pregnant, 
the fame effect will follow. The other 
caufes of indigeftions of weaned infants, par- 
ticularly are, 1. The too great quantity of 
aliments which they devour without any 
order or rule. 2. The.abufe of fweet, fugar- 
ed, Sc. meats. 3. Wine. 4. Fruits, Ge. 
__ In the next place we come to the: fecond 
of the general caufes, viz. The preternatural 
fluidity of the feeces. ‘The caufes of thisare, 
1. The exceflive fecretion of the pancreatic, 
inteftinal and other juices, in confequence 
of fome ftimulus in their organs. 2. The ac- 
celerated periftaltic motion of the inteftines, 
whereby the chyle is fo fpeedily propelled, 
that it has not time enough to enter, or be 
abforbed by the lacteal veficis, Betides the 
| | conitriciion 
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conftriction of the inteftinal fibres in this 
-cafe, has fo obftructed the orifices of the 
lacteal veins, that they can hardly abforb the 
chyle. The particular caufes of each of the 
preceding fluxes deferve our attention in the 
next place, wherefore, 

I. The ftercoral flux depends on bad di- 
geftions in the ftomach, and the want of a 
due mixture of the bile with the chyle in 
the duodenum, as we obferve in all ob- 
-ftruGtions of, the liver. In this cafe, the 
. feces will be greyith, argillacious, or whitith. 
Befides thefe caufes, the foeces are rendered 
whitifh in children by the breaft milk ;. 
and by a redundance of bile they will be — 
yellowifh. But if the irritation be intenfe 
enough to feparate the lining of -the guts, 
by their ftrong and repeated contractions, 
without rupturing any {mall veffel, the flux 
in this cafe will be vifcid or mucous. The 
fame thing may be faid of fome purgatives, 
which gripe and caufe pain, for they oe 
gage alfo the inteftinal mucus. 

IL. In the next place, an indigeftion, 
whence refults a vifcid chyle, which cannot 
confequently enter the lacteals; or the ex- 
ceffive acceleration of the pétihalde motion, 


whereby 
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hous the chyle is hurried off too fudden- 
ly ; or finally the obftruction of the mefen- 
teric glands, or latteal veins. All thefe will 
retain the chyle in the inteftins, and produce 
a celiac flux. 

III. If the pean aid said are fu- 
perficially inflamed, they precipitate the 
aliments before they can be digefted, whence 
a lientery will fupervene. ont 

IV. If the inteftins are inflamed, ulcerated, 
or excoriated, and fome blood veffels ruptur- 
ed, a dyfentery will happen ;. and we can 
judge of the confiftence, colour, &c. of the 
blood, fo as to determine whence it comes. 

If you want to know more of the theory 
and cure of thefe fluxes, fee them explained. 
in the diforders of the lower belly. 

DiacnostTics, The flux in general is 
foon difcovered by the frequent ftools, and 
their too great fluidity. The infpedction of 
the fceces will alfo inform you of the {pecies 
_ of the flux: whether they be colliquative or 
not, the prefence or abfence of a flow fever 
will demonftrate. 

Procnostics. The .Prognoftics in 
general are very bad, efpecially with regard 
to children ; ; and of the many affected with: 

as thefe » 
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thefe fluxes, few efcape, particularly in 
fouthern climates, where the humours are 
more exalted and acrid. But the prognoftic 
is various according to the particular circum- 
_ftances. For, 1. a recent is lefs dangerous 
than an inveterate flux. 2.‘ According to the 
{pecies, for a ftercoral is not fo dangerous as 
any other flux; and thofe of the colliqua- 
tive kind, are of all others the moft fatal. 
3. The fymptoms caufe fome variety:; for 
the fluxes which are attended with many and 
violent fymptoms, as lofs of tafte, eripings, 
&c. are more dangerous than fuch as have 
few and flight fymptoms. 4. According to 
the patient’s age, for thefe fluxes are more 
fatal in very young and tender fubjedts, than 
in fuch as are farther advanced, becaufe the 
former are lefs able to bear the weaknefs and 
other misfortunes which thefe fluxes bring 
on. 5. According to the nature of the een 
for a tranfitory caufe is lefs to be apprehended 
than a permanant one; thus worms, den- 
tition, crinones, €c. are lefs dangerous, than 
an inflammation, ulceration, @e. of Me 
ftomach or guts. , 

CURE. F ew medicines are emplojidl in 


thefe dilordats, both becaufe of the delicate 
conftitutions 
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conttitutions of children, and the repugnance 
they have to drugs ; fo that a proper regimen 
is the only thing a phyfician can depend on. 
I. Therefore a fuitable diet fhould be 
prefcribed. If the infant fucks, part of his 
milk fhould be retrenched, and its, quality 
carefully examined: if it be not good, the 
_ nurfe fhould be treated with proper remedies. 
If the child be weaned, he fhould abftain 
from his pap, flefh meat, &c. and muft be - 
confined to a little foupe, which fhould be 
very light, for meat foupes, fuch efpecially 
as are fat, are very fubject to putrifaction, 
wherefore fome pot-herbs fhould be boiled 
therein ; you may alfo add the yolk of an 
egg to the foupe, or fimple broth. 

II. After thefe remedies, you proceed to 
purgatives, or emetics ; the laft of which are - 
generally the moft efficacious: But they are 
to be ordered principally when the patient is 
inclined to vomit, and when his ftomach is 
over-charged. Purgatives are ufeful in the 
dyfentery, efpecially the Ipecacuana ; becaufe — 
it evacuates, and at the fame time attenuates 
the vifcid and mucous humours, It may be 

ordered from two to ten grains, according 
to the infant’s age, beginning always rather 


M | by 
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by an half, than a.full dofe; and if the firft 
~ does not operate, you may the more fafely _ 
- proceed to a ftronger; you may, order by 
the fame gradation and caution, the ftibiated 
tartar. Among the purgatives, rhubarb fhould 
be principally employed if the patient’s age 
can bear it. As thefe remedies are the moft 
efficacious in thefe fluxes, they fhould. be 
now and ithen repeated. 

Il], After purgatives, we are to order 
mild {tomachics, as the confections of alker- 
mes, that of hyacinth, .and the theriaca, .to 
* TOS e vor. eo vrais: 1 The two firft thould 
be exhibited in the morning, and the theri- 
acaat night, becaufe of the laudanum it con= 
tains, which difpofesthe patient to reft; or. 
the following {ftomachics may be employed 
as myrrh, or maftichs, to 3 or 4 grains, or. 
oriental faffron, which 1s anodyne and fon 
machic at the fame time. , 

IV. After the ftomachics, ahincben nts are pre- 
{cribed, as. are alfo aftringents, as crabbs eyes, 
or harts-horn, to eight grains twice a-day, 
Thefe abforbents may be combined with as" 
ftringents i in the form of bolufes, eleCtwaries, 
&e. with fyrup of myrrh, ox that of, quin-

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.-V, If all thefe remedies be full employ- 
edin vain, and the patient is very much eti+ 
ped, narcotics are to be prefcribed, milder 
or ftronger, according to the child’s age. 

As to bleeding, it is commonly ufelefs in 
thefe fluxes, But if the pains be very violent, 
it may be inftituted, drawing more or lef 
blood, according to the patients age, ftrength, 
' Finally, anodyne clyfters fhould be pre-

iF HESE are divided into ruptures vee 
Bt diflocation, and ruptures by congeftion, 
The former are ruptures properly fpeaking, 
and are produced either by the epiploon, or 


omentum, or the inteftines, or by both. The

firft {pecies or ruptures by diflocation, is two- 
fold, vzz. umbilical and inguinal ; which latter: 
is alfo two-fold, viz. annular and crural ; 
the former in the annuli or ringlets of the 
abdominal mufcels, the latter under the arch 
which they make by their aponeurofis in the 
eroin. The rupture by congeftion is called. 
Fydrocele sand mof€ commonly in the tunica 
vaginalis of the tefticles, this water is colle@t- 
’ ed. To thefe ruptures I fhall add an account. 
of the ani procidentia, or ‘falling down of the 


. anus. 


Thefe diforders have fuch an analogy 
with each other, that my explication of. pis 2 
fhall be very brief. 

I. ’Tis fafficiently certain, that there is a 
paflage in the navel for the umbilical veffels 
to entertain the circulation betwixt the -in- 
fant and. placenta. This aperture is com- . 
monly clofed foon after the infant’s birth ; 
but it fometimes remains dilated, and fo 
ealily yields, that feveral {pecies of ruptures _ 
ihay follow, all which are called in general 
Omphalocele ; but if the piploon alone forms 
the tumour, it is called Epiplo-omphalocele ; 
ifthe inteftins alone, Ente ero-omphalocele; if the 

inteftins 
ny 
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inteftins and Epiploon form the tumor, it is 
called Entero-epiplocele. 
Causes. We fhall now enquire into the - 
caufes which produce thefe ruptures, or rather 
inveftigate the caufes of the dilatation of the 
navel. Some children then have this rupture 
naturally through the largenefs of the um- 
bilical veffels, in confequence of which it can 
never be well clofed. Some have this dif- 
pofition accidentally, by the weak and bad 
ligature of the umbilical chord. Some alfo 
have their mufculi reéti {o far feparated, that 
the /inea alba is left without refiftance, par- 
ticularly about the navel, fo that the epiploon 
and inteftins eafily force it from its natural 
fituation. But thefe predifponent caufes are 
not fufficient to produce an Omphalocele, 
without the efficient caufes, among which 
may be reckoned particularly the infant’s 
cries, coughing, &c, which prefs the con- 
tents of the abdomen, and force them to 
incline where they find the leaft refiftance, 
Nay, if the efficient caufes be very intenfe, 
they may produce the diforder in adults, 
without the concurrence of any predifponent 

caufe, 
M 3 | Svicin, 
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Symptoms. The fymptoms of this 
{pecies of rupture are palpable ; for it begins 
with a {mall tumour gradually augmenting 
to the bulk of the fift, the fame caufe ftill 
fubfifting. Befides the tumour, the patient 
has alfo pain in the affected part, and more. 
frequently over all the abdomen, from the dif- 
traction of the parts with which the epiploon 
or inteftins are connected. If the tumour is 
ceaufed by the epiploon, the pain is. in the 
upper part of the abdomen ; if by the in- 


_ teftins, the pain is lower, from the diftraGtion __ 


of the mefentery, which is fituated lower 
than the epiploon. If the inteftins are pinch- _ 
ed in the paflage, the foeces are intercepted, 


and an iliac paflion fupervenes. If the e- _ 


piploon and inteftins are pinched together, 
_an inflammation and gangrene may follow. 
DiacGnostics. The diagnoftics of 
the rupture in general are rnanilfee | but the 
tupture produced by the epiploon, fhould 
be diftinguithed from that produced by the 
mteftins, in order to make a juft prognottic, 
Jf the tumour be foft and uneven, the e- 
piploon is the caufe ; but if it be harder and 
fmoother, it is produced by the inteftins. It 
is neverthele{s of more Importance to know 
if

if there be a ftrangulation. This is difcov- 
ered by the difficulty the furgeon finds of 
reducing the contents of the rupture ; for if | 
it. be jily. reduced, as it is commonly in 
children, the parts are not pinched. 

Procnostics, If the difplaced parts - 
are timely reduced and retained, the rupture 
is foon cured in children; for of ten, nine 
commonly efcape, becaufe the parts grow 
ftrong by age, and the dilation is filled up. 

- Cure. By raifing the patient’s thighs 
higher than his breaft, the tumour being 
held by the left hand, and gently reduced 
_by the right, the operation is foon performed 
in children. If the operator finds the re- 
duction more difficult, let him employ e- 
mollient fomentations, and then return to 
the operation as before. The parts being — 
reduced, the patient fhould keep his bed, if 
| potiible, for thirty or forty days; for this is 
more efficacious than the bandage; though 
the latter fhould be alfo employed; and let 
the button of the bandage be always larger 
than the paflage; otherwife it would be apt 
to enter it, and keep it always dilated. Be- 
fides thefe precautions, aftringent remedies 

fhould be employed, as the rupture plaifter 
M 4 : which | 
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which is ufeful in all ruptures; or makea 
cataplafm of the roots of comfrey, reduced 
to a foft pulp under hot afhes. There is no 
need of changing the former very often; but 
the latter fhould be changed every twelve 
hours. As to the deco@tions proper for this 
“Gndication, I fhall fpeak of them under the 
inguinal bernia, ‘The infant muft be hinder- 
ed by all means from crying, coughing, Gc.

Of the Hernia INCUINALIS and 
_ CRURALIS. 


N the hypogaftrium there are two parts, 
which are in particular weaker than any 
of the reft, vz. the annuli or ringlets, which 
-are chiefly formed by the obliquus magnus — 
of the abdomen, and the other formed by 
the aponeurofis of this mufcle, which is fup- 
ported at one fide by the offa pubis, and at 
the other by the offa ilia; fo that according 
to their height the uch is proportionally 
large. Under this, pafs the crural veffels, 
nerves, @c. Through the annuli, pafs the 
fper- 
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{permatic vefiels, the vafa deferentia, and the 
lymphatic veffels of the tefticles in men: 
but in women, the ligamenta rotunda of the 
uterus, @c. pafs through the fame annuli. 

Thefe pafiages, as well the annuli as the 
arch, are naturally filled up with their re- 
{pective veflels; but in fome, thefe paflages 
may be too wide, or the aponeurofis and 
other parts too weak; fo that they eafily 
yield to any confiderable impulfe, as by the 
compreffion of the lower belly in crying, 
laughing, €c. but more frequently in chil- 
dren than in adults, the reafon of which is 
fufficiently evident. 

The rupture through the annuli is called 
bubonocele, which is imperfect, when the 
impelled parts are ftill about the paflage; 
but perfect when they defcend into the 
{crotum. Both thefe fpecies receive various 
names from the nature of their contents. If. 
it be the epiploon, the rupture is called 
epiplocele ; if the inteftins, it is mamed enter- 
ocele ; or entero-epiplocele if both. 

_ Astothe hernia cruralis, it is fubject to hap- 
pen in the above-mentioned arch, when this 
1s too large, for the reafons already given, or 
when the aponeurofis is too weak; for here 
are 
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are no flefhy fibres. In thefe cafes, any 
compreffion almoft of the abdomen, will 
give rife to a rupture in this paflage. 
Symptoms. The fymptoms of both 
thefe ruptures are much the fame as in the 
preceeding cafe. A {mall tumour gradually 
augmenting, appears in the groin, annuli or” 
f{crotum ; a dull pain in the abdomen from 
the. diftration of its contents, and in the 
paflage from its preternatural dilatation. All 
thefe may happen with or without any 
ftrangulation of the inteftins. If the volume 
of the inteftins or epiploon be great, or the 
pafflage very narrow, they. will be pinched, or 
the feces will be intercepted, and a gangrene 
may enfue. ya 
Dracnosrics., The rupture sitet at 
the annuli, or crural arch, is immediately 
difcovered by the fight or touch; the other 
diagnoftics are the fame as in the parent 
ing Ke of rupture, 
Pee nostTics, This diforder is rately 
dangerous, if the inteftins be not pinched; 
but in this cafe, the illiac paffion, canes, 
and death may fupervene, 7 
Cure. In adults, the operation is re- 


quifite; but feldom or never in children, 
through 
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through the weak and yeilding texture of 
their folids. Therefore the rupture is to be 
reduced in both the prefent cafes, in the 
manner mentioned in the hbiernia umbilicalis. 
But if this cannot be done without difficulty, , 
let the tumour be fomented as in the above 
cafe; nay, if the refiftance be full great, the 
phyfician may order venefcetion, and an 
anodyne cataplafm to prevent inflammation. 
The parts being reduced, they are to be re- 
tained by a proper bandage. That common- 
ly intended for children is the Spica. But as 
it fhould be frequently renewed, being very 
- fabject to become dirty, fo fome prefer the 
ordinary bandage of. adults, which is fur-~ 
‘nifhed with a kind of ball or button, to 
comprefs and ftrengthen the paflage: but 
this is fit only for children who walk, and 
are pretty old. Befides thefe precautions, 
the child fhould keep his bed for forty days, 


nor fhould he cry, leap, &c. To the rupture 


may be alfo applied the plaifter againft the 
rupture, or the above-mentioned cataplafin 
of comfrey. The patient fhould alfo take 
fome aftringent ftrengthening remedies in- 
ternally, asa glafs of the decoction of rupture 
- wort, or folomon’ s feal, or two ounces of 
their 
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their juices, to which add a little fugar or 
fyrup. Six ounces of their decoction may 
be exhibited. 

_ The powders of thefe aftringents may be 
alfo exhibited, or the powder of tormentill 
root, all which are gentle aftringents. Thefe 
are given in the patient’s foup, broth, pap, 

~ &c. But a remedy which is much more 
efficacious than all thefe, and which has 
done miracles in this cafe, is, dulcified {pirit 
of falt, given in the patient’s ptifan, till it is 
> gratefully acid, or to five drops only to 

younger children, Another celebrated {peci- 
fic in this diforder, and which is met with in 
the works of moft modern French phyficians, - 
isthe remedy of the prior of Cabriaire, with. 
which he is faid to have cured vaft numbers 
of ruptures; but thefe great effects are, I be- 
lieve chymerical, and the fame of his re- 
medy is rather owing to the ignorance of 
thofe who ufed it, than to its real efficacy ; 
for in the provinces of France where this 
is moftly in efteem, every patient ftrives to 
conceal this imperfection, under the colour 
of an effectual cure; for fear of miffing a 
good wife or hufband. ) 


CHE 
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Of the Rupture by congeftion, or of the 
HYDROCELE. , 


T HIS is a watery tumour moft com- 

monly feated in the {crotum, or be- 
twixt this and the tefticles, but is no genu- 
ine rupture. The only tumour of this kind, 
which merits the name of an hernia, is a 
collection of water in the tunica vaginalis of . 
the tefticles. In order to explain this tu- 
mour, it will be neceflary to give a fhort 
defcription of thefe parts. The tunica vagi- 
nalis then is naturally very fmooth on its in- 
ternal furface, nor does it adhere to the 
tefticles but onits pofterior part, or on the 
epididymides or paraftate; but it gently 
touches on the furface of the tefticles in all 
its other parts; fo that it may be compared 
to the pleura with regard to the lungs. Be- 
twixt this and the tefticles, or their proper 
coat, is fecerned a fmall quantity of ferum, 
which is intended to lubricate them, and fa- 
cilitate their motion; but this ferum in the 

: * natural 
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natural ftate is abforbed in the fame propor- 
tion in which it is fecerned. In this cafe, on the 
contrary, it is more abundantly fecerned than - 
abforbed; asalfo in the pueumatocele. Hence 
this ferum is collected by degrees, till it forms 
a fenfible tumour; fo that the caufes of the 
diforder are all fuch circumftances as hinder 
the abforption of this ferum, and thefe are 
various ; as, 1. A bandage which compreffes 
the {permatic veflels, fo that the return’ of 
the lymph of the tefticles is impeded, 
2. Obftructions in the glands of the groin, 
or in thofe which are placed about the 
fpermatic veflels ; whereby thefe. are com 
prefied, or the paflage of the lymph through 
thefe lands obftructed, 3. The varices of 
» the veins in the corpus pampiniforme, which, 
is compofed of many complications of the 
{permatic veins... Thefe varices happen — 
through the weaknefs of thefe veffels, and — 


hanging down of the tefticles by therelax, _— 


ation, or inactivity of the mufculus cremafter, 
or by the conftant cries of the infant, where= 
_ by theabdomen is continually comprefled.. 
Symptoms. No fymptom is more'res | 
markable or worth our notice in this dif 
order, than the tumour of the fcrotum, 
ees which 
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which continually augments, particularly in 
the anterior and inferior part of the tunica 
vaginalis, for it’s adhefion to the ‘nofterior 
part of the tefticle, hinders the: growth of | 
the tumour in that place. 

DiacwnostTics. An hedancle pele ly 
difcovered by the fight and touch. It is 
diftinguithed from a pneumatocele. by. its, 
freedom from pain and weight ; for the latter 
_ tumour is light and elaftic. 

ProGnNostTics. ‘This diforder is not, 
only dangerous, but commonly incurable,, 
in. adults, in whom nothing but the opera- 
tion, or an incifion of the fcrotum and tu-. 
nica vaginalis, in all its length, is of any. 
fervice: that by this means, the fuppuration 
of thofe parts may be excited, and the ad- 
hefion of the tunica vaginalis to the proper 
coat of the tefticle. procured, whereby other 
collections of ferum betwixt both may be 
prevented. But in children, this is not ne- 
ceflary: for more gentle methods will re- 
move their hydrocele. For this end, let 
them be purged with fome brifk cathartics, 
as cornachins powder, or that of jalap, if the 
' patient’sage can bear them: if not, letit be 
dane with the purgative fyrup. .Then let 

him 
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him drink of the decoction of china, which 
will prove a gentle diuretic. In the next 
place, the tefticles fhould be corroborated 
by external applications, with difcutients in 
the beginning, gradually afcending to aftrin- 
gents, wherefore begin with camphorated 
aqua vite, with an addition of lime-water, 
or fal, ammoniac. In thefe you may dip a 
linen cloth, and apply it to the affeéted part 
or rather foment the part with the fame by 
the help of a fponge. For want of thefe re- 
medics, you may employ the following re- 
folvents, viz. Chamomile, rue, €c. which 
you may boil in brandy, or wine, and fo- 
ment the tefticles therewith. : 
If the preceding remedies are ineffectual, 
order aftringents, as red-wine, in which you 
boil red rofes, flowers of mallows, or balau- 
{tines, &c. A cataplafm may be alfo made of 
refolutive fubftances boiled in red wine, to 
which you add oxymel two ounces, to every. 
cataplafm ; or it may be made of bran boiled 
in the above aftringment decoction; thus 
you combine your refolutives and aftring- 
ments together. ‘Thefe are commonly fuffi- 
cient, along with the patient’s age, which as. 
it advances, acai his Body. But if the 
tumour 
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tumour ftill fubfifts, no other refource re- 
mains, but the punction, which is perform- 
ed with the lancette in children, and with 
the trocar in adults. By the help of the 
former fuppuration, and the adhefion of the 
tunica vaginalis to the proper coat of the 
tefticles are procured. When the wound 1s 
once cicatrized, make ufe once more of the 
aftringent decoctions to ftrengthen the part, 
and put an endto the cure.

Of the Ant PRocIDENTIA; or, falling 
down of the ANUS. 


oF HE anus fometimes falls down to four, 
and fometimes to twelve inches in 
length. The good women fay, that fo much 
of the whole inteftin falls out. But repeated 
obfervations prove, that the internal coat 
only of the rectum, is loft. Anatomical 
diffections prove, that this coat is much long- 
er than the reft; nay, that it is three times 
longer than the other coats of the intef- 
tins; for it is full of folds or convolutions, 
and loofely adhering to the flefhy coat, be- 
| N ing 
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ing connected to it only by fome veffels, and 
a few nervous and carnous fibres: fo that it 
moves on‘ the flefhy coat, almoft like the 
fkin on the penis. This being certain, it is 
manifeft, that this coat may fall down; if, 
1. It be too lax. 2. If a propuliive caufe 
acts upon it; for it is relaxed by all fluxes, 
as diarrheas, dyfenteries, @c. through the 
ereat quantity of ferum which in them is 
difcharged. In the fame diforders we alfo 
difcover the-propulfive caufe by the frequent 
efforts the patient makes in going to ftool, 
which is alfo obfervable in the tenefmus. 
Infants are the more fubjeé to this pro~ 
- japfus ani, in proportion as they are more or 
lefs affliGted with fluxes, efpecially fuch chil- 
dren as are of a weak lax habit of bady, and 
fuch as have the internal coat of the retum 
very thick, long, and full of folds. For 
thefe reafons, fome children are fo very fub- 
ject to this diforder, that by the leaft affort, 
the inteftin appears; whilft others, by much ; 
ftronger efforts are never affected with it. 
Symptoms. As to the fymptoms of 
the prolapfus ani, they are very few, efpecially 
if the inteftin be fpeedily reduced, which is 
done with great eafe, But if it remains too 
long 
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long out.of its place, the blood may ftag- 
nate in it through the interception of circu- 
lation ; and an inflammation and gangrene 

may happen. _Befides the inteftin is diffi- 
culty reduced, if it remainsin that ftate for 
a confiderable time. 

DiacGwnosTics, Thefe figns are ma- 
nifeft ; for all the good-women will {pare 
the phyfician the pains of learning the pre- 
fence of the diforder, by his own infpection 
or touch. 

Procnostics. The-prolapfus ani is 
rarely dangerous, fince it is commonly re- 
moved without remedies. But if by delay 
the inteftin be ftill expofed, and becomes 
inflamed, f{cirrhous, &c. the diforder is ve- 
ry dangerous. I fhall {peak only of the cure 
of the former cafe, omitting thefe of the lat- 
ter, or inflammed, or feirthous difpofition 
of the inteftin. 

Cure. I. The caufes of the prolapfus 
ani fhould be removed, viz. the tenefmus, 
diarrhea or dyfentery, &c. nor fhould pur- 
gatives be exhibited, if they may be poffi- 
bly avoided; for they augment the diforder, 
for the fame reafons, that the tenefinus, &c. 
do, or if purgatives are abfolutely pecstlas Ys 
let them be very rarely ufed, 

Ni 2 I]. 
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II. A.et the inteftine be fomented with 
warm red wine very frequently, in order to 
prevent inflammation and gangrene : then 
the inteftine is to be replaced, and the pa- 
tient fhould be hindered from making any 
great efforts at ftocl ; nor fhould he fit over 
a clofe-ftool ; or deforaies chair; becaufe 
they contribute to prefs out the inteftin. If 
a more vulnerary fomentation than the for- 
mer be pectin it may be made of a de- 
coétion of St. John’s wort, or Jerufalem oak. 
Then you may proceed to aftringents when 
the part is reduced; fuch area decoction of 
balauftines, cyprefs-nuts, galls, fanders and 
red rofes, boiled in red wine, or forge-wa- 
ter; in which comprefies may be dipt, and 
applied to the fundament, in order to for- 
tify the fphincter ani, and procure a radical 
cure. ‘The fame things may be alfo con- 
reyed into the rectum, to ftrengthen its 
tone; or a fuppofitory may be made of 
powder of balauftines, or red rofes, or the 
other aftringents abovementioned, with ho- 

ney; Ge, ha, ak, te 
Whilft thefe are applied externally, the 
patient may drink of the decoétion of rup- 
ture-wort; or what is more > fpecitfic and 
more 
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more in vogue for its gentle aftringence in 
this cafe, isa decoction of brunella. | 
Thus the «diforder is generally cured: 
but if it exceeds a fimple prolapfus, by the 
inflammation, @&c. which. affect the fallen 
inteftin, you are to order an anodyne cata- 
plafm, as one made of crumbs of bread, 
and from thence gradually proceed to the 
crumbs of bread, boiled in red wine, the 
patient keeping his bed for forty days. If 
the part be in. danger of a gangrene, let it 
be {carified, and the antifeptic remedies em- 
ployed. .If the mortification {till fpreads, 
the internal coat of the rectum fhould be 
cut off; for the operation has been often 
performed in fuch cafes with great fuccefs : 
then throw up fome aftringent injections, 


Se. 
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Of Worms, 
W ORMS are more frequently ob- 


ferved in infants, than in adults ; 
confequently they may be accounted among 

the diforders of the former, 
N 3 vi Our 
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Our knowledge, I own, 1s very much 
confined, with refpe& to the phyfi- 
cal caufes of the generation of worms, 
and all other animals: but what. regards 
the practice of medicine. in thefe cafes is 
pretty certain. neal 

One of the moft undoubted circumftances, . 
and which 1s attefted by feveral of the beft 
obfervations, is, that thefe worms are: of 
four fpecies; 1. round and long worms 3 
2. round and: fhort ones ; 3.:long and flat 
worms; 4. flat and fhort ones.. The firft 
are whitith, and like earth-worms; whence 
they are alfo called /umbrzcz : they are fold- 
ed, and commonly obferved inthe inteftins, 
and fometimes in the ftomach. ‘The fecond _ 
fpecies are called afcarides, which lodge in — 
the folds of the rectum : they are very like 
the worms engendred in cheefe,. and. other 
putrefied fubftances. The third fpecies of 
worms is called tenia, or vermes fafciarit, 
from their likenefs to a ribbon. They are 
fometimes half a yard long, and feem.ta 
be compofed of many. fections: but they 
are not to be confounded with the vermes 
folitarii, of which iramediately. The te- 
nia is very rarely obferved in men, but fre- 

: ~ quently 
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quently in dogs, &c.. The fourth fpecies 
are called cucurbitini: they are fhort, flat, 
and are frequently difcharged. They have a 
very particular conformation of their body ; 
for at one fide they have four crochets, and 
at the other they have four fmall cavities, 
correfponding to the crochets; fo that they 
feize a worm at one fide, and are grapled 
by another on the oppofite fide. For thefe 
reafons we fometimes obferve above three 
hundred of thefe worms to form one con- 
tinued chain, which feems to be only one 
worm, of perhaps ten feet in length ; whence 
it has been called by fome authors vermis 
folitarius, whilft it 1s compofed of many 
cucurbitini, each of which lives by its pro- 
per life, otherwife, four or five feet of the 
whole being extracted, as fome have ob- 
ferved, the remainder fhould have perithed. 
But obfervations prove the contrary. Va- 
Uifneri has wrote one of the beft treatifes, I 
know, of worms, where we find this com- 
pofition of the cucurbitini, afferted and pro- 
ved by feveral experiments. From what we 
have faid of this laft fpecies of worms, will 
plainly appear, why the head and tail of this 
vermis folitarius were never obferved, though 

N 4 it 
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it really has fuch, fince it. is compofed of 
cucurbitint, each of which. has thefe parts. 
I do not choofe to give the name of vermis, 
folitarius to this compofition of cucurbitini, 
though it feems to have the requifite length 
of fuch a worm; and if there be a genuine 
one, it isto be met with only in the fith 
called a tench, or in dogs; but never in 
men. A very difficult queftion prefents it- 
felf here, vzz. why many cucurbitini are 
inclofed in a kind of bag or purfe, and ex- 
cluded in that manner from the body ; and 
how this bag is formed. As to the bag, I 
imagine it is formed of vifcid muciaginous 
matter, ejected by the worms, and in which 
they wallow, fo that they are at laft furround- 
ed with it. Thatit is rather a mucilaginous 
infpiffated matter, reduced ta this formand 
confiftence, than a true membrane, feems 
to be proved by its texture, in which not 
one fibre is obferved, M. Valifneri is of 
opinion, that this bag is ingendred along with 
the worms : but this is uncertain. | 
Causes, The antients attributed the 
origin of worms to putrefaction ; but we 
may confidently affirm with the moderns, . 
that all animals are produced from eggs ; and 
that 
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that in ‘the eggs, as in miniature, are con- 
tained their forms; nor has corruption, fer- 
mentation, &c. any power in their pro- 
duction: but a more exquifite mechanifm 1, 
employed in their formation ; for we may 
as well fay with the Epicureans, that the 
fortuitous concourfe of atoms has created 
the world, as that thefe animals are produced 
by putrefaction, &c. Therefore nothing. lefs 
than infinite wifdom has been employed in 
their creation. : 

_. We are in the. next place to. obferve, that 
the eggs whence thefe animals {pring, pro- 
ceed likewife from worms.of the fame kind, 
by the males of which they were alfo - fe- 
cundated. .The fame thing may bealfo un- 
derftood of all other infects; and the fame 
idea may be formed of the generation of all 
animals, But whence {pring thefe eggs in 
the human body ? ‘This isa difficulty which 
I don’t pretend to explain; only it is to be 
obferved, that fomeanimals, as the prefent, 
are engendred worms, and always retain 
that form; others, on the contrary, are 
worms at their generation ; but afterwards 
‘become volatils, as the butter-fy, ordinary 

flies, &e, 

| As 
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As to the other particulars which reé- 
gard their generation, as why they fhould, be 
of various {pecies, as /umbricz, afcarides. &ex 
their origin in the human body, &c. I can 
tell you nothing certain of the matter. But 
what we have faid of their theory, will be 
fufficient for the purpofes of practice. 

In order to know what remedies will be 
ufeful, and how they fhould aé& in this dif- 
order, it will be neceflary to obferve, that 
for the generation of worms, are neceflary, 
1. heat; 2. a mort place; 3. that this hu- 
midity be {weet or infipid, mucilaginous or 
vifcid, but not acrid. Where we, there- 
fore, meet with thefe three conditions, the 
fubje@ will be very proper for the genes 
tation of worms. The firft and fecond 
conditions need no explication, and they 
are to be met with in all fubjects. But the 
_ third feems to make this diforder peculiar 

to children, in whom this condition is rarely 
wanting, through the balfamic and infipid 
nature of all their humours, and their indi- 
geftions, which are commonly of the fame 
quality, or, as I may fay, acefcent. This 
difpofition is alfo induced by the abufe of 
fweet, mellow, and ripe fruit, as apricots, 


figs, 
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figs, prunes, melons, cucumbers, Ge. all 
which yield a mucilaginous matter. ‘The 
fame thing may be faid of fugar, and all 
things’ feafoned therewith ;. as allo much, 
milk, chefnuts, a.fweet bile, Gc. All thefe 
caufes will have more fenfible effets on 
‘phlegmatic, bloated conftitutions, fuch as 
are fat, have white hair, a very white and 
tender fkin, than on fuch children as have 
black hair, are of a red and frefh com- 
plexion, ‘of a hot and robuft conftitution, 
&c, Infants, therefore, are more fubject 
to worms than adults, 1: becaufe their bile 
is lefs acrid ; 2. becaufe all their indigefti- 
ons are {weet and infipid, or at moft: acef- 
cent, as they eat too much; but in adults 
all their indigeftions are more or lefS acrid: 
3. Infants eat more of fweet, fugar’d, and 
mucilaginous meats, and drink little wine, 
which is really ananthelmenthic, wherefore 
adults, who drink more plentifully of it 
than children, fuffer lefs by worms. From 
the foregoing explication we may alfo infer, 

that all women and girls are more difpofed 
_ to engender worms, than men and boys. 

Symptoms. I. Acid, or rather acef- 
cent erudtations, whereby the very nurfes 
| com- 
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commonly difcover worms. Thefe are pro- 
duced by the indigeftions of the patient. 

II. ‘Naufeas and loathing, from the re- 
laxation of the ftomach, and the sete 
imatter whereby it is lined. » 

II. By the acefcent ‘eructations or. va- 
pours, the pituitory membrane is irritated, 
whence {pring itching of the nofe, and fome- 
times {neezing. 

IV. Copious {pitting, ce the irritation 
of the mouth by the fame exhalations. 

_ V. The patient eats, drinks, and refts 
very hitle; his afpect is mournful, and his 
eyes funk in his head. | 

VI. A dry cough from the: irritation * ) 
the larynx, by the vapours afcending feng the 
ftomach. : | 

VII, Frequent. yawning, from the Ladaot 
and {piffitude of the blood through the indi- 
geftions, whence it {tagnates the more eafily 
in the lungs: therefore this fymptom happens 
by fympathy, and is intended, by nature to 
move the ftagnant humours, 9013 
_ VILL. Hiccups, from the irritation ‘of the 
fuperior orifice of the ftomach. : 

IX. By the contraction of the inteftinal 

fibres, 
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fibres, is produced a hard {welling of the ab- 
domen. 

» XX, A train of eke fymptoms appears, 
as agitation, watchings, confumption, and 
diarrhea, through the indigeftions, the irri- 
tation of the inteftins, and the acceleration 
of their periftaltic motion ; whence the ill- 
concocted feces are precipitated. Hence al- 
fo {pring convulfions, or convulfive motions, 
with a fhivering of the teeth, and this very 
frequently during the patient’s fleep, through, 
the fympathetic convulfion of the lower jaw. 
Finally, an irregular erratic fever fupervenes, 
attended with cold and hot fits: this {prings 
from the indigeftions and irritations ca ufed 
by the worms. 

Driacnostics. 1. The exiftence of 
the diforder fhould be learned. 2. The 
{pecies of worms, particularly the luméricz 
and afcarides ; the fenia and cucurbitini be- 
ing very rarely met with in children. 

I. We have reafon to fufpect the exiftence 
‘of the worms in general, if the patient is 
.accuftomed to void any of them; if he be 
pale, of a delicate complexion, and exer- 
.cifes. little, @&c. on the contrary, we have 
no reafon to fufpect worms if the patient be 


{trong, 
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ftrong, has black hair, a frefh colour, and , 
excrcifes much; for all thefe denote the a- 
crimony of his humours, which will har- 
bour no fuch infects. In the next place, 
if the patient eats much of {weet-meats, and 
the other things above-mentioned, we have 
reafon to think he has worms. But the 
fymptoms which more immediately denote 
their exiftence, are itching of the nofe, 
naufea, belching, &c. whereby the women 
alfo. know the diforder. This being once 
difcovered, the {pecies of the worms fhould 
be in the next place learned. If they be 
ajfcarides, the patient feels troublefome fen- 
{ations about the fundament, tenefums, @&e. 
but the: fenfations are higher if they be /um- 
brici, and all the fymptoms before-mention- 
ed appear, few or none of which are caufed 
by the afcarzdes. 
Procnostics. Indigeftions produce 
feveral bad fymptoms in this diforder, befides 
theie occafioned by the worms, fo that the 
difeafe in general is troublefome: But it is 
not equally fo in all its fpecies. The A/cari- 
des are not fo troublefome as the Lumbrici ; 
and thefe are ftill more fo, if they be nu- 
merous. The colour of the laft caufes alfo 
| fome 
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-fome variety; for, whitith lubrici denote the 
mildnefs of the humours and worms ; though 
this colour is owing very frequently to their 
death. If they be on the contrary, grey, 
of a violet-colour, or black, it denotes their 
malignity; yet we are not to depend very 
much on this fign. Worms are alfo more or 
lefs dangerous from the paflages they take; 
if by the anus, little is to be apprehended ; 
but very much, if they afcend by the fto- 
mach into the cefophagus; for feveral have 
. perifhed by this means, the worms having 
entered the trachea arteria, and if this does 
not happen, they enter the cavity of the 
nofe. ‘The diforder is likewife of bad-con- 
fequence, if convulfions, epilepfy, Gc. fu- 
Ramer: 

Cure. The phyficians firft’ intention 
fhould be to difcharge the fruit, confections, 
boiled meat, &c. in which the infant trefpaff- 
ed before. Let him be fed only with light 
_ broths, foup made up with oil; for this is 
not fubject to -putrefaction, panada, Gc. 
The nurfes dict fhould be alfo much the 
fame. The infant fhould be then purged, 
more or lefs brifkly, according to his aM 
ever nothing is to be apprehended here 

from 
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from the action of a brifk Remedy, through. 
the verminous or mucilaginous matter con- 
tained in the prime vie. Let his medicines 
be bitter, {uch as powder. of aloes five grains, 
or the hiera-pica; but this is too unpallatable: 
Wherefore it fhould be correéted with fome 
other things, or fubflitute in its place, fyrup 
of peach flowers, with an infufion of fenna 
or rhubarb, adding, if neceffary, fome few. 
grains of aloes, or drops of hiera-picra. 
In the next place, you may proceed to the 
following remedies, which I have digefted 
into clafles. You are to begin with the mild- 
eft, as ufual,. ftill afcending to the more 
powerful, for all are not requifite 3. where- 
fore a choice fhould be made among them. 
I. Mercurial preparations, which, are the 
moft efficacious anthelmenthics; fuch are 2- 
thiops mineral, cinnabar, panacia mercuri- 
alis, mercurius dulcis, mercurial water, and 
mercury extinguifhed with fugar by tritu- 
‘ration. This laft is given from three to 
eight grains, according to the child’s age, in 
his panada foupe, Gc. The mercurius dul- 
cis is given in various dofes, and is extreme- 
ly efiicacious in worms, for it kills thefe by 
the mercury, and purges, irritates, &c.. by 
its 
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its falts. To thefe who fuck it is given to 
3 Or 4 grains; to weaned children to 6. 
‘The zthiop’s mineral and panacea, are or- 
dered for fuch children to 12 grains ;» but 
in a fmaller dofe to younger patients. ‘The 
mercurial water is ordered in very large 
quantities, being lefs active than any of the 
other remedies here mentioned. ‘Thefe pre- 
parations in general are fuch powerful an- 
thelminthics, that it has been frequently ob- 
ferved, that they kill live worms out of the 
human body in a minute. 

II. ‘This clafs comprehends bitters, which 
are anthelminthics, inafmuch as they are 
contrary to the infipid {weet humour where- 
in the worms lodge ; for they correc this 
quality, and attenuate the fpiflitude of thefe 
humours at the fame time: fuch are, con- 
trayerva-feeds, worm-feeds, aloes, rhubarb, 
worm-wood, centaury, tanfey, and _hiera 
picra. ‘Thefe are ordered in fubftance or 
decoctions, to 18 grains. The powder is 
given with fugar: the aloes and rhubarb are 
given in a much {maller dofe than the ret, 
to 8 grains only to grown children. The 
decoction of the above plants may be taken, 
to two ounces ata time. As to the hiera

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picra, it is hardly ordered for children un- 
der five years old; and. then it fhould be 


‘mixed with fome proper fyrups to’ correct.

III. Acids which are acrid in a mode- 
rate degree, not inclining to a fweetnefs,

Petro- 
leum is alfo ordered to a few drops, three 
for inftance; but it is too corrofive to be 
ventured on, at leaft alone ; fo that if it be 
ufed, let it be with fome gentle oil, as that 
of {weet-almonds, ©&c. This oil and the 
petroleum both together, may, be alfo, com- 
bined with the above acids and fyrups, Af

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‘ter the mercurials, I efteem thefe’ the moft 
Lawes anthelminthics. 

‘To thefe fpécific anthelminthics, may be 
Pert ‘@ variety of other remedies, recom- 
mended by feveral authors. Thefe.are, 1. 
Corallin, a fea mofs, or kind of plant ; it is 
bitter and abforbent, and may be exhibited 
in powder, to half a {cruple or one fcrupie. 
It may ‘be alfo added to the oily potions a- 
bovementioned. 2. Prepared harts-horn, ot 
the fhavings of harts-horn, in proper de- 
coctions, 3. Worms reduced to powdet 
are celebrated as a great fpecific by fome, 
but others fay this powder engenders worms, 
However, I would not recommend this re- 
medy. ‘The following waters are much in 
efteem for this purpofe, uz, the water of 
purflain, that of fuccory, that of wood- 
forrel, that of-germainder, that of lemon | 
juice, and that of dogs-grafs. The powder 
of harts-horn, or of corallin, may be added 
to thefe waters, or made into bolufes, lo- 
zenges, &¢c. Finally, garlic and fcordium 
are highly recommended; the former is an 
excellent remedy, and tate) in ufe among 


country people; the latter is alfo good, for

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it approaches very much to the qualities of 
the former by its fell, @c. ie 
Befides all the foregoing remedies em- 
ployed to kill worms, clyfters likewife are 
to be injected : thefe are of two forts, inthe 
beginning fweet ones are ufed, to attract the 
worms.into the rectum, They are made of 
milk, or a decoction of febeftens, fat. figs, 
and currants, with the addition of fugar- 
catidy, honey, Gc. After the ufe of: thefe, 
bitter clyfters are thrown up, as decoction 
of worm-wood, with an addition of hiera 
picra, or two drams of aloes; for thefe kill 
the worms, and I like very much this prac- 
tice : but you are to depend more upon the ~ 
mercurials, efpecially the mercurius dulcis.

* OW we come to the univerfal | difor- 
ders of children, which are the fcro- 
phula, rickets and marafmus. As to the 
tcrophule, they are tumours of the conglo- 
bate lymphatic glands of moft parts of the 
body. 
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body. They become larger and harder 
than before ; yet they are not fcirrhous, and 
-all'this without any fenfible change in the 
fkin, without rednefs, pain, or heat: As 
this diforder is in the lymphatic glands, the 
peccancy of thé lymph muft have given rife 
to it. They are very manifeft in the neck, 
arm-pits, groins, all the articulations, in the 
centre particularly of the mefentery, or pan- 
creas afellii, in the lungs, brain, efpecially in 
the plexus choroidezus ; yet all the glands of 
each of the mentioned parts are not obftru€t- 
ed at the fame time, but by degrees; fo that 
fome ate very fmall, whilft others, which 
were firft obftruéted, are of a confiderable 
volume, the whole refembling a bunch of 
grapes, From the bulk of 2 pepper-corn 
they: ‘fometimes grow to the bignefs of a 
pidgeon’segg. Ifthe diforder be malignant, 
the bones become very often carious. 

DirFreRENCcES, ‘The fcrophule are di- 
ftinguifhed, 1. into external and internal.

“with its particular membrane, and the whole 
with a géheral one, almoft like the lungs, 
and particularly the thymus. :The lymph 
is conveyed to thefe organs by many {mall 
veffels, to which the glands ferve as fo many 
flages, or organs of conveyances, from which 
the lymph is exported by larger trunks. Rud- 
bekius and Bartholinus were the difcoverers of 
thefe veffels and organs ; for the blood-vefiels 
only, and thefe of the animal fpirits, were 
obferved before. The arterial extreriities 
degenerate into lymphatics, and fecern this 
lymph, which is brought back into thé 
mafs of blood by lymphatic veins. - Thus 
the lymph that is fecerned in the extremity 
of the foot, and about the heel, is depofited 
in the glands of thofe parts; whence larger, 
but fewer, lymphatic trunks-rife, and con- 
vey the fame lympth to the knee, the num- 
ber of the excretory lymphatics ftill de- 
creafing, but their diameters augmenting in 
- proportion, till they. arrive at the glands of 
the groin. Thence the lymph is brought 
by the fame mechanifm to the mefentery, 
receptaculum Pequetz, and: fubclavian vein. | 
The fame thing may be obferved in the 
hands, the lymph of the fingers and palny 
O 4 of 
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of the hand. being conveyed to the glands of 
the wrift, then to thefe of the elbow, axile 
lary. glands: and by the vafa' rorifera,of 
Bilfius to the fubclavian vein, by the fame 

gradation of vefiels, as we. obferved above.. 
The mechanifm of this. circulation is much 
the fame inthe head, whofe; lymphatics 
deicend to the-lower jaw, then to the vafa 
rorifera of Bz/fius.. Thus the lymph of the 
whole body is fecerned, and brought back 
by. various {tages to the blood. »But why is 
the.circulation of the lymph fo extraordinary ? 
and why fo different from ,the eirculation 
of the blood? Our knowledge.is very,much 
confined in this: refpect.; nor, do, we fo well 
know. the. intentions of, provident nature in 
thefe varieties, . If we believe fome phyficiz 
ans,. the conglobate glands of the lymph are 
intended to. exprefs this humour, and: acce~ 
lerate its circulation, which would have been 
otherwife too flow, through the »weaknefs of 
tle lymphatic veffels, . But I find no moving 
force, or carnous fibres in-thefe glands: be= 
fides, if God had, intended, this. ftructure to 
accelerate or fhorten the courfe of the lymph, 

could he not have formed the lymphatics like 
the blood veflels? Wherefore I am of a 


contr ary 
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‘contrary fentiment ‘to thefe authors; for I 
fuppofe the great number of thefe veffels and 
glands to be intended for no other purpofe, 
than to render;the circulation. of the lymph 
flower, and thus. the. better repair the lofies 
we daily fuftain. Hence the lymphatic veflels 
and :glands are fo numerous, {fo full of eaeies, 
and their membranes fo weak. 

‘The: circulation. of the Iyrtibh being fo 
flow,.if the lymph be vifcid,: it will eafily 
ftagnate in thefe veficles, which are other- 
wife always full of this humour.’ Now let 
us examine what may be’ the caufes of this 
particular fpiffitude; and how’ fome’ glands 
onlyare obftructed,: and’ why ‘not all : but 
if all the glands of the body were thus af- 
faites ‘fadden death would follow.

. IU. A. particular {crophulous taint here- 
ditary in the family, or communicated by 
the nurfe, who had this hereditary taint. 
Let us in the next place examine, how 
fome glands. in particular.are obftruGtedy 
whilt othersare free. This I can attribute 
to nothing elfe than to external injuries, to 
which the glands of. fome. parts are more 
expofed than thofe of others ; for the glands 
which are kept very warm, as their contents — 
for the fame reafon are kept very fluid; are 
rarely obftructed.. Thus the glands: of the 
neck, hands,.and feet, are more expofed to 
cold, than other glands, whence their lymply 
is the more in{piffated, and difpofed to ftag- 
nation. Pus mixed with the lymph in abfcef- 
fes in the feet, head, Ge. returning in the 
lympha- 
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lymphatics, obftructs the glands of the groin 
and neck,.. The ab{ceffes of the breafts give 
rife, to the obftruction, of the axillary glands. 
An ill elaborated vifcid chyle; obftructs the 
glands. of the, mefentery, or the pancreas 
afellii; and if this vifcid crude chyle is car- 
ried into the courfe of circulation, 1t may ob- 
ftrudt the pulmonary glands; whence {pring 
tubercles, and a. tuberculous phthifis. To 
thefe add the: particular caufes. which .deter- 

mine the afflux of this vifcid.lymph to fome 
| particular glands, by debilitating and. com- 
preffing them. -:Thus compreffion, ftrokes, - 
frequent handling, &c. of fome glands, con+ 
tribute to their obftruction..~ Befides the ‘na~ 
tural conformation and ftru€ure of ‘all the 
glands of the body is not the fame, nature 
having given them a /weaker and ftronget 
texture in different places, ‘like all the other 
parts of the body : thus the weaker are ob- 
ftructed, whilft the ftronger femain pervious. 
By the various combination’ ‘of thefe caufes, 
we have alfo’ the various’ fymptoms and 
pheenomena of the King’s-evi/.

This fuperior activity of the folids makes 
the diforder more curable in boys than girls ; 
though if the menfes flow duely with the 
Jatter, they carry off the ev¢/: but if it fub- 
fits till in both fexes, it commonly remains 
alltheir lifetime. If thefe obftruCted glands 
are opened by fuppuration or incifion, the 
ulcer {preads very much foon after their aper= 
ture, and pufhes out a fungous flefh. The 
fcirrhous or carcinomatous glands are alfo 
very fubjec to become confiderably large, and 
the fame way. 

Diacnostics. I, 'The paeeee Ts are 
difcovered by infpection, if they be external, 
for the glands are round, moveable, and 
without Pain, heat, or rednefs. The internal 
{crophula mutt be conjectured at, either by 
the affection of the external glands, or ‘by 
the fymptoms.. Thus if the glands of the

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mefentery are obftructed, a flow fever, fwell- 
ing of the belly, dry cough, &c. fupervene.

Procnostics. This evil is a very aves 
nical and obftinate diforder, feated' in the 
lymph, and far from the ation of remedies. 
Yet itis rarely mortal, exceptin fome cafes, 
where it produces malignant ulcers. In par- 
ticular the external fcrophule are not fo 
dangerous as the. internal. 

This fimple King’s-Evzl is the riot fe. 
vourable ;, but the diforder is generally incu- 
rable, if the glands have degenerated into 
afcirrhus cancers, inflamation, or abfcefs, ec.

It is ‘more eafily removed in children than 
in adults, in girls than in boys, through the 
— eruption of the menfes in the former, where- 
by the caufe of the evil is leflened. If fup- 
puration happens, it gives commonly occa- 
fion to an ugly cicatrice, through the great 
lofs of fubftance, befides the extraordinary 
or milky whitenefs of this cicatrice which 
it retains during the patient’s Life, and where- 
by he is known to have had the Kzng’s- 

Evil, Wherefore this ({uppuration, which 
however is difficultly done) fhould be pre- 
vented, During the child’s minority, or till 
the age of twelve or fourteen, all the phy- 
fician’s intention fhould -be employed only 
to check the growth and diminifh the bulk 
of the tumours, but not to employ refolutives, 
for fear of inflaming the glands, nor can he 
expe to remove them, till age does it. 

- Cure. The treatment of the King’s- 
Evil extends to three or four different kinds 
of the diforder. 1,The fimple fcrophule. 
2. The inflamed ones. 3.'The fuppurated or 
ulcerated glands. 

L.A tule to be obferved in the cure of 
the fimple {crophule, is never to apply or 
order any thing which may put their con- 

tents 
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tents into a fuppurative motion, left they 
fhould have the confequences above-men- 
tioned. . Wherefore they are to be” treated 
very gently, hindring only the growth of 
the diforder till the child'comes to twelve or 
fourteen. But the vifcid lymph: fhould be 
in the mean time corrected, by diluents and 
its acrimony removed. In order to this;: let 
the infant be blooded, purged, and: his hu- 
mours diluted with thin pullet-broths, whey, 
baths, half-baths, and mineral. waters,’ or- 
dering attenuants at the fame time,:asy |

and zthiop’s mineral, which is the beft and 
moft gentle of all. 

IV. Gums, ‘as galbanum, afla tia, 
cum ammoniac, to two grains.

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V. Animal fubftances, as the powder of 
millepedes, green lizards, grafshoppers, and 
toads, which are macerated in vinegar, dried 
and powdered. The dofe is twenty grains 
in bolufes, lozenges, or electuaries ; to thefe 
add the ufe of diluent and moiftening me- 
dicines. a 
. The following are remedies employed by 
empirics : 1. Decoction, or powder of fea 
{purge, whofe effects are owing to the fea 
falt it.contains : its dofe is to one {fcruple. 
2. The roots of fcrophularia major, reduced 
to powder : this 1s efficacious, and may be 
exhibited to half a dram without danger. 
It is alfo infufed in beer, as is the parony- 
chia flore luteo. Thefe and many more are 
recommended by Mr. Boyle; but he has re- 
ceived many of them on truit, or on the 
word of other perfons. A decoction of the 
wwoods is alfo recommended. Befides ail 
thefe remedies, gentle purgatives are to be 
ufed for children: but fcammony, turbith 
mineral, diagridium, and jalap, for a- 
dults. | 
Thus far of the cure of the fimple fero- 
phule. No topics fhould be applied but 
Set ia a 
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a little cotton, with oil of rue, or cotton 
warmed with the fumes of amber. 

_ The following topics are to be entirely 
banifhed : oil of lizards, and that of toads 5. 
of which liniments are alfo made, by adding: 
alittle wax. Some ufe fpirit of fal armoniac, 
or that of urine, with Ga/en’s cerate. Somé 
apply, emplaftrum diachylon cum gummi, 
the hemloc plaifter, the foap plaifter, or the 
emplaftrum diabotanicum cum mercurio, 
jointly or feverally. Some recommend the 
roots of cyclamen, wild cucumber, and bryo= 
ny, reduced toa pulp, with oil of toads, and 
formed into a plaifter, »Some make ufe of 
fumigations, with the {corie of antimony, 
fumes of vinegar, or mercurials ;. but all of 
thefe heat and inflame the parts, and con+ 
- fequently are not to be ufed.. If there.bea 
hereditary taint, or the phyfician 1s impor- 
tuned to order topics, let him firft bleed and 
purge, and order a ftri@t diet, efpecially if 
there be a fever. . Then he may order.a 
plaifter of the crumbs of bread; or of rice 
and milk, to relax and foften the glands: 
‘but. if fuppuration cannot be prevented, let 
it be accelerated by emollients, as a. cata 
Se plafm, 
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plafm of wood-forrel, bears-britch, mallow 
leaves, and the bulbs of aloes roafted under 
the afhes, with an addition of oil of lilies, and 
to render it more efficacious, add fome fnails, 
or old leven or bafilicon. 'Thefe are conti- 
nued till the whole gland is deftroyed, nor 
fhould it be opened till then, otherwife it 
would never refolve, or fuppurate ; on the 
contrary, the remainder would grow hard 
and {cirrhous. 

It may be opened with the knife or 
lancet, or, which is better, witha cauttic, 
for this deftroys the ufelefs {kin which covers 
the gland. Let it then be dreffed, like all 
other ulcers, with dry lint, fimple digeftive or 
that animated with fome proper powder or 
tinGure, to deterge it, if fordid : afterwards 
ufe the aqua fcrophularia, then the green 
balfam, or that of Arceus. If there be 
any callofities, let them be deftroyed ; but 
if you be imprudent in treating thefe callofi- 
ties, a fiftulous ulcer may fupervene. To 
deftroy the callous lips, cut them with the - 
knife or lancet, or deftroy them with a 
cauftic, the lapis infernalis, or troches of 
corrofive fublimate mercury. If the knife 

2 cannot 
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cannot well do the bufinefs, thefe are ufed 5 
‘but never ufe the troches of arfenic. A 
certain diaphoretic antimony, with other re- 
medies, are employed in the fcrophule by 
an empiric, mentioned in my treatife of 
venereal diforders ; but I would not here 
recornmend his purgative pills.

Of the *"RICKETS. 


*G~ HIS isa late diforder in Europe; firft » 

appeared’ in England, and was de- 
{cribed by Giffen and Mayow ; but I ima- 
gine it appeared at the fame feafon over all 
Europe, through the coldnefs of the wea- 
ther. It is called rachitis, which in Greek 
fignifies {pina, becaufe the fpina dorfi feems 
to be particularly affected with this diforder : 
thus nephritis, hepatitis, phrenitis, Ge. are 
fo called from the parts they affect. ‘The 
rachitis is characterized by certain fymp- 
toms ; for the infant’s head is over-grown 


whilft the mufcular parts are extremely re- 
duced 


of. CHA L DERSEZN. 4393 
duced and emaciated. ‘The futures of the 
head are membranous and foft: the heads 
-of the bones {well, and the bones themfelves 
become crooked. The fpine is varioufly con- 
-torted, whilft the fternum is eminent, and 
‘raifed almoft to an edge: the patients bellies 
vare {welled and renitent ; they are vivid and 
ingenious, They love to fit, but never to walk. 
They lie on their back, rather than in any 
other fituation. The diforder generally appears 
from the twelfth month ‘to the third year, 
and) fometimes, but rarely, to the fifth. 
To explain the curvature of the bones, two 
ingenious hypothefes have been invented : 
the firft by Ghffon, who fancied that the 
unequal nourifhment of the bones. produced 
this deformity. 

The fecond by Mayow, who. explained 
this phenomenon by the unequal traction of 
the mufcles, the fhorter of which, accord- 
ing to him, drew the bones. to their fide, 
But thefe two fyftems. are liable to unfur- 
mountable difficulties : wherefore I think 
the following account of the diforder bet- 
ter. 

P43 As 
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As the bones are preternaturally foft, it 
is to be concluded, that there is a vicious 
ferment in the blood, which holds a me- 
dium betwixt that of the pox and fcurvy, 
finge it is not fo active as the latter, nor fo 
flow asthe former. The lymph impregna~ 
ted with this acid falt or leven, hasa greater 
influence on the bones, which it penetrates, 
than on the foft parts ; juft as aqua fortis 
diffolyes filver, but not gold. Thus the 
bones grow fofter and. bigger, particularly 
fuch as are moft expofed to cold, as thofe 
of the hands and feet. The diforder full 
augmenting, the fpina dorfi is at length af- 
feted, the vertebre grow fofter, and by 
their perpendicular fituation and weight, be= 
come thinner, efpecially in the neck. ‘Thus 
the medulla f{pinalis, vertrebal nerves and ar- 
teries, with the carotids, are comprefied, 
The head is glutted with humours, and*its 
bulk augmented: it alfo turns to one fide, 
backwards and forwards, All the vertebral 
nerves being comprefled, a relaxation and . 
inactivity is produced in all the parts where 
they are ramified; hence nutrition is-i#!l— 
performed, as we fee in a palfy, the hu- 
! , mours 
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mours ftagnate in the vifcera, ‘and the air 
expands the inteftins ; whence the tumour 
of the abdomen. From the lentor, fpifii- 
tude, and ftagnation of the ‘humours, tu- 
bercles are formed in the lungs, head, and o- 
ther parts of the body; fo that the bulk of 
the affected part is hot owing to a genuine 
nutrition, but to the peccant ftate of the 
lymph. ‘The body is turned’ fide-ways, 
_ when the vertebre ‘are more fwelled on one 
fide than on the other. “The fame thing 
may be faid of the curvature of the {pine 
backwards or forwards; in the latter of 
which cafes particularly, the ribbs are’ flat, 
and ftreightened from their compreffion by 
the fwelling of the tranfverfal apophyfes, 
juft as if they were compreffed with the 
hand. The foot is turned towards the out- 
fide, if the head of the femur is fwelled on 
the infide: if it is fwelled on the outfide, 
the foot is turned towards the infide, &c, 
The curvature of the bones in the mid- 
die, is owing to their unequal nourifh- 
ment. | or : 

As to the’ child’s vivacity and wittinefs, 
tng proceed from fuch a tenfion of the fibres 
4 of 
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of the brain, as is produced by wine. Thus 
the animal {pirits are ftrongly agitated and 
retained in the brain. Through the ob- 
ftruction and compreffion of the nerves, 
the {pirits are abundantly fecerned in fuch 
patients, in confequence of the great qaals 
tity of blood.retained in the brain. | 
Let us, now enquire whence fprings. this 
adventitious ferment, Several: authors de+ 
tive it from the Lues venera, finding fome 
analogy in the fymptoms of thefe two dif- 
orders. I own the Rickets approaches to the 
nature of a mild /ues, when it is of the hot 
kind, or when the rachitic fomes is more 
active.than ordinary ; but not when it is cold 
and inactive ;.for in the former.cafe, it pro- 
duces.a caries of the bones, But the rachitic 
fomes may be more juftly faid in»general. to 
preferve a medium betwixt. the pocky and 
{crophulous, virus ; for. like a {crophula, it 
often produces a caries of the teeth, through 
the acrimony of the faliva, If repellents are 
applied to the tumified extremities of the 
bones, a caries may happen. ‘The /ves ill- 
cured in the father, may. degenerate into the 
rickets in the fon, The fame thing may be 
~ faid 
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faid of the King’s-evil, if the ferment be 
active ; fo that reafon and experience evince 
what. we have advanced. of the rachitic 
fomes, ‘This virus. may be alfo produced 
by the nonnaturals alone, as long continued 
and. obiiinate indigeftions, chronical difor- 
ders, difficult dentition, frequent fitts of an 
epilepfy, and a great many other obftinate 
diforders, which occafion watching, bad di- 
geftions, aad other violent fymptoms. 

Diacnostics,. An incipient, andcon- 
firmed. Rachitis, together with their caufes, 
fhould be difcovered. 

I, It is:of very atime to di- 
{cover this diforder when it begins,. in order 
to prevent it. It begins by a flight. {welling 
of the writ, in the lower part or heads of 
the tibia.and peronea or fibula, as alfo about 
the knee. Examine at the fame time whe- 
therthe patient’s, teeth are black, (or he has 
difficult dentition,) fwelling of the abdomen 
and other fymptoms, inet 

Il, ‘The diforder, when sahGcniste is dif- 
covered by the .manifeft. tumours of the 
head and other bones, particularly thefe of 
the fpine, which the diforder rarely affects 

till 
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till it is far advaneed. ‘The patient cannot 
walk, but always fits. The incipent rachitis 
may be farther conjectured at by the: foft- 
nefs of the head, its membranous futures, 
difficulty of walking, the paticnt’s gradual 
decay, and the fcrophulous or pocky ftate of 
the infant’s Parents. 

III. As to the caufes of the Rickets, diag 
are difcovered particularly by the diforders 
reigning in the family; whether the /ves, 
King’s-evil, or other cold tumours. If none 
of thefe appear, the nonnaturals are to be 
fufpected. 
~ Proénostics. The diforder is mo- 
derate, and eafily removed in the beginning, 
if proper remedies are ufed ; but a confirm- 
ed Rachitis is dangerous and incommodious ; 
for it either diminifhes or deftroys all the 
functions of the human body, renders refpi- 
ration difficult, and digeftion languid. The 
patient is‘conftipated, and when any excre- 
ments are difcharged, they are not ting’d ‘with’ 
bile. Befides, though a confirmed Rachitis is 
cured, it always leaves behind it a confiderable 
Jefomiaity of fome part, as a reloxation’ or 


{welling — 
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-fwelling of the joints, whence lamenefs. The 
diforder is more fpeedily and eafily removed, 
in hot countries thah in England. If the 
diforder begins foon, as about the twelfth 
month, the danger and difficulty of curing 
are the greater, in confequence’ of the foft- 
nefs and delicate ftructure of the bones. An 
univerfal Rachitis is very difficultly cured ; as 
alfo when it is attended with great obftruCtion 
of the vifcera; and’ a flow fever, the laft of 
which may degenerate into ‘a dropfy of the 
head, abdomen, ‘or fome other part. 

Cure. In order at leaft to check the 
progrefs of the diforder, the patient fhould 
go into the country, to breath a good and 
free air. Let him alfo be carefully and 
gently rubbed on the affected parts. Let him 
take mild attenuants, and be thus treated, 
till eight or ten years of age, at which time, 
both by age, and the methods prefcribed,

_ As foon as the Rachitis patie to decline, 
the patient commonly grows quickly, fo that

As 
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_ As to the’ patient’s regimen, it ought. to 
be varied according to his age. Let this be 
the regimen of very young children. If the 
the child be weaned, jet his) pap be well 
boiled, adding the yolks of eggs to it. Let 
- him abftain from flefh-meat; or, if he eats 
any, let it be well feafoned: with aromatics, 
as cinnamon, nutmeg, Gc. Let his bed be of 
ftraw, in which are put chopped or. pulveri- 
zed aromatic plants, as thyme, majoram, or 
mint. Let him take a little wine, good red 
wine efpecially, either by .itfelf, or mixed 
with his ptifan: .. Let him: walk heartily,. or 
if he can’t, he mutt ride; but if the infant 
be incapable of either of :thefe exercifes by 
his. tendernefs, he fhould.bé well exercifed 
in his cradle, by. frequerit and violent jolt- 
ing.  Fri€tions of the affected parts are.alfo 
ufed, efpecially of the {pine,, with a flannel 
cloth warmed with the fumes of amber, Ge. 
' The patient fhould in the next place. take 
an emetic, proportioned to his age, asfrom 
one half to one grain of ftibiated foluble tar- 
tar, or two grains of the powder of ipecuan, 
Let this method be taken ‘once’ a month; 
for the {tagnant humours are put in motion 


thereby. 
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thereby. Cathartics are alfo employed, as 
tincture of rhubarb, exhibited in fome bit- 
ter decoction: if the child be older, add 
fome manna to the former. 

- As to alteratives, the patient is to begin 
with diluents, and then proceed to aperi- 
tives, which approach to the quality of an- 
tifcorbutics. Among the former are maiden- 
hair, ceterach, wall-rue, polytrichum, {co- 
lopendria, and agrimony, with a fufficient 
quantity of the five aperient roots, to be 
taken twice aday.. Thefe are not only di- 
luents, but alfo gently aperitive. The fol- 
lowing are {till more aperitive, vzz, broths 
of Ofmund royal, which is accounted very 
fpecific: in this cafe the roots of afpa- 
tagus, common eringo, butchers-broom, 
burdock, and capers, as alfo the red tinc- 
ture, are proper. If you employ thefe, twa 
ounces of each may be taken. : 

If more antifcorbutic plants are ftill ne- 
ceflary, order leaves of fcurvy-grais, becca- 
bunge, fage, ground-pine, and the lefier 
centaury. | 

When the diforder is confirmed, you 
muft have recourfe to more powerful aperi- 

tives, 
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tives, as preparations of fteel, crocus of 
mats, aperient tincture, and falt of mars. Of 
the preparations of mercury, are «xthiops 
mineral, and cinnabar. Of antimony, we may 
ufe the diaphoretic antimony, and bezoar mi- - 
neral. To thefe, add the powders of vipers, 
and millepedes prepar’d in bolufes, or electu- 
aries, which may be continued. for fifteen 
days, along with the apozemes, &c. above- 
n.entioned, at the end of which time, purge 
the patient, and fufpend your remedies for 
fifteen days more; then refume them again, 
and fo on till you come at length by the 
help of your remedies, and the age of — 
the child, to get the better of the difor- 
der. | | 

Befides the preceding remedies, a decoction 
of two, three or more, of the woods may 
be prefcribed ; but for the patient’s ordinary 
drink, a decoction of china will do bet- 
ter: 

The following remedies are recommend- 
ed as highly beneficial, by the famous — 
Boyle. | 

I. Ens veneris, or the flowers of fal am- 


moniac, and the colcothar of blue vitriol 
| | fub-— 
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fublimated together. He affures us, that by | 
the help of this remedy from 5 to 15 or 20 
grains, he has cured vaft numbers of ricketty 
children ; and moreover that it procures 
fleep ; in which refpect we may compare it 
the fedative falt of Homberg. But though 
it is a good remedy, yet it falls fhort of thefe 
encomiums, and all its virtue is owing to the 
incifive attenuative quality of the fal am- 
moniac. 

II. Flowers of mars, or fal ammoniac, or 
the flowers yielded by the fublimation of 
iron and fal ammoniac together, Their 
dofe is from 2 to 1o grains: both thefe re- 
medies correct, and, .as it were, bridle the | 
draftic quality of each other. 

III. Chalybeate tincture, vzz. the filings 
of iron boiled in vinegar to the confumption 
of one third of the liquor, and then poured 
off by inclination.. Thus the pores of the 
iron are impregnated with the particles of 
vinegar. Its dofe is from fix to twenty-fix 
drops. 

To thefe remedies you, may add elixir 
proprietatis, made without acids, or o- 
ther., elixirs, . which. are grateful to the 

{tomach, 
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ftomach, and aperitive at the fame time. 
Another remedy much in repute for its effi- 
cacy, isaninfufion of rhubarb, in which are. 
boiled fome pieces of rufty iron.

Of the EXTENUATION, or DECay of 
CHILDREN, 


HIS diforder Big ehlty happens to 
children, rarely to adults. ‘The for- 
mer are very feeble, reftlefs, pale, and 
emaciated, fo that they daily pine a- 
way. | 
The diforder commonly terminates in one 
or another of the following: 1. A languor, 
exceffive confumption, and fyncope. 2. A 
colliquative diarrhea. 3. Dropfies of the 

head, breaft, abdomen, or anafarcas. 
Causes. About 80 years ago, not 
only the good women, but alfo moft phy- 
ficians, as Bergarus, &c. attributed the 
fource of this diforder to incantation or faf- 
cination, becaufe they could difcover no o- 
ther 
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ther manifett caufes of it, Some in ceneral 
called it macies: but to give a more reafon=- 
able account ‘of its caufes, they may be re- 
duced to the following heads in general, 
1. Becaufe the patients take little or no 
nourifhment. 2. Though they take it in 
great plenty, yet they diffipate it more a- 
bundantly. 3. The combination of both 
thefe caufes, 

I. The diforder hasiben soba the infant 
Eats nothing, or though he eats, when his 
digeftion is fo ill performed, that little or 
no good chyle is fupplied. 
~ II. His ntourifhment is diffipated by di- 
arrbeas, habitual fever, or watchings. In 
a word, by all flow diforders, which com- 
monly terminate in a macies, or decay, as 
tinea, difficult dentition, ulcers, or other 
purulent affections of the lungs, whether 
dry or humoral; obftructions of the me- 
fenteric glands, worms, dropfies, diarrhezas, 
ftone in the bladder, or the univerfal dif 
orders, as the King’s-evrl, dues venerea, flow 
fever, tickets, &c. 
~ Symptoms. The fymptoms of this 
‘macies, Of decay,-are ‘manifett ; but the moft 
‘remarkable are, 
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I, Watchings from a kind of dull pain, 


confumption, fenfibility of the parts, heat 


and acrimony of the humours. 
II. Slow fever from indigeftions, or the 


retention of excrementitious humours, watch- 


ings, or other caufes. | 
III. OEdematous tumours, particularly 
of the feet, which mount at length to the 


kidneys, and kill the patient. Thefe are 
owing to the lentor of the fluids, and weak- _ 


nefs of the folids; whence the humours 
cannot eafily afcend againft their PSRs 
gravity. 

IV. If no kind of dropfy fupervenes, a 


colliquative diarrhea commonly fucceeds, __ 


DraGnostTics, The exiftence of the 
diforder is difcovered at firft fight. But its 


caufes are more difficult and hidden, fince 


in order to inveftigate them, the infant’s 


{tate fhould be apbyeeyse to fee whether 
he has a hydrocephalus, or tinea in the 


head, dentition, or any other diforder in the 


mouth. Then proceed to the breaft, and 
examine whether refpiration is affected, and 


if there be a cough; for we have no other - 


method of difcovering any diforder in their 
: lungs ;

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lungs; becaufe children do not yet know 
“how to {pit or expectorate. After the ex- : 
amination of the breaft, the next thing to 
be viewed, is the abdomen, in order to fee 
whether it be fwelled; or there be diarrhzas, 
chylous ftools, or obftructions of the me+ 
fenteric glands. ‘The fame thing is to be un- 
derftood of the univerfal diforders ; in, fhort, 
all the difeafes of infants fhould be known, 
in order to difcover all the caufes of a ma- 
_eses, or decay; for they may all, if ob- 
ftinate, produce the diforder. 
. Finally, the degrees of the diforder are 
to be difcovered ; for this is of importance 
to the cure; the firft degree being curable, 
the fecond fometimes to be removed, if the 
caufe be not very intenfe and obftinate : but 
the third degree is abfolutely incurable. 
~~ Procnostics. This confumption is not 
only incommodious, but dangerous in all 
its degrees; yet the danger is various, ac- 
cording to the different caufes. Thus, if the 
diforder {prings from indigeftion, dentition, 
worms, or the like, as the caufes are tran- 
fitory, they are eafily removed. On the 
contrary, if it fprings from an abfcefs,. or

of circum{pection. Th the mean time you — 
may order fome other proper remedies fuit- - 
ing the different caufes which produced the 
evil, as, 1. An ulcer in the lungs, with. 
fome balfams, or butter of cacao. Tubercles 
of the lungs, are treated with Morton's 
balfamic pills; if he has an ulcer of the: 
lunes, King’s-evil, &c, let them be treated 
with their refpective remedies, If the infant 
be very young, weak, and incapable of 
bearing the frictions. in. venereal cafes, let. the’ 
diforder be communicated to his nurfe, that 
the mercurial fri€tions, whereby fhe is 
treated, may be more gently conveyed into 
the infant’s body by the breaft-milk ; which 
he could never have born, if they were 
immediately applied to his own body. ‘This 
method is. to beoufed with ‘fucking infants, 
or fuch as are very weak. 
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
